The FIRST REPORT of the Surveyor General of 
His MajzsTy's Land Revenue, in obedience to the 
Directions of an Act of Parliament, paſſed in the 34th 
Year of His MajzsTY's Reign, intituled, ©« An Ae for 
<« the better Management of the Land Revenue of the. 


« Crown, and for the Sale of Fee Farm and other Un- 
© improveable Rents.” 


HE Act of Parliament above referred to is one of the Meaſures Aa 34 Geo. III. 
adopted by Government, in conſequence of the Reports of the 8 
Commiſſioners who were appointed by an Act, paſſed in the Year 1786, Commiſſioners of 
« to enquire into the State and Condition of the Woods, Foreſts, and 33 
„Land Revenues belonging to the Crown, and to * ſuggeſt ſuch ß 
« Plans for the future Management and Improvement of thoſe 
« Eſtates, as they ſhould think beſt calculated ro render them moſt 


«« productive and advantageous to His Majeſty and the Public.” 


Thoſe Commiſſioners, after a minute and laborious Inveſtigation, A new Syſtem of 


the Reſult of which was ſtated in Seventeen different Reports to Par- 7 2s v4 1 hg 
liament, pointed out the Defects and Errors in the ancient Mode of thoſe Committion- 
Management, under which little Benefit had ariſen to the Crown, or ©* 

the Public ; and recommended, inſtead of it, a Syſtem totally different, 

and from which a gradual Increaſe of Revenue, to a very conſiderable 


Amount, and many other Advantages, might be expected to ariſe, 


The moſt material of thoſe Defects were Rated to be; 


iſt. That Leaſes were granted, frequently, without having Sur- Debs in the for- 
veys taken of the Property, and that the Surveys, when taken, were emen. 
never confirmed by the Oath of the Surveyor, nor any other Means

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employed for aſcertaining the Value of the Eſtates which could be at- 
tended with Expence, no Fund being provided for defraying that 
Charge. 


2dly. That Leſſees were permitted to renew their Leaſes, as often 
as it happened to ſuit their Convenience ; and that the Expence of the 
Leaſe, which, in conſequence of the Fees payable at the different 
Offices, is known to be great, being deducted from the Fine, was no 
Loſs to the Tenants, but a heavy Burthen on the Eſtate of the 
Crown, 


2dly. That at leaſt Seven-Eighth Parts of the Value were taken in 
Fine, and only One-Eighth Part in Rent ; and that the Fines were, 
in all Caſes, computed at very high Rates of Intereſt; the waſteful 
Eſfect of which Mode of proceeding was, that the Crown actually re- 
ceived more from the One-Eighth Part let for Rent, than from the 
Seven-Eighth Parts for which Fines were taken. 


Athly. That Crown Leaſes were paſſed through various Offices, ap- 
parently inſtituted as Checks on their mutual Proceedings ; but that 
no Benefit aroſe from that Regulation, the Offices not having any 
uſeful Connection or Communication with each other; in conſequence 
of which it had happened that the Land Tax was very commonly

thly. That no Copies, Entries, or Counterparts of the Leaſes were 
kept in the Office of the Surveyor General, ſo that the Officer to whoſe 
Care the Protection of the Eſtate was principally committed had not 
before him the Covenants to be obſerved by the Leſſees. 


And finally, that, by injudicious Proviſions in the Civil Liſt Act of 
Queen Anne, thoſe who were entruſted with the Management were re- 
ſtraincd, in Caſes where more Latitude would have enabled them to 
improve the Eftate; and too much Power was given to them where 
the Advantages of the Leſſees, and the Perquiſites of the Officers, could 
be moſt increaſed, and the Intereſt of the Crown moſt injured. 


The Commiſſioners therefore adviſed that this unwiſe Syſtem ſhould 
be aboliſhed ; and they explained very fully the Principles on which 
the Plan of Management and Improvement propoſed inſtead of it was 
founded. | 


They Tuggeſted Alterations in the Form of the Leaſes, and adviſed 
that proper Clauſes for the Preſervation and Improvement of the Pro- 
perty ſhould be introduced: | 


That 
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That Leaſes of Houſes or Building Ground ſhould be authorized to 
be granted for 99 Years, inſtead of 50 Years, to which the Crown was 
confined by the Civil Liſt Act of Queen Anne ; the Power of granting 
Leaſes for that longer Term being found advantageous i in the Manage- 
ment of private Eſtates : 


That Leaſes of Houſes, except where re-building was neceſſary, 
ſhould not be renewed till within 20 Years of the End of the exiſting 
Terms, nor Leaſes of Lands till within 5 Years; ſo that only One Re- 
newal ſhould take place in the Courſe of any Leaſe : 


That no Fines ſhould be taken for Land Eſtates or Building Ground, 
and that the Fines to be taken for Houſes ſhould not exceed the Pro- 
portion of One Third Part of the Annual Value, and in no Caſe be 
computed at more than the higheſt legal Intereſt : 


That the new Rents to be referved ſhould be clear of all Deduc- 


tions, ſo as effectually to guard againſt the former Error, by which 
Land Tax had been very commonly Twice allowed : 


That all Fees and Perquiſites ſhould be Nene and adequate 
Salaries given inſtead of them: 


That all the remaining Fee Farm Rents belonging to the Crown 


ſhould be ſold, and the Price inveſted in the 3 per Cent. Conſolidated 
Bank Annuities : 


That when Vacancies ſhould happen in the Offices of the Re- 
ceivers, the Number ſhould be gradually reduced, and a leſs expenſive 
Mode adopted in the Collection of the Rents : 


That inſtead of the ſeparate Offices of Surveyor General of the 
Crown Lands, and Surveyor General of the Woods and Foreſts, a 
Board ſhould be eſtabliſhed, to conſiſt of Three Commiſſioners, for 
the Management of the Whole: 


And, that Reports ſhould be made to Parliament, at ſtated Periods, 


in which a full Account fhould be given of their Proceedings, and of 
the Improvements made, and at what Expence. 


And after obſerving, that the Writings relative to the Eſtates of the 
Crown were diſperſed through many different Offices of Record, and 
Repoſitories of Public Papers, and that much of their Time had been 
taken up, and conſiderable Expence incurred, in ſearching for them, 
the Commiſſioners adviſed, that in the Office which they recommended 
to be eſtabliſhed, ſhould be kept and arranged, not only the En- 
tries, Counterparts, and Aſſignments of all Leaſes, but all Surveys, 
B and 
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and other written Documents tending to ſhew the Rights of the 
Crown in any of its Eſtates, or Copies of them, where any Ob- 


jection ſhould be found to ariſe to the Removal of the Originals 


from the Places where they were depoſited: And that diſtinct 
Calendars ſhould be made of thoſe Documents, and Regiſters of all 
Grants containing any Remainder or Limitation in favour of the 


Crown, 


The Object of the Act of Parliament referred to was to carry into 
Effect the Syſtem thus recommended, in the Management and Im- 
provement of the demiſed Eſtates of the Crown, and the Sale of Fee 
Farm Rents: And the Board propoſed by the Commillioners of the 
Land Revenue not having been yet appointed, the Execution of thoſe 
Meaſures has, in the mean Time, been committed, by that Act of 
Parliament, to the Surveyor General, acting under the Controul of the 
Treaſury. 


The ſame Eſtabliſhment of Officers which it was thought would 
have been neceſſary for the Execution of that Buſineſs under a Board, 
was, accordingly, appointed for his Aſſiſtance; and the Houſe and 
Office formerly provided for the Surveyor General in Somerſet Place, 
under the Authority of an Act of Parliament paſſed in the Year 1775, 
having been found neceſſary for the Accommodation of the Offices of 
the Duchy of Cornwall and Duchy of Lancaſter, and the Pipe Office, 
another Houſe and Office have been built for the Surveyor General, in 
which there is provided an arched Repoſitory, ſo as to be ſaſe from 
the Danger of Fire, for the Preſervation of the numerous Plans, 
Books, and other uſeful Documents relating to the Eſtates of the 
Crown, as recommended by the Commiſſioners ; in the Reports before 
referred to. 


Purſuing the Advice of thoſe Commiſſioners, the Act of Parliament 
requires, that in every third Year the Surveyor General ſhall report to 
His Majeſty, and to both Houſes of Parliament, what Leaſes or 
Grants ſhall have been made of any Part of the Land Revenue, and 
for what Terms; the Annual Value of the Premiſſes comprized in 
ſuch Leaſes, as returned on Oath by the Perſons employed to ſurvey 
the ſame, and the Annual Value of the ſame Premiſſes by former 
Surveys thereof; the Rents reſerved on ſuch Leaſes or Grants; the 


Fines paid for the ſame, and upon what other Conſiderations ſuch 


Leaſes ſhall have been granted; and the Rents and Fines which were 


reſerved and paid for the preceding Leaſes or Grants. He is alſo 


required to report the Amount of all Fee Farm Rents which ſhall have 


been ſold by virtue of the ſaid Act, the Purchaſe Money paid for the 


ſame,

ſame, and the Amount of the 3 per Cent. Conſolidated Bank Annui- 
ties purchaſed therewith ; “ and all ſuch other Matters and Things 
touching or concerning the ſaid Land Revenue, or any Part thereof, 


<< as to the ſaid Surveyor General ſhall ſeem proper or neceſſary to be 
contained and ſet forth in ſuch Reports. 


Under theſe Circumſtances, and this being the Firſt Report which 
the Surveyor General has made to the Legiſlature ſince the paſſing of 
that Act of Parliament, he conceives it to be incumbent on him to 
ſtate, not only what his Proceedings have been in carrying the new 
Syſtem of Management into Effect, but what general Regulations he 
has propoſed to the Treaſury to be eſtabliſned for his Guidance, and 
that of his Succeſſors in Office; and in order to do this in the cleareſt 
Manner, without ſwelling this Report to an improper Length, he 
will place in the Appendix Copies of ſome of the Memorials or Letters 
to the Treaſury, in which the moſt material of thoſe Regulations have 
been propoſed, together with the Anſwers from that Board. On a 
Reference to thoſe Documents, a Judgment may be more eaſily formed 
whether the Principles of that Syſtem have been uniformly kept in 
View, and whether the Meaſures which the Surveyor General has re- 
commended are well calculated to produce, in the End, that Improve- 
ment in the Land Revenue of the Crown which the Public has been 
led to expect. 


On a new Plan of Management of a property ſuch as that of the 
 :Crown, chiefly granted on Leaſes, ending at different, and ſome at very 
diſtant Periods, it is obvious that the actual Improvement, in point of 
Revenue, can proceed no faſter than the Leaſes expire; except in 
Caſes where, by Treaty and Arrangement with the Leſſees, they may 
be induced to ſarrender their preſent Grants, by obtaining a Share in 
the Advantages of the Improvements projected; a Mode of accelerating 
thoſe Improvements which, ſince the paſſing of the late Act of Par- 
liament, has been tried with Succeſs. 


The principal Object in the Outſet is, to introduce ſuch Rules and 
Precedents, and to eſtabliſh ſuch a Courſe of Practice in the Buſineſs 
of the Office, as, when confirmed by Uniformity in the Proceedings, 
may render it difficult, at any future Time, to depart from that 
Plan of Improvement, and revert to the former waſteful Manage- 
ment. 


After theſe preliminary Obſervations, which the Circumſtances 
ſeemed to call for, tlie Surveyor General humbly reports to this Ho- 
nourable Houfe, That the demiſed Eſtates of the Crown, which com- 
prehend the greater Part of what is under his Management, conſiſt of 

a great 
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a great Number of Manors, Lands, and Houſes, diſperſed in almoſt 
every County of England and Wales. 


The moſt valuable Part of that Property is ſituated in London and 
Weſtminſter, in which there are about 1,900 Houſes belonging to the 
Crown, excluſive of the Palaces, Public Offices, and other Buildings 
of a Public Nature, and of Houſes poſſeſſed in Right of Offices; and 
beſides Lands of very conſiderable Extent, ſo cloſely adjoining to the 
Town as to make it probable that, after Peace ſhall be reſtored, a 
great deal may be let as Building Ground. 


This being the Part of the Crown's Eſtate not only of the greateſt 


Value at preſent, but ſuſceptible alſo of the greateſt Improvement, it 


naturally called for the earlieſt Attention. 


Many entire Streets belong to the Crown, and conſiderable Diſtricts 
molt advantageouſly ſituated, but covered with Buildings of very little 
Value, the Acceſs to them in many Places inconvenient, and the Streets 
or Lanes narrow and irregular. 


Under theſe Circumſtances, it appeared obvious that the Property 
could not be brought to its higheſt State of Improvement ſolely by a 
Conſideration of the ſeparate Parts comprized in different Leaſes, as Ap- 
plications might be made for Renewals; and that a general View ſhould 
be taken of the Whole, before determining what Leaſes ſhould be re- 
newed, or what Alterations or Improvements might be practicable and 
advantageous. 


But though there were detached Plans of almoſt every Part of the 
Crown's Property in Houſes and Building Ground, there was no ac- 
curate General Plan of the Whole, from which the relative Connection 
between the different Parts could be traced : Nor, indeed, could ſuch 
a Plan have been neceſſary under the former Syſtem of Management. 
The Idea of any Improvement of the Property, by an Enlargement or 
Alteration of the Streets, the Removal of any Buildings irregularly 
ſituated, the opening of any new Acceſs to them, or altering the Size 
or the Number of the Houſes, ſo as to accommodate them to the De- 


mand, or the Taſte of the Times, ſeems not to have occurred, or, if it 


did occur, to have been deemed impracticable. 


The Changes which had taken place in the Manner of rn this 
Part of the Property had, indeed, an oppoſite Tendency, and had ren- 
dered any ſuch Improvement much more difficult. Formerly a con- 
ſiderable Number of Houſes, often entire Streets, and in ſome Inſtances 
ſeveral Streets, were granted in One Leaſe; and theſe reverting to the 


Crown

Crown at the ſame Time, Alterations of this Nature might have been 


found eaſily practicable: But it had happened that, where a Leſſee had 


ſold his Intereſt in any one or more of the Houſes comprized in his 
Leaie, the ſeparate Parts of the Property had been afterwards conſidered 
as diſtinct Eſtates, and reverſionary Leaſes of thoſe Parts had been 
granted ſeparately to the Purchaſers, without any Care having been 
taken that the Leaſes of the different Parts ſhould terminate at the 
fame Time; and thus, in every ſuch Inſtance, a new Obſtacle had 
been thrown in the Way of the general Improvement. 


To prevent the Continuance of that Evil, and to remedy it as far 
as might be practicable, the Surveyor General repreſented thoſe Cir- 
cumſtances in a Memorial to the Treaſury; and propoſed, that a 
General Plan ſhould be made of the Whole of the Crown's Eſtate in 
London and Weſtminſter ; and that gradually, or as Applications for 
Grants or Renewals of Leaſes ſhould occur, the Opinion and Report 
of an Architect of Eminence might be obtained, not relative to. the 
State and Value of the Property applied for only, but to the Street or 
Diftrict in which it was ſituated, and to the Improvements which were 
practicable ; adviſing, at the ſame Time, that in every future Report 
of the Surveyor General to the Tre: fury, Reference ſhould be had to 
the Opinion of the Architect who had been employed, and that a Copy 


of ſo much of that Opinion as might be neceſſary ſhould be tranſmitted. 


with the Report. 


This Propoſal having met with the Approbation of the Treaſury, 
Two Surveyors of Eminence, employed in the ordinary Buſineſs of 
the Office, were authorized to make a General Plan of the Crown's 


Eſtate in London and Weſtminſter ; a Meaſure which, though attended 


with ſome Expence, was extremely neceſſary, not only for "the Object 
which has been mentioned, but as affording the beſt Means of aſcer- 
taining the Boundaries of the Property of the Crown, and the beſt 
RE againſt Encroachments. 


Such a Plan has accordingly been made ; ; and many Alterations have 
occurred, which, when completed, will not only greatly increaſe the 
Value of the Crown's Eſtate, but contribute to the Accommodation of 
the Public, and the Ornament of the Capital ;—Confiderations which, 
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undoubtedly, are conſiſtent with the Dignity of the Crown, and which 


it becomes. the Duty of thoſe who are entruſted with the Management 
of its Eſtate to attend to. 


Thoſe Alterations and Improvements cannot, however, be rapidly 
made; becauſe, in moſt of the Inſtances of this Nature, there is ſome 
exiſting Leaſe to interrupt or delay the Execution. All that can be

Impediments to the 
immediate Progreſs 
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Aone is, to fix on the Plan of Improvement, and to take Care that no 


Leaſe be granted to counteract it; ſo that the Alterations may be 
begun when the firſt Leaſes in thoſe Parts fall in, or when a Re-build- 
ing becomes neceſſary, and may proceed gradually, as other Leaſes ſhall 


| expire or be ſurrendered. 


Various Improve- 
ments ſuggeſled by 
the Surveyor Gene- 
Tal, 


In Whitehall and 
Scotland Vards. 
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Purſuing this Syſtem of Improvement, ſundry Memorials have been 
preſented to the Treaſury by the Surveyot General, propoling Altera- 
tions and Improvements in different Parts of the Town, and in the 
Lands adjoining to it ; and Architects have been invited to offer Plans, 
ſome of which have been approved of, and ſome Progreſs has been 
made in carrying them into Effect. 


Within the Limits of the ancient Palace of Whitehall there is a 


conſiderable Space of Ground, partly open, and partly covered with 


Houſes, many of which are old and ruinous, and which are held 


during Pleaſure, yielding no Rent to the Crown, but attended with 
an Expence to ſupport them. By removing thoſe Houſes, and grant- 


ing Leaſes of the Ground for building, according to a Plan propoſed 
to the Treaſury by the Surveyor General, the Crown would obtain 


Rents to a very conſiderable Amount, and that would be made one 
of the moſt beautiful Quarters of the Town. The Houſe and Office 
built for the Surveyor General, are the Beginning of an intended Street 


leading to the River, and opening a View of St. Paul's and Black 
Friar's Bridge. 


The Crown is poſſeſſed of a large Eſtate, formerly called Marybone 
Park, adjoining on the South to Portland Place and Harley Street; 
over which it is probable that, on the Return of Peace, the Town 
may be extended. 


In conſequence of a Report of the Surveyor General, relative to 
the Steps to be taken for the Improvement of that Eſtate, he has 
been authorized by the Treaſury to offer a conſiderable Reward to 
any Architect who ſhall produce a Plan for an Addition to the Town 
in that Quarter, which, after being laid before His Majeſty, ſhall be 
adopted ; and, with this View, a very accurate Plan has been taken of 
that Ground, and an Engraving has been made of it, in order that 
Copies may be given to ſuch Architects as may be willing to offer 
Plans for the propoſed Improvements. The Extent is no leſs than 
543 Acres, and the Situation and Form of the Ground extremely beau- 
tiful; and if the Plan adopted ſhall be ſuch as to induce Builders to 
give a Preference to that Situation, a great Part of it may be covered 
with valuable Houſes at no very diſtant Period, and yield an Income 
which it would, at preſent, ſeem extravagant to mention. i

The Crown had been in the Practice of granting Licences during 
Pleaſure to the Proprietors of Houſes adjoining to the Parks, to in- 


cloſe ſmall Pieces of Ground for their Accommodation, reſerving Rents AR; 


of only a few Shillings a Year, by Way of Acknowledgment, for the 
Preſervation of the Crown's Right to the Ground ; and on theſe 
there were ſeveral Examples of Bow Windows, or other Buildings 
having been raiſed, in Addition to the adjoining Houſes. Grants of 
this Kind did not ſeem to be conſiſtent with the Spirit of the Act of 
Parliament lately paſſ:d for the Improvement of the Crown's Eſtate ; 
nor did the Property held under them ſeem to be put into a State that 
could be advantageous to any of the Parties intereſted, The Crown 
received little or no Rent for it ; the Continuance of the Grant, after 
it had been made, was conſidered as no Favour ; and the Reſumption 
would have been felt as an Injury: The Property being held by no 
certain or legal Tenure, would not, on a Sale, bring any conſiderable 
Price; and it could not be agreeable to the Poſſeſſors to hold Property 
dependent on the Will of another, however ſmall] the Chance might be 
of its being reſumed. 


With the View to put an End to a Practice liable to ſo many 
Objections, the Surveyor General addreſſed a Repreſentation to the 
Treafury on this Subject; propoſing that all Perſons who had ſuch 
Grants ſhould be informed that they might have Leaſes on Conditions 
authorized by the Act. This Suggeſtion having been adopted, Appli- 
cations were very ſoon made by the Proprietors of all the Houſes ad- 
Joining to the Green Park, for Leaſes of thoſe Gardens which have 
been ſince incloſed at their Charge; and, in conſequence of this Im- 
provement, the Houſes on that Side of the Park are rendered much 
more pleaſant, the Inhabitants are accommodated, the Park is orna- 
mented, and Rents to the Amount of about /. 400 a Year are added 


to the Land Revenue of the Crown, without incurring any Expence 
whatever. 


At the Weſt End of Piccadilly, adjoining to Hyde Park, the Houſes 
in Hamilton Street, which are in a ruinous State, are intended to be 
removed, and the Ground appropriated to the building of one Row of 
Houſes, of a Size fit for that Situation, preferving the View over the 
Park, by preventing any Thing from being raiſed to the Weſt that 
might obſtruct the Proſpe& ; and at the upper End of that Row, 
and behind all the Houſes from thence to the Gate into Hyde Park, 
the Inhabitants are to be accommodated with Gardens, ſimilar to thoſe 
in the Green Park; and the Increaſe of Rent, in conſequence of theſe 
Alterations, will be very conſiderable, 
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In ſeveral Places where the Strects are narrow and inconvenient, 
and the Houſes old and ruinous, Alterations are propoſed to be made, 
by preventing ſome Houſes from being rebuilt, and 12building others 
on an improved Plan; which will at "the fame Time add to the Ac- 
commodation of the Public, and the Value of the reſt of the Area 
for new Buildings. A more particular Deſcription of thoſe intended 
Improvements is purpoſely avoided here, leſt it might have the Effect 
of increaſing the Difficulties which ſtand in the V/ ay of their being 
ſoon accomplithed, by inducing the preſent Holders of the Leaſes to 
demand unreaſonable Conditions, as the Price of their Concurrence in 
the Plans-propoied. 


An Example ef this Kind of Improvement is now going on in the 
Street called 'Tichborne Street (formerly called Shug Lane) which is a 
very great Thoroughfare for Carriages from the Houſes of Parliament, 
the Theatres, &c. to the principal Streets and Squares in the North 
Welt Quarter of the Town, and to the Crown's Eſtate of Marybone 
Park. That Street was ſo narrow and irregular as to occaſion fre- 
quent Interruptions, and great Inconveniences, both to the Inhabitants 
and to Paſſengers. In ordert to remove thoſe Inconveniences, the 
Whole of one Side of the Street being the Property of the Crown, 
and the Houſes very old, it was directed by the Treaſury, on the 
Recommendation of the Surveyor General, that, on renewing the Leaſes, 
the Houſes ſhould be rebuilt, and the Fronts ſet back, fo as to widen 
the Street Ten Feet. More than Half of that Side of the Street is 
already rebuilt on this improved Plan, partiy in conſequence of the 
Expiration of former Leaſes, and partly by Treaty with the Tenants 
for the Surrender or Renewal of Leaſes which had ſeveral Years to 
run. This has been effected without any other Expence to the Crown 
than the ſmall Sum of /. go, towards making a new Common Sewer ; 
and Arrangements are making for completing that Improvement, fo 
ſoon as the remaining Leaſes ſhall expire, or the Parties can be 
treated with on reaſonable Terms for rebuilding the reſt of the 
Houſes. 


It is obvious that this Improvement, and others which the Sur- 
veyor General is attempting in the ſame Line, muſt tend to increaſe 
the Value of the great Extent of Buiiding Ground belonging to the 
Crown, by rendering the Communications with the Parts before-men-

thele Objects may be accompliſhed with very little * and the 
Rents of the Crown's Eſtate be greatly increaſed,

The poſtponing of the granting of Leaſes in thoſe Diſtricts at pre- 
ſent under Leaſe, and in which Alterations are intended to be made, 
but where it ſhall be found difficalt to make Arrangements with 
the Leſſees on reaſonable Conditions, can be of no Diſadvantage to 
the Crown. Leaſes of Houſes are allowed by the Act of Parliament 
to be renewed at any Time within Twenty Years of the Expiration 
of the exiſting Terms; and it is immaterial to the Crown ar what 
Time, prior to the End of a ſubſiſting Leaſe, a new Leaſe ſhall be 
granted. No Loſs can ariſe from deferring a Renewal, except to the 
Officers, who, being paid by Fees, may ſuffer by the Delay. 


Leaſes of Land Eſtates are not allowed to be renewed till within 
Five Years of the End of the exiſting Terms, except for erecting new 
Buildings, or for ſome other Purpoſe of Improvement ; and no Re- 
newal has been applied for of any very conſiderable Eſtate, fince the 
paſſing of the Act; fo that no great Improvement can yet have ariſen 
from the Renewal of Leaſes of Property of that Nature. 


But one of the Objects the moſt anxiouſly recommended by the 
Commiſſioners before referred to, was, to promote as much as poſlible 
the Separation of all mixed Rights in the ſame Property ; and that in 
thoſe Foreſts in which the greater Part of what formerly belonged to 
the Crown had been granted away, and in which the Rights reſerved 
were found to be of little Advantage to the Crown, or which were 
unfit to be kept as Nurſeries of Timber for the Navy, the remaining 
Rights of the Crown ſhould be fold, at a fair Price, to the Perſons 
to whom the reſt had been granted, ſo that the Property, having but 


one Owner, might be brought to the higheſt State of Improvement it 
was capable of attaining. 


Arrangements have been made, and Acts of Parliament paſſed, for 
accompliſhing theſe Objects within the Foreſt of Rockingham, and in 
ſome Parts of the Foreſt of Sherwood, as well as in ſundry Manors 
belonging to the Crown, or in which the Crown is intereſted. 


In Rockingham Foreſt, which contains Three Bailiwicks, each ſub- 
divided into ſeveral Walks, there are large Tracts of Woodlands which 
formerly belonged to the Crown, but which have long been alienated 
in Perpetuity. Thoſe Woodlands, however, remained ſubject to the 
Paſturage of the King's Deer, and the Cattle of the Commoners; and 
in One of the Walks, the Oak Trees of a certain Size are excepted 
to the Crown, though the Underwood and the Soil of the Woodlands 
are granted in Fee, The Offices of Foreſter or Keeper of the different 
Walks are alſo granted in Perpetuity ; and in each Walk there are in- 


cloſed 
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cloſed Paſture Lands called Lawns, in the Whole of conſiderable Ex- 
tent, appropriated to the Feeding and Preſervation of the Deer, and 
not ſubject to Rights of Common. Theſe Lawns are poſſeſſed by the 
Keepers of the reſpective Diſtricts ; and, in ſome of them, the Soil and 
entire Property of the Land are claimed by the Grantees of the Keeper- 
ſhips, though the Cuſtody - only is conſidered to be granted. In the 
Walks of Sulehay and Morehay, within the Bailiwick of Cliffe, the 
Woodlands and the hereditary Keeperthips belong to the Earl of Weſt- 


morland; in the Walk of Weſthay, within the fame Bailiw' ick, they 


belong to the Earl of Exeter; in Farming Woods Walk, within 
Brigſtock Bailiwick, they are the Property of the Earl of Upper Oſſory; 
and in the different Walks, within the Bailiwick of Rockingham, the 
Keeperſhips, with a great Part of the Woodlands, belong to George 
Finch Hatton, Eſquire. In order to put an End to the Mixture of 
Rights exiſting in this Property, and to the Deſtruction of the Woods 
from the Bite of the Deer and Cattle, Acts have been paſſed for ſet- 
ting out Lands in Compenſation for the Common Rights in the Baili- 
wicks of Brigſtock and Cliffe, and in Part of the Bailiwick of Rock- 
ingham, and for enabling His Majeſty to grant to Lord Weſtmorland, 
Lord Exeter, Lord Oſſory, and Mr. Hatton, all the remaining Rights 
of che Crown within their reſpective Diſtricts, for a full and adequate 
Conſideration. | 


| By Means of the various Grants from the Crown within this Foreſt; 


a Diverſity of Intereſts is created in each ſeparate Diſtrift ; and, con- 


ſequently, in the Sale of the remaining Rights of the Crown, the Ob- 
jets of Treaty are different with each Party. In the Inveſtigations 
which the Surveyor General 'found neceſſary for aſcertaining thoſe 
Rights, preparatory to the Sale, Queſtions have ariſen reſpecting the 
Intereſts claimed by the Grantees in ſome of the Walks ; and thoſe 
Queſtions having been agreed to be referred to Arbitration, a Statement 
of the Matters in Diſpute has been prepared by the Surveyor General, 

by the Direction of the Treaſury, and is now under the Confideration 
of the Arbitrators. In the mean Time, the allotting of Lands, in Com- 
penſation for the Rights of Common, is going on under the Direction 
of the Commiſſioners appointed for that Purpoſe ; and Surveyors have 
been directed to value the Rights of the Crown, preparatory to the 
fixing of the Price to be paid for them. The Money ariſing from the 
Sale of thoſe Rights is directed to be laid out in the Purchaſe of Three 
per Cent. Conſolidated Bank Annuities, in the Name of the Lord 
High Treaſurer of England ; and there 1s Reaſon to expect that, beſides 


the important Object of freeing ſo extenſive and valuable a Tract of 


Woodlands from Incumbrances which have rendered them of very little 
Value to the Owners, a conſiderable Addition to the Produce of the 


Land 


* 
Land Revenue will ariſe from the Sale of Rights, which at preſent 


produce no other Advantage to the Crown than the Supply of a few 
Brace of Deer for His Majeſty's Larder. 


In the Foreſt of Sherwood the Foreſtrial Rights belonging to His 


Majeſty extend over large Tracts of Commons and other Lands, of 


which the Soil does not belong to the Crown; and Acts have been 
paſſed for the Diviſion and Incloſure of Lands in Eight different Pa- 
riſnes within the Bounds of the Foreſt, and for ſetting out Allotments 
of Land in Compenſation for the Foreſtrial Rights. 


The different Acts which have been paſſed fince the Appointment 
of the preſent Surveyor General, for the Diviſion and Incloſure of 
Lands within Manors belonging to the Crown, and for the Drainage, 
Embankment, Improvement, Exchange, and Sale of Lands, making 
Navigable Canals, and other Purpoſes, in which the Intereſts of the 
Crown are concerned, and which were referred from the Treaſury to 
the Surveyor General, for his Conſideration and Report, previouſly to 
His Majeſty's Conſent being given thereto, are enumerated in a Sche- 
dule annexed to this Report. Among them are ſeveral which em- 
brace Objects of conſiderable Magnitude, and which are likely to be 
productive of much Benefit to the Country, and Improvement to the 
Land Revenue; particularly the Act for the Incloſure of the Com- 
mons and Waſte Grounds in the Iſle of Axholme, in the County of 
Lincoln, which contain about 12, ooo Acres, eſtimated to be worth not 


leſs than 20 5s. per Acre, and conſidered to be improveable to more than 
Twice that Amount. 


The Surveyor General will now, in obedience to the Act firſt re- 
ferred to, ſtate to this Honourable Houſe what Proceedings have been 
had relative to the granting of Leaſes of any Part of the Land Revenue 


of the Crown, ſince the Commencement of that Act, and what Pro- 
greſs has been made in the Sale of Fee Farm Rents. 


Many Applications for Leaſes having been made to the Treaſury, 
and referred to the Surveyor General, he proceeded upon them accord- 
ing to the Directions of the Act, and the Rules laid down by the 
Treaſury. He ordered Surveys to be taken, and verified on Oath ; and 
made ſuch Enquiries as were neceſſary to enable him to judge whe- 
ther any Alteration would tend to the Improvement of the Property ; 
and on many of theſe Applications, on which the Surveys and En- 
quiries have been complered, he has reported to the Treaſury the State 
of Facts, and the Value of the Premiſſes, with his Opinion on what 
Terms and Conditions ſuch Leaſes might be Sranted. 
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Courſe of Proceedl- In the official Courſe of proceeding in granting Leaſes from the 

ings in gravis Crown, after the Terms and Conditions on which a Leaſe ſhall be 
granted have been approved by the Treaſury, a Warrant is iſſued from 
that Board, directing the Surveyor General to make ſorth a Conflar, or 
ſend to the proper Auditor for a Particular of the Premiſſes, and to 
rate the ſame, in order to the paſſing of the Leaſe; and to ſuggeſt what 
Covenants, Clauſes, and Proviſoes, are proper to be inſerted therein. 
The Conſtat, or Particular, and an Inſtrument called The Rate, in 
which are ſpecified the Term of Years, the Rent, and the Fine, or 
other Conſideration for granting the Leaſe, together with the Cove- 
nants and Conditions judged proper to be inſerted, are tranſmitted by 
the Surveyor General to the Treaſury, and from thence to the Clerk of 
the Pipe, with another Warrant from that Board, directing him to 
cauſe the Leaſe to be prepared accordingly.

Leaſes ordered to The Surveyor General, however, thinks it his Duty to lay before 
de granted, this Honourable Houſe, an Account of ſuch Leaſes as have been agreed 
| for on the Part of the Leſſees, and confirmed by Orders of the Board 
1 of Treaſury. The Particulars of theſe Leaſes are contained in a 
if Appendix, Schedule annexed to this Report; in which are ſpecified, the reſpec- 
Ne g. tive Meſſuages, Lands, and Tenements, agreed to be demiſed; to 
whom, and for what Terms of Years; the Annual Value of the Pre- 
miſſes, as reported by Surveyors upon Oath ; the Rents to be reſerved 
and Fines to be paid to the Crown, together with the Sums agreed to 
be expended by the Leſſees in new Buildings or Repairs, or other 
pecuniary Conſiderations for granting each Leaſe. 


The Leaſes comprized in that Schedule are of Two Claſſes; the 
firſt containing Houſes or Lands already in Leaſe from the Crown, 
or which have been heretofore granted by Leaſe ; and the other con- 
taining Lands or Hereditaments which have not before been in Leaſe.

The Values of the Eſtates in the Firſt Claſs are contraſted, in the 
Schedule, with the Values of the ſame Premiſſes by the lateſt Surveys 


made prior to the Applications for the new Leaſes, and with the Rents 


and Fines for the preceding Leaſes thereof. 


From this Schedule it appears, that the Leaſes of the Firſt Claſs, 
which are 36 in Number, comprize Lands and Tenements of the 
Value of J. 3, 491. 10s. 6d. per Annum, according to the Eſtimates 


of Surveyors acting on Oath; that the Rents to be reſerved on the new 


Leaſes are of the net Annual Amount of /. 1,852. 7s. 7d. and that 
the Fines to be paid for the ſame amount to /. 5, 65; that the 


Values of the fame Premiſſes, by the lateſt Surveys, or other Accounts 


previouſly exiſting in the Office of the Surveyor General, was no 
more than J. 1,766. 16s. 8 d. per Annum ; that the Rents reſerved 
by the former Leaſes were only L. 239. 12s. 114. per Annum, and 
being ſubject to the full Deduction of Four Shillings in the Pound 
for Land Tax, which, from the Cauſe already mentioned, has been 


very commonly Twice allowed, would produce clear about /. 191 per 


Annum ; and, that the Fines for the former Leaſes amounted to 
L. 1, 374. 18s. 10d, The Second Claſs contains 21 Leaſes, com- 
priſing Lands and Tenements of the Value of J. 556. 16s. 10d. for 
which Rents are to be reſerved amounting to J. 547. 195. 8 d. per 
Annum. No Fines are payable for the Leaſes in this Claſs, except 
in one Inſtance, in which the Sum is Y. 87. Upon the Leaſes in the 
Firſt Claſs, the Increaſe in the reſerved Rents is £.1,612. 145. 8d. per 
Annum, beyond thoſe which were before payable ; and the Addition 
to the Rents in both Claſſes, is J. 2,160. 14s. 4d. per Annum, 
excluſive of J. 5, 152. for Fines. 


Beſides the Leaſes which have been actually agreed for on the Part 
of the Leſſees, and confirmed by the Lords Commiſſioners of the 
Treaſury, many other Applications for Leaſes have been made to that 
Board, and referred to the Surveyor General. Surveys and Valuations 
of the Eſtates have been made in conſequence, and Terms for new 
Leaſes propoſed by the Surveyor General to the different Applicants. 
A Schedule of theſe is alſo inſerted in the Appendix. There are 58 
new Leaſes propoſed to be granted of Eſtates which have been before 
in Leaſe. The Value of thoſe Eſtates, as now certified upon Oath, 

is L£.9,240. 55s. 9d. per Annum. The net Amount of the Rents 
propoſed to be reſerved by the new Leaſes is . 5,250. 19s. 11d. per 
Annum, and the Fines amount to the Sum of J. 15,769. The Annual 
Value of the ſame Eſtates, by the former Surveys or Eſtimates, was 
L. 5,411. 55. the old reſerved Rents were only J. 594. 5s. 8d. per 
Annum, which was reduced, by the Deduction for Land Tax, to

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about /. 485; and the Fines for the ſame Leaſes amounted to 
L. 5,972. 8s. 4d. There are alſo, included in the Applications 
.comprized in this Schedule, ſome Parcels of Ground which have not 
yet been in Leaſe. Theſe are certified on Oath to be of the Annual 
Value of £.131. os. 6d.; and Rents amounting to . 106. 18s. per 
Annum, are propoſed to be reſerved for them. Some of the Parties 
who have agreed to the Terms propoſed for new Leaſes, have requeſted, 
for Reaſons of private Convenience, to defer for ſome Time the 
Completion of them; from others no Anſwers have yet been re- 


ceived ; and a few have declined to take Leaſes on the Terms which 
have been offered to them. If, however, the Holders of the preſent 


Leaſes of theſe Eſtates ſhould decline renewing them, there is little 
Reaſon to doubt that new Leaſes will be readily taken by the Under 
Tenants, or others; and that tlze Advance in the Annual Rents and 
Fines will be not leſs than the foregoing Compariſon * Reaſon to 
expect. 


Many other Applications for Leaſes, and Papers on various Sub- 
gects connected with the Buſineſs of this Department, have been 


referred from the Treaſury to the Surveyor General, and are now 
depending in his Office. Theſe are particularized in a ſeparate Sche- 


dule annexed to this Report; and Directions have been given by 
the Surveyor General for Surveys to be taken of the Eſtates reſpec- 


tively applied for, and other Enquiries ſet on foot, for obtaining the 


Information judged neceſſary, according to the Nature and Circum- 


ſtances of each Caſe, preparatory to the making of Reports to the 
— | 


The Fee Farm and other unimproveable Rents which have been 
ſold by the Surveyor General ſince the Commencement of the Act, are 
ſpecified in an Account inſerted in the Appendix. A Memorial was 
preſented by the Surveyor General to the Treaſury, ſtating, that ſince 
the Act of Parliament enjoined that the Produce of the Sale of thoſe 


Rents ſhould be laid out in the Purchaſe of Stock, it was of little 


Conſequence at what Rate the one fhould be ſold, if the Proportion to 
the other ſhould be preſerved; and therefore propoſing, that the 


Surveyor General ſhould, at all Times, be authorized to ſell Fee Farm 


Rents at a Rate which ſhould be 10 per Cent. at leaſt, higher than the 
Current Price of 3 per Cent. Conſolidated Bank Annuities. Uafor- 
tunately, the State of the Public Funds, for the greater Part of that 
Period, has been particularly unfavourable to the Sale of ſuch Rents, 
the Price of Stock being conſiderably lower than the loweſt Prices 
Allowed by the Act to be taken for the Rents. The net Annual

Amount of the Rents diſpoſed of within the Period above-mentioned is 
L. 148. 14s. 04d. The Sum which the Sale of them has produced is 
L. 3,866. 145. 6d. and the Amount of the 3 per Cent. Conſolidated 
Bank Annuities purchaſed therewith is . 5,891. 10s. 6d. producing 
an Annual Dividend of J. 176. 14s. 10 d.; and this being added to 
the Stock purchaſed by the late Commiſſioners of the Land Re- 
venue makes a Capital of . 111,661. 8s. 9 4. Conſolidated Bank 
Annuities, ariſing from the Sale of Fee Farm Rents, and ſtanding in 
the Name of the Lord High Treaſurer of England. 


A farther Addition has been made to that Fund, by the Sale of ſome 
Lands belonging to the Crown, ſituated at Painshill, in the County of 
Surrey, the greater Part of which were intermixed with the Freehold 
Lands of the Proprietor of the Eſtate of Painshill ; and, in conſe- 
quence of very irregular Proceedings in this Office at the Time of 
granting the laſt Leaſe, were rendered hardly diſtinguiſhable from the 
private Property. After much Pains beſtowed in the Attempt, a Sale 
of the Crown's Part of the Eſtate ſeemed to be the moſt adviſable 
Mode of Settlement. An Act of Parliament was accordingly paſſed, in 
the 35th Year of His Majeſty's Reign, for enabling His Majeſty to 
grant the Inheritance of the Premiſſes to Truſtees named in the Will 
of Benjamin Bond Hopkins, Eſquire, for a full and adequate Conſi- 
deration, to be aſcertained by the proper Officers of the Crown. The 
Value of theſe Lands, on granting the laſt Leaſe thereof, was rated at 
L. 50 per Annum, but the Fine paid for a Term of 211 Years, was 
only J. 200, and the Rent reſerved 4.6. 163. 4d. On a Survey 
and Valuation made upon Oath, preparatory to the Sale, the clear 
Value was eſtimated at . 102. 18s. 3 d. per Annum. The Inheri- 
tance of the Premiſſes, with the Timber thereon belonging to the 
Crown, was valued by the Surveyor General at the Sum of 
L. 3,193. 175. 14. and upon Payment of that Sum into the Bank of 
England, with the Approbation of the Lords Commiſſioners of His 


Majeſty's Treaſury, the Premiſſes were granted, by Letters Patent 


dated the zd of May 1797, to George Chamberlaine, Eſquire, and Sir 

Samuel Hayes, Baronet, their Heirs and Aſſigns, for ever; and the 
Price was inveſted in the Purchaſe of £. 5,334. 45. 1 d. 3 per Cent. 
Conſolidated Bank Annuities, in the Name of the Lord High 
Treaſurer of England, yielding Dividends to the Amount of 
L. 160. 05s. 6d. per Annum. This increaſes the Capital Sum fo pur- 
chaſed to J. 116,995. 12s. 10d. the Dividends whereof, amounting 
to L. 3,509. 175. 44d. per Annum, are applicable to the fame Uſes as 


the Produce of the Rents and Lands ſtood appropriated to before the 
Sale took place. a. 
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The Abolition of Fees and Perquiſites in all the Offices employed in 
the Management of the Land Revenue, recommended by the Com- 
miſſioners before-mentioned, and the Eſtabliſhment of adequate Sala- 
ries in lieu of them, has not yet taken place. An Attempt was made 


to accompliſh an Arrangement for that Purpoſe with thoſe who hold 


Patent Places entitled to Fees, in which, by Deſire of the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer, the Surveyor General gave his Aſſiſtance ; and 
Clauſes to that Effect were prepared and inſerted in the Bill for the 
better Management of the Crown's Eſtate, when it was preſented to 
Parliament in the Year 1794 : But, after much Pains had been taken, 
the Attempt proved unſucceſsful ; and that Meaſure, which would un- 
doubtedly be beneficial, was neceſſarily poſtponed, and thoſe Clauſes 


conſequently ſtruck out of the Bill. 


In the mean Time, however, the Burthen of Fees is leſſened ; for, 
under the former Syſtem, Leaſes were renewed as often as the Leſſees 
deſired ; and as the Expence of the Leaſe is paid by the Crown, the 
Officers, for the Sake of the Fees, and the Leſſee, for the Prolonga- 
tion of his Term without Expence, had a common Intereſt in ob- 
taining frequent Renewals ; and that Evil was increaſing. There can 

now be but One Renewal during the Courſe of a Leaſe even for 99 
Years, unleſs where a Re- building is neceſſary; and it is probable 


that, from this Circumſtance alone, the Expence of Fees, which ſhould 


doubtleſs be aboliſhed altogether, will not, under the preſent Syſtem, 


exceed One Third Part of what it formerly was. 


The Recommendation of thoſe Commiſſioners to reduce the Num- 
ber of Receivers of the Land Revenue has been adopted by the Trea- 
ſary, as far as it has yet been practicable. Vacancies have happened 
by the Deaths of Three of the Receivers, and no Succeſſors have been 
appointed; but the Perſons who acted as their Deputies have been 


authorized to collect the Rents, upon ſuch Conditions that a Saving is 


made of the greater Part of the Salaries and Allowances to the late 
Receivers. 


The Surveyor General, having thus ſtated what Meaſures have been 
adopted by Government, in conſequence of the Reports of the Com- 
miſſioners of the Land Revenue, and what his own Proceedings have 
been in carrying into Execution the Plan for the better Management 


of the demiſed Eſtates of the Crown, thinks it not improper, in this 


Place, to mention, that the Commiſſioners of the Land Revenue gave 


it as their Opinion that, if the Plans they had ſuggeſted ſhould be 


followed, the demiſed Eſtates of the Crown might be expected, under 


a careful Management, to yield, at the Expiration of the preſent Leaſes,

an Income of about . 200,000 per Annum ; or, at leaſt, that the 
Value of the demiſed Eftates, with the Dividends of Stock expected to 
ariſe from the Sale of Fee Farm Rents, which they computed at 
L£.12,000, would amount to that Sum. 


In their 17th Report the Commiſſioners expreſs themſelves as fol- 
lows: If the remaining Fee Farm Rents ſhall be diipoſed of at 
„Thirty Years Purchaſe, being the Rate at which ſingle Rents have 
* hitherto been fold, the 8um of Three per Cent. Conlolidated Bank 
% Annuities purchaſed with the Produce of the Sale may be increaſed 
ce to about /. 400, ooo. If the Metropolis thall continue to increaſe, 
«© and ſhall be extended over any conſiderable Part of the Lands be- 
« longing to the Crown near to it, as it has already been over adjoin- 
*« ing Lands not more conveniently ſituated ; and if the Value of the 
« Produce of Land ſhall continue as high as it has been of late Years, 
« all which it ſeems reaſonable to expect, the Produce of the Foreſts 
« and demiſed Eſtates of the Crown will gradually increaſe; and we 
e think it not too ſanguine to ſuppoſe, that the Income to be derived 
from the whole Property which has been under our Enquiry, com- 
« prehending the Crown Lands, the Foreſts, and the Dividends of 
c Stock purchaſed with the Price of Fee Farm Rents, may, * 
4 rite to H. 400, ooo per Annum.“ 


It was farther ſtated, in the ſame Report, that, from the Commence- 
ment of the preſent Reign, there had ariſen from all thoſe Branches a 
clear Revenue of no more than . 6, 133. 45s. 44. per Annum, 


On an Examination of the Values now put by the Surveyors acting 
under the Authority of tae Surveyor General, on thoſe Parts of the 
Eſtate of the Crown cf which Surveys have been made preparatory to 
their being granted in Leaſe, and on comparing them with the former 
Valuations of the ſame Eſtates, and alſo with the Values put on the 
Whole of the demiſed Eſtates belonging to the Crown, by the lateſt 
Surveys or other Accounts previouſly exiſting in his Office, the Surveyor 
General has the Satisfaction to find, that, if the Value of the Eſtates 
not yet ſurveyed ſhall be found, on taking freſh Surveys, to bear a 
ſimilar Proportion to the Whole, which he has no Reaſon to doubt, 
the total Value of the demiſed Eſtates will amount to about V. 189,250 
per Annum ; to which, if there be added the Sum which the Commiſ- 
fioners of the Land Revenue expected to ariſe from the Dividends of 
Stock purchaſed with the Price of Fee Farm Rents, the Whole will 
amount to about /. 201, 250 per Annum, without reckoning any 
Thing for the Value of Mines belonging to the Crown in England 
and Wales, let for a Share of the Ore raiſed, of which, whatever Ex- 
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pectation may be entertained, there can be no Ground for any Com- 
putation of the Amount, 


It is true that, in ſome Caſes, where Houſes of great Value have 
been built on Ground belorging to the Crown, at a Time when no 
adequate Term remained of the exiſting Leaſes, (the Power of the 
Crown having been limited to 50 Years, which is generally allowed 
to be too ſhort a Term for Buildings of Value) the Lords of the Trea- 
ſary have thought it juſt and reaſonable to prolong thoſe Leaſes to an 
Extent proportioned to the Rate or Quality of the reſpective Houſes, 
reſerving only an adequate Rent for the Ground. The general Kules 
for regulating the Extent of Term to be granted by the Crown in 
Building Leaſes of Houles of different Rates, by adapting the Length 
of the Term to the Size and Quality of the Buildings, were aſcertained 
by the Treaſury, in conſequence of a Memorial on that Subject from 
the Surveyor General; and in all the Inſtances in which Leaſes of 
Houſes already built have been prolonged at a Ground Rent only, upon 
the Principle of allowing to the Leſſees a fair Enjovment of their Im- 


provements, proportioned to the Sums which they have expended for 


the Advantage of the Crown's Eſtate, the Time when the Value put 
by the Surveyors upon ſuch Houſes will be obtained by the Crown, 
muſt, conſequently, be poſtponed beyond the Term of the exiſting 
Leaſes : But theſe are Circumſtances which -were not in the View of 
the Commiſſioners of the Land Revenue; and ſo remarkable a Coin- 
cidence of their Eſtimates, with the Valuations of the Property by 
actual Surveys, made on Oath, fo far as Experience has hitherto gone, 
(and thoſe Surveys are no leſs than 118 in Number) mult tend to 
ſhew that the Expectation of ſuch an Increaſe of Revenue was not 
given to the Public without minute and attentive Conſideration. 


The Waſte in the Woods and Foreſts was repreſented by thoſe 
Commiſſioners to have been occaſioned by great Abuſes on the Part of 
the ſubordinate Officers, by Extravagance in the Execution of Works, 
Neglect of the Wood and Timber then ſtanding, and the Want of 
Incloſures to protect and bring forward a Succeſſion ;—a Waſte com- 
penſated by no Return or Advantage of any Kind to the Crown. 


In every Meaſure which has been ſubmitted to the Conſideration of 
Parliament for carrying into Effect the Plans of Improvement of the 
Foreſts propoſed by thole Commiſſioners to be kept as Nurſeries of 
Timber for the Navy, Reference has been previouſly made to the 
Surveyor General of the Crown Lands, and conſiderable Pains have 
been taken by him to prepare and arrange Matters for the Con- 
ſideration of the Treaſury. Unfortunately, the moſt important of 

thoſe 
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thoſe Meafures was defeated, by the Oppoſition given to the Bill for 


the Improvement of the New Foreſt ; and that valuable Part of the 
Property of the Crown remains a Prey to every Depredation to winch 
it had, for ſo long Time, been expoſed. 


In their Report on the Foreſt of Dean, the Commiſſioners repre- 
ſented, that the making and repairing of Roads in that Foreſt had 
been attended with enormous Expence to Government, without pro- 
ducing any Advantage to the Foreſt; and they recommended, that 
the Roads ſhould in future be made and kept in Repair by Turnpikes, 
or otherwiſe, and not at the ſole Expence of the Crown. 
has ſince been adopted, after much Negociation, and an Arrangement 
made with the principal Inhabitants in the Neighbourhood of the 
Foreſt, by which the Crown is completely exonerated from that 
Charge, in Conſideration of paying the firſt Expence of forming the 
new Roads, which are afterwards to be kept in Repair by Turnpikes, 
agreeably to the Suggeſtion of the Commiſſioners; and an Act of 
Parliament has been paſſed for carrying it into Execution. 


In the Management of the demiſed Eſtates the Defects were repre- 
ſented in the ſame Reports to be of a different Kind. They were ſtated 
not to be imputable to the Conduct of the Officers, but to the Syſtem ; 
and though Leaſes were granted for Rents and Fines very inadequate 
to the Value of the Eſtates, yet ſome Return might be ſuppoſed to be 


derived to the Crown, in point of Influence, from the Favours be— 
ſtowed on the Leſſees. 


The Object of the new Syſtem recommended by the Commiſſioners, 
and adopted by the Act of Parliament, was, to correct the Defects in 
the former Management, and to follow out the avowed Principle of the 
Civil Lift Act of Queen Anne, which was, That the Land Revenues of 
the Crown might be increaſed, and, conſequently, that the Burthen 
« upon the Eſtates of the Subjects of this Realm might be eaſed and 
« leflened, in all future Proviſions to be made for the Expences of the 
6 Civil Government.” The Eſtates were, therefore, directed to be 
valued by Surveyors on Oath, and let at fair and reaſonable Rates; 
by which Means that Source of Influence was taken away. 


A Change fo great as this new Arrangement was likely to produce, 
could not fail to give riſe to many Claims to Favour, on various 
Grounds, and to occaſion conſiderable Difficalty in the Execution. 
Some Eſtates had been for a great Length of Time in the Poſſeſſion 
of the ſame Families ; many Renewals of Leaſes had been granted at 
very low Rents ; the Eſtates had been included in Family Settlements, 


and 
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and aſſigned as Securities for Money borrowed, and a Sort of preſcrip- 
tive Right was claimed to a Continuance of ſimilar Favour, Some 
had purchaſed Leaſes at Prices much beyond their real Value, in Ex- 
pectation of Advantages to be gained by Renewals on the ancient 
Syſtem. Some, truſting to the Continuance of that Syſtem, had entered 
into Engagements to Sub-tenants, which extended beyond the Terms 
of their own Leaſes, or the Powers granted to them ; others had built 
Houſes, or expended great Sums in Repairs, in Expectation of a Re- 
newal, when no adequate Term remained of the exiſting Leaſes ; and 
others had ſub-let Parts of the Eſtates granted to them, to ſeveral 
Tenants, whoſe Conduct had been different, ſome of them having im- 


proved, others preſerved, and others neglected or waſted the Property 
they occupied. 


Under theſe, and many other Heads, there aroſe a Variety of Claims; 
and every different Caſe of this Nature afforded Ground for a Sort of 
Trial, in which it was neceſſary for the Surveyor General to examine 
the Rights and Pretenſions of the contending Parties, and to make a 
Report upon them, with his Opinion, to the Treaſury, 


In order that there might be ſtrict Uniformity 1 in the Proceedings in 
all ſuch Caſes, the Surveyor General ſtated, in a Memorial to the 
Treaſury, the Principles by which it appeared to him that Matters of 
this Nature ought to be regulated, remarking, at the ſame Time, that 
to take the utmoſt Value in Rent or Fine, in ſuch a Change of Syſtem, 
might be complained of, as going from one Extreme to the other; and 
that it might be, perhaps, adviſable to take ſuch Rents as, though 
near to the Value, ſhould be ſomewhat lower than would be demanded 
in fimilar Caſes by Individuals. 


By following ſuch moderate Rules of Proceeding various good 
Conſequences might be expected. Government would not, after 
granting 2 Leaſe, be diſturbed with Applications for new Allowances 
or Deductions ; or, if ſuch Applications ſhould be made, might deem 
it unneceſſary to attend to them. The regular Payment of Rent, and 
the Performance of Covenants, might be enforced without any Juit 
Ground of Complaint ; and, notwithſtanding that uniform Regularity, 
the Crown might till be reckoned a more defirable Landlord than an 
Individual attentive to the Management of his own Property ; to 
which End the Surveyor General recommended, that there might be 
One general Rate of Deduction from the Value aſcertained by the 
Reports of Surveyors, verified on Oath; and that the ſame Rules ſhould 


be followed in every ſimilar Caſe, ſo that there might be no Ground 
to complain of Injuſtice or Partiality. 


In 
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In anſwer to this Memorial, the Minute of the Treaſury, inſerted in 
the Appendix, was tranſmitted to the Surveyor General, eſtabliſhing 
thoſe Principles by which he has been guided ; and he has the Sa- 
tisfaction of being able to add, that though there have been Examples 
where Parties, diſſatisfied with the Opinions reſpecting their Rights 
and thoſe of the Crown, given in the Reports from the Commiſſioners 
of the Land Revenue to the Legiſlature, prior to his Appointment, and 
in his own Reports to the Treaſury ſince, have reſiſted the Claims of 
the Crown, and carried Queſtions before Courts of Law, and fre- 
quent Appeals have been made to the Treaſury, yet neither in the one 
Caſe nor in the other, has there been a ſingle Inſtance of a Determi- 
nation contrary to what was recommended in thoſe Reports; and that 
the Lines drawn between the Rights of the Crown, and the Claims 
of Parties, have been, on full and deliberate Conſideration, uniformly 
approved of and confirmed, 


Theſe Circumſtances the Surveyor General deemed neceſſary to 
| Nate, it being obvious that, without having them in View, no ade- 
quate Idea could be formed of the Nature or Extent of the Puſineſs of 
his Office, nor, conſequently, of the Neceſſity there was fo. the In- 
creaſe which was made in the Eſtabliſhment of Officers for his Aſſiſt- 


ance in carrying it on, until a Board ſhould be appointed for the Ma- 


nagement of the Whole of the Land Revenue, as propoſed in the Re- 
ports of the Commiſſioners before referred to. 


The Salaries paid to the different Officers and Clerks acting under 
the Surveyor General, amount to /. 1,540 per Annum, and to Two 
Surveyors, who have almoſt conſtant Employment on the Crown's 
Eſtate in London and Weſtminſter, C. 100 each. The Particulars are 
given in the Appendix; in which is alſo inſerted a Statement of the 
Salary, Fees, and other Emolumeats of the Surveyor General. No 
Addition has been made to his Salary, nor has any new Fee been re- 
ceived by him, notwithitanding the great Addition to the Buſineſs. 
His whole Emoluments, from the Time of his Appointment to the 
ioth of October laſt, when the Salary ſhall have been received to that 


Period, will be J. 994. 195. 4d. per Annum, being ſomewhat leſs 
than Two Third Parts of thoſe of his Predeceſſors. 


The Meaſure of building a Houſe and Office for the Surveyer Ge— 
neral, was reſolved on by Government more than 25 Years ago, in con- 
ſequence of a Memorial of Peter Burrell, Eſq. then Surveyor General, 
in which he repreſented the Miſchiefs which had ariſen from the Want 
of a regular Office for the Cuſtody of the Records, and for the Leſſees 
of the Crown to apply to, and the Danger to which the Books, Sur- 
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veys, and other valuable Documents, concerning the Eſtates of the 
Crown, were expoſed from Fire, as well as from frequent Removals, 
on Deaths or other Changes happening in the Office. That Meaſure 
was confirmed by the Act of Parliament paſſed in the Year 1775, 
for erecting Public Offices on the Scite of Somerſet Houſe ; and the 
Euiiding which was erected for the Surveyor General in purſuance of 
that Act, having been appropriated to the Uſe of other Public Offices, 
in conſequence of repeated Repreſentations of a Want of Room for 
carrying on the Buſineſs of thoſe Departments, another Houſe and 
Office have been erected in lien of it. The Expence of that Houſe, 
including the Office, and the arched Repoſitory for Papers, is 
limited by Contract to J. 5,874. 25. 5d. but a farther Expence of 
L. 475+ 7 5. 11d. which was not foreſeen, was unavoidably incurred 
for ſecuring the Foundation of the Building, by the State of the Ground 
on which it rs built. 


The erecting of this Building has afforded the Means of accom- 
modating other Public Offices with the additional Room judged ne- 
ceſſary for transſacting their Buſineſs; and a Saving is made of the 
Rent which was before paid for an Office for the Surveyor General. 


The Surveyor General will only add, that, notwithſtanding the Pains 
taken in preparing the Clauſes of the Act for the better Management 
and Improvement of the Land Eſtate of the Crown, Difficulties have, 
in ſome Caſes, occurred in the Execution, on which the Opinions of 
the Attorney and Solicitor General have been taken, and ſome Amend- 
ments in the Act are found to be neceſſary. Thoſe Opinions having 
been laid before the Treaſury, the Surveyor General has been directed 
to ſuggeſt what Alterations appeared to him to be wanted; and he has 
made a Report on that Subject to the Treaſury, of which a Copy is in- 
ſerted in the Appendix.

; HOUGH it is not adviſable that Leaſes of the demiſed Eſtates of the 
Crown ſhould be renewed, until an improved Syſtem of Management ſhall 
be adopted, except in Caſes where the Property would materially ſuffer by the 
Delay of a Renewal, it is undoubtedly expedient that ſuch Steps ſhould, in the 
mean Time, be taken, as may enable thoſe who ſhall be entruſted with the future 
Management to proceed in carrying it into Effect as ſpeedily as poſſible. .. 

With this View I ſubmit what follows to the Conſideration of your Lordſhips. 

The Crown is poſſeſſed of an Eſtate in Houſes in London and Weſtminſter of 
-very great Value, and comprehending many entire Streets. Of this Eſtate there 
is no accurate general Plan in my Office, though there are detached Plans of 
.almoſt every Part of it : But theſe Plans give no View of the relative Connec- 
tion between the different Parts of the Eftate. A general Plan could not, 
indeed, be neceſſary, under the Syſtem of Management which has been followed. 
The Idea of any Improvement of the Property, by an Enlargement or Alteration 
of the Streets, a Removal of any Buildings irregularly ſituated, the opening of 
any new Acceſs to them, or altering the Size or the Number of the Houfes, ſo 
as to accommodate them to the Demand, or the Taſte of the Times, ſeems 
not to have occurred, or, if it did occur, to have been deemed impracticable. 

The Changes, indeed, which have taken place in the Manner of leaſing this 
Part of the Property of the Crown have had an oppoſite Tendency, and have rea 
dered any ſuch Improvement much more difficult. | 

Formerly a conſiderable Number of Houſes, often entire Streets, and, in ſome 
Inſtances, ſeveral Streets, were granted in One Leaſe; and theſe reverting to- 
gether to the Crown, Alterations of the Nature which has been ſuggeſted, might 
have been found eaſily practicable : But it has happened that in Caſes where a 
Leſſee has fold his Intereſt in any One or more of the Houſes comprized in his 
Leaſe, the ſeparate Parts of the Property have been conſidered as diſtinct Eſtates; 
and, partly from that Conſideration, and partly from the natural Effect of the 
Profit to the Officers of the Crown, by an Increaſe of their Fees, from an Increaſe 
of the Number of Leaſes, Reverſionary Leaſes of thoſe Parts have been readily 
made to the Purchaſers, whenever they have been applied for, without any Care 
being taken that the Leaſes of the different Parts, formerly under One Leale, 
ſhould terminate at the ſame Time; and thus, in every ſuch Inſtance, a new Ob- 
ſtacle has been thrown in the Way of the general Improvement. I am, how- 

ever, 
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ever, of Opinion, that in ſome Parts of the Crown's Eſtate, where the Streets 
are narrow and inconvenient, and the Openings too few, conſiderable Improve- 
ments may ſtill be made by the Means which have been mentioned. 

To prevent, therefore, the Continuance of this Evil, and to remedy it as far as 
may now be practicable, I would humbly propoſe to your Lordſhips, that I may 
be authorized to cauſe a general Plan to be made of the Whole of the Crown's 
Eſtate in Houſes and Building Ground in London and Weſtminſter ; and that 
gradually, or as Applications for Grants or Renewals of Leaſes ſhall occur, the 
O-inion and Report of an Architect of Eminence may be obtained, not relative 
to the State and Value of the Property applied for only, but to the Street in which 
it is ſituated, and to the Improvements which are practicable under the exiſting 
Circumſtances, and adviſable on the Part of the Crown. In every future Re- 
port by the Surveyor General, or by the Office entruſted with the Care of this 
Part of the Property of the Crown, relative to any Grant or Renewal of a Leaſe, 
Reference will naturally be made to the Opinion of the Architect who has been 
employed, and a Copy of ſo much of it as may be neceſſary, will, in the uſual 
Courſe of Proceeding, be tranſmitted to your Lordſhips with ſuch Report.

My Lords, 
7 OUR Lordſhips having, by your Minute dated the 4th Current, ſignified 
your Pleaſure that eminent Architects ſhould be deſired to offer Plans for 
the general Improvement of the Buildings on the Crown's Eſtate, and that no 
[Leaſe ſhould be granted which might be inconſiſtent with ſuch Improvement, I 
- conceive it to be my Duty now to bring under your Lordſhips' Conſideration 
the State of the Property of the Crown within the Palace of Whitehall. 

Before the Fire, which deſtroyed the principal Parts of the Palace in the 
Reign of King William, from which Time it ceaſed to be a Royal Reſidence, 
the Houſes and Buildings in the Three Scotland Yards, and Whitehall Court, 
&c. were chiefly occupied by the different Officers and Servants attendant upon 
the Palace. Afterwards, the Court being removed to Saint James's, Leaſes 
were from Time to Time granted of different Parts of the Scite of Whitehall, 
and Houſes erected thereon for the Reſidence of the Grantees. Nearly the 
Whole of Privy Garden and Whitehall Court have been thus granted by Leaſe, 
and are now held as Part of His Majeſty's Land Revenue. Some Leaſes 
have alſo been granted of Parts of Scotland Yards.; but the greater Part of the 
Buildings there, though they ceaſed, upon the Removal of the Court, to be 
employed for the Service of the Royal Houſehold, have continued in the Poſ- 
ſeſſion of different Officers in the Appointment of the Lord Chamberlain and 
Lord Steward. | 

Upon the Reduction of the Civil Liſt Eſtabliſhment, in conſequence of the 
Act paſſed in 1783, ſeveral of the Offices with which Houſes or Apartments 
had been held were aboliſhed ; and in 1787 an Act was paſſed for the Sale 
(among others) of upwards of Twenty different Houſes or Tenements in Scot- 
land Yards : But it being afterwards found that the Sale of thoſe Houſes would 
be a very great Impediment to the Improvement of the reſt of His Majeſty's 
Property in Whitehall, it was deemed adviſable not to fell them; and by the 
Act of the laſt Seſſion of Parliament for the better Management of the Land 
Revenue, the Act which authorized the Sale was repealed, and the Houſes 
and Grounds were put under the ſame Regulations as the reſt of the Land 
'Revenue. | 
In conſequence of the Authority given td me by your Lordſhips' Letter, 
dated the 20th Day of July 1792, to cauſe a general Plan to be made of the 
Crown's Eſtate in Boules and Building Ground in London and Weſtminſter, 
a Map or Ground Plan has been made of the Property of the Crown in 
Whitehall, which is of conſiderable Extent and great Value, though, in its 
preſent State, it yields little Advantage to the Public; and J humbly propoſe 
ro your Lordſhips, that I may be authorized to lay Copies of the Map, which 
T have mentioned, before Architects eminent in their Profeflion, for their In- 
ſormation and Aſſiſtance, ard to offer a Reward of .

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Thoſe Architects ſhould be inſtructed to form their Plans in ſuch a Manner 
as not to affect the principal and moſt ſubſtantial of the Houſes now ſtanding in 
this Part of the Crown's Eſtate, nor render the Acceſs to them leſs commo- 
dious; hut to pay no Regard to Houſes or Buildings which are in a ruinous 
State, or of little Value, and which may be found to ſtand in the Way of the 
beſt Plan for the Ornament, Accommodation, and Improvement of that Quar- 
ter of the Town.

May it pleaſe your Lordſhips, 
N obedience to your Lordſhips' Commands, ſignified to me by Mr. Long's 
Letter of the 14th Current, I have conſidered the Propoſal of the Duke of 
Portland, to relinquiſh his Rights of Way through Marybone Park, and to 
give a Piece of Land, Part of his Grace's Farm ar Barrow Hills, in W 
for 
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for an Acre and a Half of Land on the North Side of the Road oppoſite to 
Nottingham Place; and for a Slip of Land, 1, 50 Yards in Length, and 54 
Feet, or 18 Yards, in Breadth, computed in the Propoſal, and on the Plan 
which accompanied it, to contain about, or nearly, Two Acres, but which, 
according to my Computation, contains 5 A. ZR. 32P. or nearly Six Acres. 
Both of theie Pizces of Land are Parts of the {aid Eſtate, called Marybone Park, 
belonging to His Majeſty. 

The Objects of the Duke of Portland are ſtated in the Propoſal to be, to 
provide a Situation for a new Paiſn Church for the Pariſh of Marybone, on 
the Piece of Ground containing an Acre and an Half; and to make a Road on 
the Slip of Land, to communicate with a Spot of Ground now belonging to 
the Duke, and intended for a new Burying Ground. 

This being the Firſt Time in which 1 have been called upon, ſince my Ap- 
pointment as Surveyor General, to give an Opinion on any propaied Alteration 
or Improvement of any of the Eſtates of the Crown, I think it proper to obſerve 
to your Lordſhips, that until the Reports of the Commiſiioners of the Land 
Revenue ſhall have been conſidered, and a Plan for the future Management 
: adopted, I ſhall think it my Duty to keep in View the Syſtem of Management 

and Improvement which they have recommended. But as they thought it right, 
for Reaſons which they have aſſigned, to make their Reports on the Crown 
Lands general, and not to give a minute Deſcription of each Eſtate, or of the 
particular Circumſtances to be attended to in the Improvement of is, and as this 
is one of the moſt valuable and improveable of the demiſcd Eſtates now be-

longing to the Crown, I think it neceſſary to be more full in this Report than 


the Circumſtances ſtated in the Propoſal may, on the firſt View, ſeem to require. 
I have peruſed all the Papers within my Power relative to this Eſtate, and 
have often perſonally viewed it, as well during the Time that the Landed Eſtates 
of the Crown were under my Conſideration, as one of the Commiſſioners of the 
Land Revenue, as in confequence of the Reference which your Lordſhips have 
now made to me. 
Marybone Park is ſituated in the Pariſhes of Saint Mary-le-bone and Saint 
Pancras, and extends from Alſop Street, and the Buildings on Mr. Portman's 
Eſtate, Northward of Portman Square, on the Weſt, nearly to Tottenham 
Court Road on the Eaſt; the great New Road from Paddington to Iſlington, 
made about 27 Years ago, paſſes through it; and Portland Street, Charlotte 
Street, Portland Place, Harley Street, Devonſhire Place, Marybone High Street, 
.and Nottingham Place, abut on it on the South ; and every one of the Streets 
which lead Northward from Oxford Street, if continued in the ſame Direction, 
would paſs through it; on the North, rowards Hampſtead, it extends to the 
Bottom of Primroſe Hill ; and the whole contains, by a Survey made in 1753. 
554A. R. 13 P., and is Tythe free. 5 
This Eſtate was formerly kept as a Park, in the Poſſeſſion of the Crown, 
ſtocked with Decr ; and was full of valuable Timber. A Particular of it, taken 
from a Survey made during the Uſurpation of Cromwell, is preſerved in my 


Office, Soon after the Reſtoration it was granted for 65 Years to Sir Henry - 


Bennett, Secretary of State, afterwards Earl of Arlington, at a Rent of /. 36. 
145. 6d., without any Fine, after a Report of Sir Charles Harbord, then Sur- 
veyor General, in which he ſtated that a Leaſe of it for 31 Years was worth 
C. 6,000 in Fine, reſerving a Rent of {.200 a Year, 

The Whole was comprehended under One Leaſe, and many ſubſequent Re- 
newals took place, to different Perſons, at the ſame reſerved Rent, but for dif- 
ferent Fines, until the Year 1764, when, at the Deſire of Mrs. Lucy Jacomb 
and Mr. Jacob Hinde, who were at that Time Joint Tenants in a Leaſc ending 
.24th July 1785, a new Leaſe was granted of Fifteen Twenty-fourth Parts of the

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Fſtate to Mrs. Jacomb, for a Reverſionary Term of Ten Years, reſerving =

the Eſtate, for the ſame Term of Years, reſerving a Rent of £.13. 15 5. 6d. 

To both theſe Leaſes 7; Years were added in 1772, to commence from the 
24th July 1795; and the Rents, according to an Alteration adopted a ſhort 
Time before in the Management of the demiſed Eſtates, were increaſed to 
L. 96. 35. 4d. for the Fifteen Twenty-fourth Parts, and J. 57. 135. 114d. for

And in 1780 a Reverſionary Term of Eight Years, to commence in 1803, was 


granted to Jacomb of the Fifteen Twenty - fourth Parts, reſerving the ſame Rent 


of . 96. 35. 4d.; but Hinde, the Leſſce of the remaining Nine Twenty- 


fourth Parts, being a Lunatic, no Renewal was obtained for him. 


The Leaſe to Jacomb has been lately purchaſed by the Duke of Portland. 
The Eſtate is undivided, and is all let to One Sub-Tenant, whoſe Leaſe, I am 


informed, expires in 1805, being 14 Year after the Termination of the Leaſe to 


Hinde, and Six Years before the End of that bought by the Duke of Portland. 
This undivided Property will, therefore, according to the preſent Leaſes, be 


held, in the Proportions above-mentioned, by the Duke of Portland and Mr. 


Hinde for 91 Years, and by the Duke of Portland and the Crown for Eight 


Years afterwards. | 
From the Mixture of Rights which has been created by granting Two Leaſes 


in an undivided Preperty, and to one Leſſee for a longer Term than to the other, 


from the Circumſtance of Mr. Hinde having granted a Leaſe of his Proportion 


for a longer Term than he had himſelf obtained from the Crown, as well as 


from the ancient Mound, or Ring Fence, which was placed round the whole 
Eſtate, having, in different Parts, been removed in digging the Foundations of 
the adjoining Buildings, it is obvious that ſome Enquiry, and ſome general Ar- 


rangement among the Parties intereſted, ſhould ſpeedily be made, to prevent 
Diſputes or Embarraſſment; bur it is in this Inſtance particularly to be re- 
.gretted, that the Practice of granting Reverſionary Terms ſhould have poſt- 


poned the great Improvement which may be expected on this valuable Eſtate to 


ſo remote a Period; and Care muſt be taken not to add ro the Embarraſſment, 


or {till farther to impede the Improvement, by any previous Proceeding or par- 


tial Alteration. 


The Road propoſed to be made by the Duke of Portland would extend along 
the Weſt Boundary of the Eſtate for near a Mile, and would cut obliquely 
through all ſuch Streets, Weftward of Nottingham Place, as ſhould be extended 
over this Eſtate, This Circumſtance, as well as that of the propoſed Road be- 
ing made a Paſſage to a Burying Ground for ſo large and populous a Diſtrict, 
might perhaps be found to leſſen the Value of the Ground for Building to ſuch 
a Degree, as no Price or Value that could be expected to be given to the Crown 
for the Land deſired would be found ſufficient to compenſate. 

I muſt therefore humbly recommend, that before agreeing to this or any other 
Propoſal for the Alteration or Diſpoſal of any Part of Marybone Park, a general 
Plan ſhould be formed for the Improvement of the Whole of it, left ſuch partial 


Alteration ſhould afterwards be found inconſiſtent with what ſhould, on full 


Conſideration, and the beit Advice, be deemed moſt for the Benefit of the Crown. 
And, in order to enable your Lordſhips to determine on the beſt Information 
what Plan it would be prudent to adopt, I would humbly propoſe that I ſhould 
be authorized to employ a Surveyor to examine the Accuracy of a Plan of Mary- 
bone Park, made about 40 Years ago, and now in my Office, and to add to it 
a general Sketch of the Streets leading to it, and of ſuch of the Lands adjoining 
to it as appeared to be materially connected with the Improvement of this Pro- 


Pertya 
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perty; that an Engraving ſhould be made of that Plan, which I apprehend might 
be done at no great Expence ; that One of the engraved Plans ſhould be given 
to every Archite& of Eminence in London, and that a conſiderable Reward 
ſhould be given to the Perſon who ſhould produce ſuch a Plan for an Addition 
to the Town on thoſe Grounds, as, after having been laid before His Majeſty 
and your Lordſhips, ſhould be adopted. Such Architects as may be willing to 
offer Plans ſhould be deſired not only to delineate the Streets, Squares, public 

Buildings, and the Courſe of the Sewers, but to ſuggeſt alſo the Means of pro- 
viding a Supply of Water for the Inhabitants, the Scarcity of which is already 
complained of in the new Streets in that Quarter. 

The Expence of obtaining a Plan in this Manner would doubtleſs be amply 
compenſated by the additional Ground Rent which would be obtained for the 
Privilege of Building in fo eligible a Situation, where the Whole being the Plan 
of One Architect, the Parts would be conſiſtent with each other, and where, 
under the Encouragement and Protection of Government, Ornament as well as 
Convenience would probably be attended to. 

The Plan for improving the whole Eſtate being thus formed, any Propoſal for 
the Accommodation of the Duke of Portland, or the Improvement of his or any 
other adjoining Property, not inconſiſtent with that Plan, would naturally be at- 
tended to, and, if referred to me, I ſhould have great Satisfaction in recom- 
mending. 

Perhaps, on a full Conſideration of all the Circumſtances, of the Difficulties 
which have been deſcribed, and the Duration of the preſent Leaſes, which poſt- 
pone the public Object without enabling the Leſſees to encourage Building, the 
only great Improvement of which the Eſtate is capable, ſome Terms of Arrange- 
ment may occur, by which the Obſtacles in the Way of that Improvement might 
be removed, with Advantage to all the Parties intereſted. OR.

To the Right Honourable the Lords Commiſſioners of His Majeſty's Treaſury. 


MX. Long, by his Letter of the 21ſt of April, has tranſmitted to me a Me- 
morial of Robert Smith, Eſquire, praying His Majeſty's Permiſſion to ex- 
tend the Iron Railing in the Green Park, before his Houſe in Saint James's 
Place, to range in a Line with the Rails before the Houſe of Lord Viſcount 
Malden, and to erect a Bow Window to project into the Park as far as his 
preſent Bow Window, and defired that I would ſtate, for the Information of 
your L:ordſhips, in what Manner it ought to be carried into Execution. 

I find by the Entries in my Office, that Mr. Smith's Houſe is built partly on 
Freehold Ground, and partly on a Piece of Ground belonging to the Crown, 
containing 16 Feet 5 Inches in Front or Breadth towards the Park, and 29 Feet 
7 Inches in Length from Eaſt to Weſt; that the laſt- nentioned Piece of Ground 
13 held under a Leaſe from the Crown, granted 4th January, 1753, to Sir John 
Cope, Baronet, for a Term of which Nine Years were unexpired on the 4th of 
January laſt, at a Rent of 40 Shillings per Annum ; and that the Area in the 
Weſt Front of the Houſe was incloſed from the Park, and a Bow Window ere&ed 
on Part of it, by virtue of a Licence from his late Majeſty, by Warrant under 
the Hands of the Lords Juſtices, dated the 13th of June, 1745, to hold during 
his Majeſty's Pleaſure ; which Licence having expired on the Demiſe of his late 
Majeſty, and not having been renewed, the Bow Window, with the Area in the 
Park, have been held from that Time without any Title or Authority, and with- 
out the Payment of any Rent or Acknowledgment. =P 

I have cauſed the annexed Plan to be taken, which deſcribes both the Ground 
comprized in the Leaſe to Sir John Cope, and that which was granted during 
his late Majeſty's Pleaſure, and alſo the additional Ground now defired' to be 
taken from the Park, and the Extent of the propoſed new Bow Window. 

On former Applications for Leave to incloſe ſmall Pieces of Ground from the 
Parks, for the Accommodation of adjacent Houſes, Licences have uſually been 
granted by Warrant under the King's Sign Manual, to hold during His Majeſty's 
Pleaſure, reſerving a Rent of 20 Shillings a Year, or other ſmall Sum, as an 
Acknowledgmenr, and for the Preſervation of the Right of the Crown ;- and there 
are 
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are ſeveral Examples of Buildings, in Addition to adjoining Houſes, having been 
raiſed on Ground held under ſuch Grants: But an Act having recently paſſed 
for the better Management of the Land Revenue of the Crown, it becomes more 
particularly my Duty to ſuggeſt any Objections which may occur to me, to the 
'Continuance of any Practice, however long eſtabliſhed, which appears to be either 
contrary to the Spirit of that Act, inexpedient in itſelf, or hurtful to the Crown's 
Eſtate; and to recommend ſuch Rules of Proceeding, as it may be prudent 
in every ſimilar Cale to purſue, | 


By the Proviſions in the Act, Ground may be let for Building, for any Term 
not exceeding 99 Years, or Three Lives; and ſuch Rent muſt be reſerved as 
the Lords of the Treaſury ſhall deem a reaſonable Rent or Conſideration for 
the ſame: But there is nothing in the Act which can be underſtood to authorize 
a Licence to build on a Grant during Pleaſure, reſerving an inadequate Rent; 
neitaer would it ſeem to be expedient to grant ſuch Licences for Building, even 
if the Act could be conſtrued to admit of it. 

Where a permanent Building is erected, and a conſiderable Expence is in- 
curred, on a Grant expreſſed to be reſumable at the Will of the Proprietor, ſome ' 
Confidence in the Grantor, or ſome ſecret Underſtanding muſt be ſuppoſed to 
exiſt, which would always give Riſe to Complaints againſt the Crown, if tne Grant 
ſhould be reſumed, and againſt the Officer who ſhould think it his Duty to recom- 
mend, either that the Rent ſhould be increaſed, or that a Period ſhould be put 10 
the Grant. | 3 

The Property ſeems, indeed, to be put by ſuch Grants into an unprofitable State 
for all the Parties intereſted: The Crown receives little Advantage in Point of Re- 
venue; the Continuance of the Grant, after it has been made, is thought to be no 
Favour ; the Reſumption would be felt to be an Injury; and the Grantee, if he 
ſhould deſire to fell his Intereſt, would find that a Purchaſer would not give any 
conſiderable Price for Property held by no legal or certain Tenure ; befides that 
it cannot be agreeable to hold Property entirely at the Will of another, however 
{mall the Chance may be of its being reſumed. 

That your Lordſhips may have a juſt View of the Grants of this Kind which 
have been made, and may be enabled to judge of their Expediency from paſt Ex- 
perience, I ſhall ſubjoin to this Report a Liſt of all the Grants during Pleaſure that 
now. exiſt, with their Dates, and the Rents .payable for them, divided into Two 
Claſſes, the one containing thoſe on which Buildings have been raiſed, and the other 
thoſe vſed only as Garden or Pleaſure Ground. From the Date of ſome of thoſe 
Warrants during-Pleaſure, it appears that they have been held for a much longer 
Time than could have been granted by Leaſe under the Civil Liſt Act of Queen 
Anne, and without the Payment of any Rent or Fine; and ſtill it would be thought 
a Hardſhip even now to reſume them. | . „ . 

If it ſhall, therefore, be His Majeſty's Pleaſure to grant the Favour deſired by 
Mr. Smith, I would humbly recommend that an Eſtimate may be made by Sur- 
veyors, in the Manner directed by the Act of. Parliament recently paſſed, of the 
Ground comprized in the Leaſe to Sir John Cope, and of that granted during 
his late Majeſty's Pleaſure, and alſo of the additional Ground now defired to be 
taken from the Paik ; and that One Leaſe may be granted of the Whole, for ſuch 
Term as may be deemed proper, when the State of the Houſc already built on Pair 
of the Premiſſes, the Nature ofthe propoſed Addition, and other relative Circum- 
ſtances, have been conſidered, ieſerving ſuch Rent as your Lordih'ps thall think a 
reaſonable Conſideration for the ſame : And I would farther, with great Deference, 
propoſe. that the ſame Mode of Frocceding ſhould be followed in all ſunilar Ap- 
plications ; and that thoſe Perſons who have already erected Buildings of any Im- 
portance on Grants during Pleaſure, may be informed that they may have Leaſes 
on ſimilar Conditions.

But though Leaſes may be granted in all Caſes of this Nature, where any 
valuable Building has been erected, as the Regulations propoſed for aboliſhing 
Fees have not yet been adopted, the ſame Alteration, however deſirable, cannot 
be made on Grants during Pleaſure where there are no valuable Buildings erected, 
or propoſed to be erected, on Account of the preſent Expence of Crown Leaſes.

My Lords, 


APPLICATIONS having been made to your Lordſhips by Lord Grenville 
and Mr. Errington, the Duke of Bridgewater, Earl Spencer, Mr. Smith, 
Lord Malden, and the Marquis of Saliſbury, for ſeparate Grants of ſmall Portions 
of Ground in the Green Park, near to their different Houſes, I have, in obedience 
to your Lordſhips' Orders of Reference, taken their Memorials into Conſideration, 
and have referred alſo to the Act lately paſſed for the better Management of the 
Land Revenue, and to the Rules which your Lordſhips have been pleaſed to eſta- 
bliſh for the Regulation of my Proceeding, in Caſes where not only the private Ac- 
commodation of Petitioners, but the more general Improvement or Embelliſh- 
ment of the adjoining Property of the Crown, may be in queſtion. | 
The Parties making theſe Applications are all Proprietors of Houſes ſituated 
on the Eaſt Side of the Green Park. The Objects ſet forth in their Memorials 
or Petitions are to remove certain low Buildings or Sheds, which are applied to 
Purpoſes which render them extremely offenſive to the Inhabitants of the neigh- 
bouring Houſes ; to conſtruct ſubterraneous Offices; or to have Flower Gardens 
on the Portions of Ground applied for, which would not only be a great Accom- 
madation to them, and an Ornament to their Property, but would keep the Cattle, 
and Perſons frequenting the Parks, at a greater Diſtance from their Windows, 
and at the ſame Time preſerve the View over the Park, 

In the Line with thoſe Houſes there are various others which would, in the ſame 
Manner, be benefited by ſimilar Allotments : But the Improvement of that Side of 
the Park would be incomplete, unleſs the Plan ſhould be made general; and it is 
probable that all the Proprietors will apply to your Lordſhips for ſuch Grants as 
Joon as they ſhall ſee the Effect of the propoſed Improvement. 

I thought it right, therefore, to view the Ground with Lord Euſton, the Ran- 
ger of the Park, and to point out to his Lordſhip the general Line of Incloſure 
which would, in my Opinion, be moſt conducive to the Beauty of the Park, and 
at the ſame Time give to the Parties applying all the Advan ages they defired,; 
and that Line having met with his complete Approbation, I -rdered an accurate 
Plan to be made of the Whole of that Side of the Park, in it: preſent State, with 
the low Buildings and Sheds which 1 it is propoſed to remove, and directed the 
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Surveyors to delineate upon it, not only the general Boundary of the propoſed In- 
cloſures, but alſo the particular Limits and Dimenſions of each Allotment, That 
Plan will be laid before your Lordſhips with this Report, in order that the Incon- 
veniences from which each particular Houſe will be relieved, and the Advantages 
it will acquire by the intended Alteration, may be under View at the Time that 
the Rents propoſed to be reſerved are taken into Conſideration, ſo that a Judg- 
ment may be formed, whether they are ſuch as the late Act requires, namely, a 
reaſonable Conſideration for the Grant or Leaſe, and whether they are rated in a 
juſt Proportion to each other, 

- To guide the Surveyors in eſtimating the Allotments, as far as it. was right for 
me to do ſo, by pointing out the Principles which they ſhould have in View, I di- 
rected that in no Inſtance the Rents to be propoſed for the Ground to be now 
taken from the Park, ſhould exceed the additional Value which they ſhould be 
of Opinion the Houſes would acquire by having thoſe Allotments annexed to 
them; and no other Inſtruction than this appeared to be requiſite in eſtimatin 
the Ground to be granted to Lord Grenville, Part of which the Surveyors have 
valued at 15. a Foot in Front, and the Remainder at 105. a Foot, making a Rent 
of £.3.3. 18s. 4d. per Annum: But it became neceſſary to give farther Inſtructions 
with reſpect to the Parts lying oppoſite to the Property of the Duke of Bridge- 
water, and to a Part of that of Earl Spencer, where thoſe Houſes and Sheds are 
ſituated, which are juſtly complained of as a Nuiſance to the Dwellings near them, 
but which are of ſome Value to the Crown; for other Accommodations muſt be 
found inſtead of them for the Palace, and for the Officers by whom they are now 
occupied, as particularly ſet forth in my Report of the 29th of April laſt, and that 
will be attended with ſome Expence. 

The Crown has the undoubted Right to let the Scite of thoſe low Buildings, 
either for raiſing large and valuable Houſes, without any Limitation on the 
Height, or for building Coach Houſes and Stables not higher than the preſent 
Buildings ; and if the laſt-mentioned Plan ſhould be adopted, the Inconvenience 
to the adjoining Property would, in ſome Degree, be leſſened, and the Value 
of it improved; though neither the Improvement of that Property, nor the Orna- 
ment to the Park, would be ſo great as it would be if all Building there ſhould 
be prohibited, and the whole Ground laid out in Gardens. 

Under theſe Circumſtances, in order to give your Lordſhips a diſtin& View 
of the Plan, which I mean to propoſe, as well for the Preſervation or Increaſe 
of the Beauty of the Park, as for the Accommodation of the noble Petitioners ; 
and at the ſame Time to enable your Lordſhips more eaſily to judge whether the 
Rent to be propoſed is that © reaſonable Conſideration” which is required by the 
Act of Parliament, I thought it neceſſary to direct the Surveyors to make Two 
Deſigns, one for building Dwelling Houſes upon that Ground, and another for 
Stables and Coach Houſes, each to be ſo ſituated as to be as little inconvenient as 
poſſible to the neighbouring Houſes ; and to eſtimate what Ground Rent the 
Crown might eaſily obtain for either. | | 

In purſuance of thoſe Inſtructions, the Surveyors have made a Plan for the 
Building of Dwelling Houſes, and a Valuation, certified on Oath, in which they 
eſtimate the Part of this Ground, propoſcd to be granted to the Duke of Bridge- 
water, at 305. per Foot, making a Rent of L£.98. 55.; and the Part of the 
Ground propoſed to be granted to Earl Spencer, which is now covered with low 
Buildings, but which has more Depth than the Duke of Bridgewater's, at 35s. 
per Foot, making a Rent of J. 136. 18s. 9d. per Annum; and they have ſent a 
Plan alſo, and a Valuation, on Oath, of the ſame Ground, diſpoſed of for the Pur- 
poſe of building Stables and Coach Houſes, where the Ground Rent of the Duke 
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of Bridgewater's Part of this Plot is 125. per Foot, making a Rent of J. 39. 6s. 
and the Ground Rent of Earl Spencer's Part is 18s. per Foot, making a Rent of 
1. 70. 85. 6d. | 

Taking all the Circumſtances into Conſideration, I beg Leave, with great 
Deference, to ſubmit to your Lordſhips, whether it may not be a reaſonable 
Arrangement between the Crown and thoſe noble Perſons, that the Grants ſhould 


be made to them reſerving the loweſt of thoſe Rents, namely, the Rent for the 


Ground diſpoſed of as for Stables ; and that they ſhould be, at the ſame Time, 
reſtrained from erecting any Buildings higher than the preſent Surface, or from 
applying the Surface to any other Uſe than that of ornamental Gardens. 

By this Arrangement the Crown would, for the Sake of embelliſhing the Park, 
and of adding to the Accommodation of the Duke of Bridgewater and Earl 
Spencer, make a Sacrifice of the Difference between that Rent and the higher 
Rent for Dwelling Houſes, reſerving at the ſame Time ſuch a Rent as might, 
according to the Spirit and Principle of the late Act of Parliament, be reckoned 
a reaſonable Conſideration for the Grant; and though theſe noble Perſons would 
2 up the Advantage which might ariſe to them, as Leſſees under the Crown, 
rom building Stables and Coach Houſes. yet their own Houſes would, by that 
Sacrifice on their Part, be rendered more pleaſant and beautiful, and conſequently 
of greater Value, | 

In eftimating the Rent to be propoſed for the Remainder of the Ground de- 
fired by Earl Spencer, on which there are no Buildings ar preſent, and for all 
the Parts of the Park to be granted to the Proprietors of Houſcs between Earl 
Spencer's and Piccadilly, theſe general Directions were given to the Surveyors : 
To put a reaſonable Rent, at the ſame Rate per Foot, on the Length of the Front 
for the whole Line of Buildings, for a Space of 40 Feet in Breadth next to the 
Houſes ; in which Space, if the Parties ſhould defire it, ſubterraneous Offices 
might be built, to riſe no higher, or very little higher, than the preſent Surface, 
and the Roof to be covered with Earth, of fufficient Depth for the Turf to 
grow over it; and as ſome of the Allotments intended to be granted are of 
greater Breadth than others (the propoſed Boundary with the Park being a waving 
Line) the Surveyors were deſired to put a fair and reaſonable Renr, computed by 
the Square Foot of Surface, on all the Surplus Ground in each Allotment beyond 
the Space of 40 Feet from the Houſes, and which, being too remote for ſuch 
Offices, could be applied to no other Uſe than that of a Garden. As it is pro- 
bablez however, that the Proprietors of ſome of the Houſes may not be deſirous of 
building Offices within the Park, and it is reaſonable that they ſhould have their 
Option to take a Grant of that Privilege or not, and pay a Rent accordingly, the 
Surveyors have, by my Direction, certified their Opinion of the Value of each 
Allotment to be uſed as Garden only, adhering to the Principle firſt laid down for 
their Guidance in this Buſineſs. The Extent of each Allotment, the Limit of 
the Space of 40 Feet in Breadth, and the Line of the propoſed Incloſures, are all 
delineated on the Plan tranſmitted with this Report; and, according to the V alua- 
tions of the Surveyors, the Rents of the different Allotments will be as follows:“

If this Plan ſhould be adopted, I would humbly propoſe that the exterior 
Fence of the whole Incloſure ſhould be a plain ſimple Iron Rail, all of an uni- 
form Plan, and the Diviſions between the Allotments a Fence of the ſame Kind ; 
and that the erecting of any Buildings or Walls on any Part of the Ground, and 
the planting of any Thing that may impede the View or Proſpect from any 
of the Houſes, ſhould be ſtrictly prohibited. 

If the Plan ſhall be completely executed, it will, I humbly apprehend, prove 
a very great Ornament to the Park, and produce a conſiderable Addition to the 
Land Revenue: A very ſmall Expence will be incurred, and a Fund provided for 
defraying a Part of the Charge which the Crown ſuſtains, of keeping the Parks, 
and the Roads, and Walks in them, in Repair, for the Benefit of the Public; 
while the Grantees, by converting the Ground into ornamental Gardens, bounded 
only by an Iron Rail between their Houſes and the public Walk, will add to the 
Beauty of the Situation: The Nuiſances and offenſive Circumſtances which they 
have complained of will be removed, their Reſidence rendered more pleaſant and 
undiſturbed, and the Value of their Property increaſed, much beyond the Amount 
of the Rents which the Surveyors have put on their different Allotments. 

Moſt of the Proprietors of Houſes on that Side of the Park are already poſ- 
ſeſſed of ſmall Slips of Ground, incloſed from the Park, under Licences from His 
| Majeſty, or the late King, which are comprized ia the Valutions made by the Sur- 
veyors, and will, of courſe, be included in any Leaſes that may be granted; and 
ſome of them alſo hold their Houſes under Leaſes from the Crown, and are de- 
ſirous of renewing them. I have not thought it neceſſary to ſtare theſe Circum- 
ſtances minutely in this Report; but if your Lordſhips ſhall {o far approve of the 
general Plan here propoſed, as to think it proper to lay-it before His Majeſty, for 
His Royal Pleaſure thereon, and His Majeſty ſhall be graciouſly pleaſed to direct 
it to be carried into Execution, 1 ſhall make ſeparate Reports, conſiſtently there- 
with, on ſuch Applications as have already been referred, or which may afterwards 
be referred to me, by your Lordſhips, from any of the Proprietors of the Houſes 
adjoining to the propoſed Improvements. 

All which is humbly ſubmitted to your Lordſhips.

My Lords, 
I THINK it neceſſary to repreſent to your Lordſhips, that the Street called 

Tichborne Street (late Shug Lane) with Part of Marybone Street (being a 
principal Avenue from the middle and lower Parts of the Town to Golden Square, 
Hanover Square, Oxford Street, and the numerous Strees and Squares in their 
Vicinity, and forming a Part of the moſt direct Communication from the Houſes 
of Parliament and Weſtminſter Bridge, to the principal Streets in the upper Part 
of Marybone) is at preſent very narrow and incommodious, ſo as not only to 
occaſion frequent Stoppages of Carriages, and other Inconveniences, but likewiſe 
to affect the Value of the Property, both in theſe two Streets, and in others with 
which they communicate. | 

The Houſes on the North Side of Tichborne Street are private Property, be- 
longing to different Owners. The Whole of the South Side of that Street and 
both Sides of Marybone Street, Air Street, Vine Street, and other adjacent 
Streets, belong to the Crown. The Crown is alſo poſſeſſed of a large and valu- 
able Eſtate at Marybone, fomerly called Marybone Park, adjoining ro the Ends 
of Harley Street and Portland Place, and very advantageouſly ſituated for building. 
The widening and improving of Tichborne Street and Marybone Street would, 
therefore, I apprehend, not only increaſe the Value of the Crown's Eſtate in that 
Neighbourhood, but at the ſame Time, by improving the Acceſs io the Marybore 
Park Eſtate, would tend to enhance the Value of that Property, by affording 
additional Inducements to build thereon. 

In order to promote Objects ſo deſirable, I directed the Surveyors, employed in 
this Department, to form a Plan for widening Tichborne Street and Marybone 
Street, to examine the State of the Buildings, and report their Opinion on the 
Subject. A Copy of the Plan is tranſmitred herewith for your Lordſhips Inſpec- 
tion; and the Surveyors have certified that all the Houſes on the South Side 
of Tichborne Street are very old and ſlight Buildings, and fume of them in a 
ruinous Condition ; and have recommended that the Whole ſhuuld be rebuilt, and 
the Fronts ſet back, ſo as to widen the Street to the Breadth of about 40 Feet; 
and they have valued the Iemainder of the Ground to be let on Building Leaſes, 
at Ground Rents which exceed what the Houſes have hitherto produced, by the 
Rents and Fines for former Leaſes. 

Some of the Houſes in Marybone Street within the Limits of the propoſed 
Plan are at preſent ſubſtantial, and do not require to be rebuilt ; but theſe are 
ſituated in a Part of the Street where the Alteration may be deferred with the 
leaſt Inconvenience to the Public or Prejudice to the Eſtate of the Crown. There 
are, indeed, but few Examples where any extenſive Plan for the Improvement of 
the Eſtate of the Crown in London can be carried at once into complete Effect, 
without incurring greater Expence, or making greater. Sacrifices, than I ſhould 
think it prudent to recommend. My Intention, therefore, is to propoſe that 
thoſe Plans, if approved of when laid before your Lordſhips, ſhall be gradually 
executed, as the Terms of the Leaſes expire; and I accordingly earneſtly re- 
commend to your Lordſhips the Adoption of this Plan for the Improvement of 
Tichborne Street, by which the Public will acquire the Benefit of having a much 
frequented Thoroughfare materially improved, without any Expence, or Sacrifice 
of Income, on the Part of the Crown, and with a Proſpect of very conſiderable 
Advantage to the Land Revenue, from its Influence on other Parts 1 A. 

Rl de; 
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Eſtate; and as it happens that Nine of the Houſes in Tichborne Street are now 
out of Leaſe, and the Leſſees of ſeveral others have applied to renew their Leaſes, 
and are willing to concur in the propoſed Plan for widening the Street, the pre- 
ſent is a favourable Time for beginning this Improvement. 

This Plan will be connected wich another Advantage to the Neighbourhood, 
by the Continuation of the new Sewer recommended by me to be built in Tich- 
borne Street and Marybone Street, and already in Part executed (as ſtated in 
my Report of the 12th April laſt on the Petition of James Taber) the Re- 
mainder of which Sewer it is propoſed ſhould be built, progreſſively, by the Per- 


ſons to whom new Leaſes ſhall be granted of the Property of the Crown in thoſe 
Streets.

My Lords, 

I RECEIVED your Lordſhips' Commands by Mr. Roſe's Letter of the 20th 
of March laſt, ſignifying that your Lordſhips approve of referring to Arbitration 
the Matters in Diſpute on the Part of the Crown, and of the Earl of Weſtmor- 
land, relative to the remaining Rights of the Crown in the Hays or Walks of 
Sulehay and Morehay, in the Foreſt of Rockingham, and deſiring me to tranſmit 
to your Lordſhips a Statement thereof. 

An Act having paſſed in the laſt Seſſion of Parliament, to enable His Majeſty 
to grant to the Earl of Weſtmorland, in Fee Simple, all the remaining Rights 
and Intereſts of the Crown within thoſe Walks, upon a full and adequate Conſi- 
deration to be paid for the ſame, it is indiſpenſably neceſſary to aſcertain what 
thoſe Rights conſiſt of, in order that a juſt Eſtimate may be made of the Value 
of what is deſired to be granted. 

Upon Peruſal of the Grants from the Crown on which Lord Weſtmorland's 
Claims are founded, it appears to rhe that his Lordſhip js entitled, by virtue of 
a Grant in Fee ta Sir Walter Mildmay, Knight, dated 2gth January, zd and 
4th of Philip and Mary, to the Office of Foreſter or Keeper of the Hay or Walk 
of Sulehay Farms and Shortwood (commonly called Sulehay Walk) with all 
Wages, Fees, Profits, and Advantages to the ſaid Office belonging; and that 
by virtue of a Grant to the ſaid Sir Walter Mildmay, dated 3d Auguſt, 13th 
Elizabeth, he is in like Manner entitled to all the Coppices, Woods, Under- 
woods, and Woodlands, and the Ground and Soil thereof, within the ſaid Hay 
or Walk, and to all Wood and Trees growing within the Bounds or Precincts of 
that Walk, except all Oak Trees Ten Inches of Aſſize Square, at the Height of 
Three Feet from the Ground, and Browſe Wood for the Deer. 

That Lord Weſtmorland is likewiſe entitled, in Perpetuity, by virtue of a 
Grant to Nicholas Pay, Eſquire, and Clement Bellamy, Gentleman, dated 3oth 
May, 4 Charles I. and of another Grant to Pay, Bellamy, Pickering, and Stanton, 
.dated 23d July, in the ſame Year, to all the Coppices, Woods, Underwoods, and 
Woodlands, and the Ground and Soil thereof, within the Hay or Walk of More- 
ay, and to all Timber and other Trees and Wood whatſoever, as well within 


the 
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the ſaid Coppices, Woods, and Woodlands, as in the Lawns, Ridings, Limits, 
and Precincts, of the ſaid Hay or Walk, except all Mines of Lead and Tin, and 
all Royal Mines, and Herbage of the ſaid Woodlands for the King's Deer and 
Wild Beaſts ; and that by virtue of the Firſt of theſe Two Grants, he is entitled 
to the Office of Keeper of the Lawn of Morehay, and of all the Woods and 
Deer within the ſaid Lawn and Woods, commoniy under the Care of the Keeper 
of the Lawn of Morehay, and Keeper of all the other Woods and Deer, with 
the Houſes or Lodges near or adjacent to Morehay Lawn. 

That, from the Year 1718 to the preſent Time, Lord Weſtmorland's Family 
have held Leafes from the Crown of the Herbage and Deer Browſe, as well 
within the Coppices and Woodlands, as within the Lawns, and divers other Lands, 
in both the ſaid Hays or Walks, under an Annual Rent of /. 2. $s. 5 d.; and 
that the laſt Leaſe of the ſaid Herbage and Deer Browſe, was granted 13th March 
1782, to the preſent Earl of Weſtmorland, for the Lives of himſelf and of the 
'Honovurable Thomas Fane, and the Honourable Henry Fane : That each ſuc- 
ceſſive Leaſe of the Herbage and Deer Browſe, contains a Grant to the Leſſee 
of all the Deer, during the Term of ſuch Leaſe, and an Exemption of the Woods, 
and other Lands, from all Foreſt Rights during the ſame Term; together with 
divers Liberties and Privileges for enabling the Grantees to improve the Pro- 
perty over which thoſe Rights extend. Prior to the granting of the Firſt of 
theſe Leaſes, a Supply of Deer was Annually delivered by the Earls of Weſt— 
morland, for the Vic of the Royal Houſehold : The Effect of theſe Leaſes has 
hitherto been to exempt the Leſſees from ſupplying any Deer for the Uſe of 
the King; but the Stock of Deer is ſtill continued in both the Walks. 

Lord Weſtmorland's Family have likewiſe held, for a great Length of Time, 
by ſucceſſive Grants for Lives, the Office of Maſter Foreſter and Keeper of the 
Bailiwick of Cliffe (which includes the Walk of Weſthay, as well as thoſe of 
Sulehay and Morehay) and the Office of Superviſor of the Herbage and Hunt- 
ing of the Woods, within the ſaid Bailiwick, and Receiver of all Fines and Amer- 
.ciaments for Offences committed there, with Power to appoint Rangers and 
Keepers, and a Clerk or Steward of the Swanimote Courts ; and there are granted 
by the Letters Patent for the Wages of the Maſter Foreſter C. 3. 65. 8 d. a Year, 
for the Ranger, 30 Shillings a Year, for the Keeper of each of the Walks 14 d. per 
Day, and for the Steward of the Swanimote Court 25 Shillings a Year, which 
are directed to be paid out of the Revenues of the Foreſt and Caſtle of Rock- 
ingham. There are alſo granted to the Maſter Foreſter, by the ſame Patent, 
ail Deer-fallen Wood, Wind-fallen Wood, Vermyn Trees, and Coppice Hedges, 
within the ſaid Bailiwick and Walks. The laſt Grant of theſe Offices and Pre- 
miſſes, dated 4 June 1776, was made to the preſent Earl of Weſtmorland, for 
the ſame Three Lives, for which the Herbage and Deer Browſe is granted. 


In the Report of the Commiſſioners of the Land Revenue concerning this Foreſt, Commiſfon-

te in conſequence. of ſubſequent Grants, the Office of Maſter Foreſter of this

Upon the beſt Judgment I am able to form of the whole Matter, I humbly 


conceive that the remaining Rights of the Crown, within the Walks of Sulehay 
and Morehay, are as follows : 


1. The Right to the Timber Trees in Sulehay Walk, according to the Excep- 
tion in the Grant of 13 Elizabeth. 


In the Year 1764 the then Earl of Weſtmorland, for the Sum of C. 1,710, 
purchaſed of the Crown 2,750 Trees within this Walk, which were reported 
to be the whole Number of the Timber Trees then ſtanding on the Pre- 
miſſes, excluſive of Saplings likely to become Timber. Some of thoſe Trees 
are claimed by Lord Weſtmorland to be ſtill ſtanding ; but all ſuch Trees 
as have become Timber ſince that Sale, and the Right to ſuch as ſhall here- 
after become Timber, are admitted to belong to the Crown ; and for theſe 
Lord Weſtmorland agrees to pay an adequate Price in Money. 


2. The Right to the Deer, and to Herbage and Deer Browſe in the Wood- 
lands in both Walks, from the End of the ſubſiſting Leaſe of the 
Herbage and Deer Browſe for 'Three Lives. | 


Lord Weſtmorland claims not only to be entitled to the Deer during the 
Term of that Leaſe, but to be exempt from any Obligation to leave a 
Stock of Deer at the End of the Leuſe, or to reſtore them afterwards, in caſe 
he ſhall think fit, in the mean Time, to deſtroy them. 9 


3. The Right to the Lodges, with the Lawns, and other incloſed Lands, 
held by virtue of the Grants of the Keeperſhips. 


4. The Right to the Soil of the open Ridings, Plains, and other unincloſed 
Lands, and the Herbage thereof for che Deer. 


I conceive Lord Weſtmorland to be entitled, as Foreſter or Keeper, to 
the Poſſeſſion of the Lodges, and the Cuſtody of the Lawns, and other in- 
cloſed Lands, applicable only to the Purpoſes for which the Keeperſhips were 
inſtituted, namely, the Care and Preſervation of the Deer; but that the Lands 
belong to the Crown, ſubje& to his Intereſt as Keeper and as Leſſee of 
the Herbage and Deer Browſe. Lord Weſtmorland does not admit them to 
be held under that Title, but claims to be entitled to the Lawns, and all 


other Lands in both Walks, and to the Ground and Soil thereof, by virtue 
of the Grants of the Woodlands. 


The Matters in Diſpute on the Part of the Crown, and of the Earl of Weſt-

Lord Weſtmorland has named Mr. Mansfield on his Part, and your Lordſhips 
will be pleaſed to name the Arbitrator whom you may think fit to appoint on 
Behalf of the Crown ; and when the Deciſion ſhall have taken place I ſhall pro- 
ceed, under your Lordſhips' Directions, to aſcertain the Value of the Rights 
which ſhall be determined to belong to the Crown, and ſubmit the ſame to your

AS your Lordſhips have not yet ſignified to me your Pleaſure as to the Price at 
which I may, at preſent, diſpoſe of Fee Farm Rents, and as new Applications 
are received every Day for Information on this Subject, and new Offers made to 
purchaſe, I think it my Duty to bring the Matter again under your Lordſhips' 
Notice, and humbly to ſubmit to your Lordſhips' Conſideration, whether ſome 
general Regulation, as to the Price at which the Surveyor General may be au- 
thorized, at all Times, to ſell thoſe Rents, may not, with Safery, be eſtabliſhed, 
by fixing the Proportion which the ſelling Price of thoſe Rents ſhall, at all 
Times, bear to the Price of the Funds at the Time of Sale. 

For fince the Act of Parliament enjoins that the Produce of the Sale of thoſe 
Rents ſhall be laid out in the Purchaſe of Stock, it becomes a Sort of Barter of 
Rents for Dividends ; and it is of little Conſequence what the Price of the one 
is, if the Proportion to the Price of the other ſhall be preſerved; and this ge- 
neral Regulation will ſaye the Trouble to your Lordſhips of new Applications 
from this Office, for Directions as to the Price of Sale, on every conſiderable 
Fluctuation in the Price of the Funds. 

I take the Liberty, therefore, to ſubmit to your Lordſhips' Conſideration, whether 
it may not be expedient to authorize the Surveyor General to ſell Fee Farm 
Rents, at all Times, when he can obtain ſuch a Price as ſhall be 10 per Cent. at 
leaſt higher than the current Price of 3 per Cent, Conſolidated Bank Annuities at 
the Time of the Sale. | 

It is true, that as the greater Part of the Rents are very ſmall, an Alteration in 
the Price of the Funds may happen after ſome have been ſold, and before the Price 
ſhajl amount to a Sum ſufficient to be inveſted in Stock ; but this is unavoidable, 
whether the general Regulation ſhall be eſtabliſhed or nor. 

By a Sale under this Limitation, the Advantage io Government will be certain 
and conſiderable : It will be Ten per Cent. or more, on the Capital; and the In- 
rereſt will be received Half Yearly, without Expence or Diminucion ; whereas 
the Rents are irregularly paid, much in Arrear, and collected at conſiderable 
Expence. 

To prevent any Miſapprehenſion of whatis meant by propoſing to ſell at a Price 
at leaſt Ten per Cent. higher than the Price of Stock at the Time of Sale, it may 
be proper to ſtate, that in my former Memorial on this Subject, when the Price of 
Stock was near to 64 per Cent. I propoſed that Rents ſhould be fold at 25 
Years Purchaſe, at which Rate a Rent of /. 3 would produce L£.75 ; but /. 64 
would purchaſe C. 3 of Dividends of Conſolidated Bank Annuities, which would 
leave @ Profit of C. 11 on . 75, or about 145 per Cent.

My Lords, 
QEVERAL Applications having been made for Grants or Renewals of Leaſes 
from the Crown, in Caſes where Houſes are propoſed to be re- built, or other 
new Buildings to be erected, it becomes neceſſary to eſtabliſh ſome general Rules 
for regulating the Extent of Term to be granted by the Crown in the different 
Caſes of this Kind now depending, or which may hereafter occur. 

The Act for the better Management of the Land Revenue authorizes the 
granting of Building Leaſes for any Term nor exceeding 99 Years; but that 
Term being the longeſt which the Crown is einpowered to grant, or which the 
Owners of private Eſtates are in the Habit of granting, for Houſes of the largeſt 
Size and moſt expenſive Stile of Building, it ſeems proper to make ſome Diffe- 
rence in the Terms to be granted for Houſes of inferior Value, and, as far as 
may be practicable, to adapt the Length of the Leaſe to the Size and Quality of 
the Building to be erected. 

The Act of the 14th of His preſent Majeſty, for the better Regulation of 
Buildings and Party Walls, ſpecifics Four different Rates or Claſſes of Dwelling 
Houſes, and the different Degrees of Thickneſs required, both for external and 
Party Walls, in the Houſes of each Claſs. It is, however, to be obſerved, that 
the Degrees of Thickneſs preſcribed by that Act are the leaſt which the Le- 
giſlature has thought fit to allow of, in regard merely to the public Security: And 
it is found that Houſes may be built in riet Compliance with that Act, and yet 
be ſo ſlight as to be hardly capable of ſtanding out the Term of an ordinary 
Building Leaſe. The Object and Intent of the Act was, indeed, chiefly to pro- 
vide againſt Accidents from Fire; but the Intereſt of the Ground Landlord re- 
quires that Attention ſhould be paid to the Strength and Durability of the 
Houſes, from which alone his Eſtate can derive any laſting Improvement; and 
for effecting that Object ſome additional Subſtance in the Walls is deemed, by 
experienced Surveyors, to be requiſite, beyond what the Building Act abſolutely 
requires. 

The ſhorteſt Term for which Building Leafes are commonly granted, I am in- 
formed, is 61 Years; but 1 underſtand that the more uſual Term is 99 Years, 
__ eſpecially in Leaſes for the covering of Ground not before built on. In treatin 
with ſeveral of the Tenants of the Crown who have applied for Building Leaſes, I 
have found them, in general, unwilling to build upon a 61 Years Leaſe, and ſtill 
more to exceed the Pegree of Strength which. the Building Ac requires, if con- 
fined to that Term; and I have found them willing to pay larger Ground Rents 
on Leaſes for longer Terms: 1 am, therefore, of Opinion, that it will be con- 
ducive to the permanent Improvement of the Revenue to grant longer Leaſes, 
and, in return, to require ſome additional Subſtance in the new Buildings. There 
are, I believe, few, if any, Situattons upon the Crown's Eſtate, where it would be 
right to permit Houſes to be built of fo inferior a Kind as thoſe of the Fourth 
Rate or Claſs deſcribed in the Building Act; and upon conſulting with the Sur- 
veyors employed in this Department, 1 have thought it adviſeable to form Three 
Claſſ-s for Building Leaſes to be granted by the Crown, of different Lengths, 
according to the Size and Subſtance required tor the Houſes in each Claſs, viz. 


Firſt Claſs, All Houtcs exceeding Nine Squares of Building on the Ground 
Jerm 99 Years, Plan, excluſive ot Offices detached from the main Buildin 
(each Square eontaining 100 ſuperficial Feet) and having

Story. 
Second Claſs, | All Houſes exceeding Five Squares of Building on the Ground 
Term 80 Years. Plan, and not excecding Nine Squares, and having not leſs 
| than Four Square Stories. 
Third Claſs, 19 Houſes not exceeding Five Squares of Building on the 
Term 70 Years, Ground Plan, and having not leſs than four Square Stories. 


By my Direction, the Surveyors have drawn out a Specification of the different 
T hickneſſes of Walls, Kinds of Materials, and other Particulars, to which the Te— 
nants ſhould be required to conform in the building of Houſes of each Claſs ; and 
which, without adding materially to the Expence of the Buildings, will contribute 
eſſentially to their Strength and Durability, and conſequently to the Advantage of 
the Revenue. A Regulation of this Kind will be conducive likewiſe to the Ac- 
commodation of the Tenants, who will thereby have the Option of taking a Build- 
ing Leaſe for either of the Terms ſpecified, by erecting their Buildings of the Size 
and Subſtance required for that Term; and if it ſhould happen that a Tenant who 
propoſes to build a Houſe of the Size ſpecified in te Second or Third Claſe, 
ſhovid wiſh for a Leaſe of greater Length than the Terra preſcribed, I ſhould 
think it no Detriment to the Crown to grant him the Term propoſed for the next 
higher Claſs, on Condition of erecting his Building of the Strength required for 
ſuch Claſs, it being, as I conceive, of more eſſential Advantage to the Eſtate of 


the Crown to encourage the building of ſubſtantial Houſes, by the Addition of a 


few Years to the Building Leaſes, than to permit the erecting of light Buildings 
on Leaſcs for ſhorter Terms. A Copy of the Specification is tranſmitted here- 
with. 

It is uſual with Owners of private Eſtates, on' granting Building Leaſes, to 
allow a certain Time (from One to Three Years, according to Circumſtances) for 
erecting the new Buildings, and during that Time to forbear the Acceptance of 
Rent. In the Caſe of the Crown, when it happens that a new Houſe is to be 
built on Ground which is out of Leaſe, and where the new Ground Rent would 
be payable from the Date of the new Leaſe, I would recommend that an Allow- 
ance ſhould be made, not exceeding the firſt Two Years Rent ; but when it hap- 
pens that a Houſe is to be re- built during the Term of an exiſting Leaſe, and a rever- 
ſionary Term is added to prolong the ſame to a building Term, and the new Ground 
Rent payable only for the reverſionary Term, the former Ground Rents being in 
general very trifling in compariſon of the Value of the Ground, I ſhould not, in 
ſuch Caſes, recommend any Forbearance of Rent. 

If your Lordſhips ſhall be pleaſed to approve of the Regulations herein ſug- 
geſted, or to preſcribe any other for my Direction on this Subject, I ſhall proceed 
accordingly on ſuch Applications for Building Leales as are or may be referrcd 
to me.

N order to accompliſh the Object of the Legiſlature in paſſing the late Ad of 
* Parliament for the better Management of the Land Revenue of the Crown, it 
is extremely deſirable that ſome general Principles ſhould now be eſtabliſhed by 
which the Proceedings on ſuch Buſineſs as your Lordſhips may be pleaſed to re- 
fer to my Conſideration may be regulated. 


With this View I ſhall take the Liberty to ſubmit to your Lordſhips' Attention 
ſome Points on which I am anxious to receive your Inſtructions; and ſhall, 
with great Deference, ſuggeſt what has occurred to my own Mind, which may 
poſſibly tend to ſave your Time in judging of them. 

Tenant Right or 


Tenant Rightor The Circumſtance which naturally comes firſt to be conſidered, and which 
downs be muſt occur in every Caſe where Application is made for a Grant of any Part of 
the Eſtate of the Crown already in Leaſe, is the Degree of Weight which oughr 
to be given to what is called the Tenant-Right, or Claim of Renewal. Finding 


Cafe of Lee and that this Subject had come under legal Diſcuffien in the Houſe of Lords, in a 


Queſtion concerning a Leaſe. from the Crown, I have attentively peruſed the 
Caſes on both Sides, in which it is argued and admitted that the Tenant has no 
legal Claim, nor any certain or even contingent Right or Intereſt beyond the 
ſubſiſting Term of his Leaſe, but only a Chance or Right to expect a Favour : 
It becomes material, therefore, to conſider on what that Right is founded, and 
what are the Circumſtances which ought to be kept in view in judging of this 
Claim, on Applications for the Renewal of Crown Leaſes, 2 
In almoſt every Leaſe there are Covenants for the Care and Preſervation, if not 
for the Improvement, of the Property; and if any Leaſe has been granted without 
ſuch Covenants, it muſt be underſtood that a Confidence has been placed by the 
Proprietor in the Leſſee, that he would preſerve it: It is, therefore, the Duty of 
the Leſſee to perform thoſe Covenants, or not to abuſe that Confidence. 


If the Leſſee has fulfilled that Duty, he certainly has a Right to expect a Pre- 
ference over others on the granting of a new Leaſe ; but if, inſtead of improving, 
or even preſerving the Property, he has injured it, or ſuffered others to injure it, 
as it cannot be ſaid that a Perſon ſhould be rewarded for having broken his Cove- 
nants, committed Waſte, or abuſed his Truſt, I ſhould humbly conceive that the 
Right to expect the Favour of a Renewal is loſt. 


This is not only juſt between the Parties, but is alſo for the Advantage of the 
Property, as it rewards Care, and encourages Improvement. | 


But though this general Rule ſhould be kept in view on every Application for 
the Renewal of a Leaſe, and the actual State of the Property, and the Obſervance 
or Neglect of the Covenants in the Leaſe, ſhould, perhaps, be noticed in every 
Report from this Office on ſuch Applications, yet there muſt be many Caſes 
which require more particular Conſideration; Caſes in which this Rule alone can- 
not be a ſufficient Guide, and in ſome of which, from the juſt and liberal Conduct 
of Government, ſomewhat more than a mere Preference over other Offerers may 
be expected:

iſt, Where the Leſſee of the Crown has entered into Engagements to Sub- 
Tenants which extend beyond the Term of his Leaſe, or the Powers 
veſted in him, but to which he may have, in ſome Degree, been led 
by the Syſtem of Management which has been long continued, 


2dly, Where Houſes have been built, or great Sums expended, by the Leſſce, 
in expectation of a Renewal, at a Time when no adequate Term re- 
mained of the exiſting Leaſe, and where the Intereſt of the Tenant 
of the Tenant of the Crown in the Houſes ſo built or repaired has, in 
ſome Inſtances, been transferred to Purchaſers. 


$dly, Where the Leſſee of the Crown has ſub-let to ſeveral Tenants, whoſe 
Conduct has been different, ſome having improved, others merely 
preſerved, and others waſted the Property they occupied. 


In many of the Caſes now before me, under Reference from your Lordſhips, 
there is a Mixture of the Circumſtances which have been deſcribed : It does not, 
therefore, ſeem neceſſary or uſeful to divide any Obſervations which have occurred 
to me into the ſame Number of Heads; and I ſubmit, with great Deference, to 
your Lordſhips, whether, in Caſes where a Leſſee has, for a profitable Conſidera- 
tion to himſelf, and without the Knowledge or Authority of the Crown, come 
under Engagements or Covenants to be fulfilled after the Expiration of an exiſting 
Leaſe, it may not be conſiſtent with the Liberality which ought to prevail in the 
Management of the Eſtate of the Crown, that the Leſſee ſhould be ſo far enabled 
to fulfil the Covenants, as not to incur Penalties, and ſhould be allowed to retain 


your Lordſhips, and the Law had allowed of the fame Extent of Term as may 
now be granted; that where a Re-building has taken Place, the Rent ſhould be 
equal to the preſent Value of the Ground for building, with ſome Addition for the 
old Matcrials which were then upon it, and which were the Property of the 
Crown; and that, where the Improvement has conſiſted in Repairs of an expen- 
ſive Kind, the Rent ſhould be ſuch as the Surveyor ſhall, upon Oath, certify the 
Premiſſes to have been worth on a Repairing Leaſe for a Term of Years ſuitable 
to the Condition of the Buildings, and the Nature and Extent of the Repairs. 


This Rule, it is apprehended, cannot be deemed injurious to any of the Parties ; 
The Leſſee will not ſuffer from having been miſled by the former Syſtem of 
Management, but will receive all the Advantage which would have been allowed 
to him under the new Syſtem, or if he had applied for a Grant before erecting the 
new Buildings, or carrying on the Repairs or Improvements. The Purchaſer 
from the Leſſee can have acquired,no Right which the Leſſze himſelf was not 
poſſeſſed of, and can, therefore, have no ſeparate Ground of Claim; and the 
Crown will, at the End of the Term of the Leaſe, during which the Money was 
expended, receive back the Property with the fame Adyantages only as if no ſuch 
Improvements had taken place. 


In 
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In the Third Cafe deſcribed, namely, where a Leſſee having ſub-let to ſeveral 
Tenants, ſome of them have improved, and others injured, the Property in- 
truſted to them, more could not certainly be expected by the Leſſee of the Crown, 
than that he ſhould be underſtood to have preſerved his Claim of Preference of 
Renewal to that Parr of the Eſtate let to him which has been preſerved or im- 
proved; for, being reſponſible by his Leaſe for the Whole, it was equally in- 
cumbent on him to protect every Part from being injured, by thoſe to whom it 
was ſub- let by him for his own Advantage; and the Tendency of this Rule will be 
to excite more Attention in the Leſſces henceforward to the Protection and Im- 
provement of the Eſtates granted to them.

By the Act lately paſſed it is provided, that, before granting any Leaſe or Re- 
newal of a Leaſe, © a Survey ſhall be made by Surveyors acting on Oath, and 
« an Eſtimate of the true and fair improved Annual Worth or Value of the 
tc reſpective Eſtates ſo by them ſurveyed and valued, clear of all Taxes, Aſſeſſ- 
ce ments, and Reprizes whatever.“ | 


This Rule would ſerve to aſcertain the Value at which ſuch Eſtates ſhould be 
let, if they were private Property ; but, for various Reaſons, it may, perhaps, be 
deemed adviſable by your Lordſhips, that the Rents of the Eſtates of the Crown 
ſhould be ſomewhat lower than would be demanded for ſimilar Eſtates by 
Individuals. | | 


Under the Syſtem of Management which has long prevailed, Leaſes from the 
Crown have been very beneficial ; and the greater Part of the Value having been 
paid in Fines, computed at a high Rate of Intereſt, the Rents have been very low 
in proportion to their Worth, To demand, under the new Syſtem, a Rent or 

Fine equal to the utmoſt Value, might, perhaps, be complained of as going from 
one Extreme to another, % 


It would ſeem to be deſirable that the Rent, though near to the Value, ſhould 
be ſo reaſonable as that the obtaining a Crown Leaſe may ſtill be reckoned a 
Favour ; that Government may not, after a Leaſe has been granted, be diſturbed 
with Applications for new Allowances or Deductions, or, if ſuch Applications 
ſhould be made, may deem it unneceſſary to attend to them ; that the regular 
Payment of Rent, and the Performance of Covenants, may be inforced, without 
any juſt Ground of Complaint; and that, notwithſtanding that uniform Regu- 
larity, the King may ſtill be reckoned a more defirable Landlord than a Subject 
attentive to the Management of his Property. | | 


If experienced Surveyors, both of Land, and of Buildings, ſhall take every 
Circumſtance into view, and make proper Allowances when they fix the Net 
Rent, ſo as to put the Leſſees of Houſes on an exactly equal Footing with the 
Leſſces of Land, no Reaſon can remain for making the Rates of Deduction dii- 
ferent on thoſe different Kinds of Property; bur it is not caſy to determine what 


Rate 
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Rate of Deduction from the Net Rent ſo aſcertained by the Surveyors will anſwer 
all the Purpoſes which have been deſcribed without ſacrificing too great a Part of 
the Value, It is with great Diffidence that I ſubmit to your Lordſhips Con- 
fideration, whether the Deduction of One Eighth Part of the Net Rent of Land 
Eſtates, and Eftates in Heuſes, would be ſufficient, 


It may, perhaps, be a Matter of ſome Doubt, whether the ſame Kind of Deduc- 
tion from the Rent is neceſſary, or ought to be made, in Leaſes of Ground for 
building. As the Crown has a great Extent of .Ground of this Deſcription ad- 
joining to the Metropolis, a general Deduction from the eſtimated Value, which 
will always be regulated by the current Price of Building Ground, may, perhaps, 
only have the Effect, when generally known, of obliging other Proprietors of 
Building Ground to make a fimilar Abatement, and conſequently of lowering th- 
current Value, by which Means the Object of obtaining a Preference from 
Builders, from the Circumſtance of the Rent being lower, would be defeated; 

and as the Ground Rent forms but a ſmall Part of the Value aſter the Buildings 
have been erected, there is little Danger that ſuch Rents will not be regularly 
paid. 


Thoſe who are entruſted with the Management of the Eſtate of the Crown, to 
which the Attention of Government is more particularly called, ſhould, perhaps, 
endeavour to obtain a Preference to the Building Ground belonging to the Crown 
by other Means; by procuring from the moſt eminent Architects the beſt Plans, 
in point of Beauty and Convenience, for the Extenſion of the Buildings over the 
Crown's Land; by the beſt Diſpoſition of public Sewers, the beſt Mode of 
-lighting the Streets, the moſt -plentiful Supply of Water.; by having Stations for 
Watchmen, Patroles, and Fire Engines, properly placed, ſo as to afford the rea- 
dieſt Aſſiſtance, and the beſt Security to the Perſons and Property of the In- 
habitants; all which Advantages ſhould be deſcribed on thoſe Plans. 


There are many other Circumſtances concerning which it is deſirable, for my 
Regulation, that I ſhould have ſome general Idea of your Lordſhips Opinion. 


In ſeveral Parts of the Eſtate of the Crown in London, the Streets are narrow opening of ne 
and inconvenient, and the Houſes old and ruinous: By preventing ſome from rye a 
being re- built, Openings may be made, which will add to the Accommodation of otters. 
the Public, and, at the ſame Time, increaſe the Value of the Reſt of the Area 


for new Buildings. | 


In all ſuch Situations I would humbly propoſe that Leaſes ſhould not be re- 
newed till a Plan, to the Satisfaction of your Lordſhips, ſhall have been pre- 
pared of the new Streets or Openings which ſhould be made in thoſe Places, 
with a View to the Improvement of .che Eſtate, and the Accommodation of the 
Public. | 


I think it proper alſo to ſtate to your Lordſhips, that in the Management of Mode of grant- 
the Crown's Eſtate, it has hitherto been the Practice, before granting the Re- Lees hen 
newal of a Leaſe of Houſes, to employ a Surveyor to eſtimate the Value of the progifed, aud 
Premiſſes in their actual State at the Time of taking the Survey. In doing this por. 
the Surveyor is preſumed to take into his Conſideration the Repairs or Re- build- 
ing which may become neceſſary during the Term propoſed to be granted; and 
the Leaſe has been always made out as ſoon as the Propoſal has been agreed to 
by the Treaſury ; but the Work to be done has been left entirely to the Diſcre- 
tion of the Leſſee; and it has not been uſual, in any Caſe, for the Surveyor of the 
Crown to attend to the Execution, to ſee that the Work is well and ſubſtantiaily 


2 done & 
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done; nor is any Schedule annexed to the Leaſe, of Fixtures, Faſtenings, or other 


Particulars, which ſhould be left on the Premiſſes when the Term expires. 


In the Management of private Eſtates, the Practice, in moſt Inſtances, is different: 
The Kind of Building to be erected, or the Nature and Extent of the Repairs 
agreed on, are previouſly ſtipulated by a Contract beiween the Parties; a Sur- 
veyor is employed by the Proprietor to attend to the Execution, and makes his 
Report when it is completed; the Leaſe is not granted till the Party is known 
to have properly fulfilled his Engagement, and a Plan of the Buildings, with a 
Schedule of Fixtures, are then annexed to the Leaſe. 


There are Circumſtances relating to the Crown's Eſtates, which would render 
this Rule of withholding the Leaſe difficult, or, perhaps, in ſome Caſes, imprac- 
ticable. 


But in all Caſes, either a Contract may be executed, and the Completion of 
the Leaſe poſtponed till the Plan and Schedule can be annexcd to it, or the 
new Leaſe may contain Covenants for allowing Plans and Schedules to be taken 
whenever the ſuppoſcd Ditficulties ſhall be removed. 


The Miſchiefs which have ariſen from the Lofs of Plans, Surveys, and other 
valuable Documents, formerly in the Office of the Surveyor General of the 
Woods, are very forcibly pointed out and explained in the Reports of the Com- 
miſſioners of the Land Revenue. In this Office, the numerous and very va- 
luable Collectioa of Books, Plans, Surveys, and other Documents, have been 
expoſed to nearly the ſame Hazard, from the Want of ſome-Place of Safety in 
which they might be permanently kept ; and though, in this Office, the greater 
Part have, fortunately, been preſerved, yet, to ſhew that many Lofles, even here, 
have been ſuſtained, I ſhall quote Part of a Memorial to the Treaſury on this 
Subject, from a late Surveyor General, dated 19th June 1769: 


« On examining the Schedule of Plans, Surveys, Books, and other Records 
ce directed to be delivered to me by your Lordſhips' Warrant of the 8th of June, 
« 1] find many Surveys, Rent Rolls, and Returns to Commiſſions loſt and 
«* miſting. On Enquiry I am informed, that they were not delivered to my Pre- 
cc deceſſor, Mr. Herbert, by the Executrix of Lord Gallway, on which Account 
© he never would ſign the Schedule; nor could they ever be recovered though 
© the moſt diligent Enquiry was made after them, and Advertiſements publiſhed 
« with conſiderable Rewards. Many Inſtances of great Confuſion and Diffi- 


c culty have ariſen on the Deaths of Surveyors General, for Want of a regular 


<< Office for the Cuſtody of the Records, and the Leſſees of the Crown to apply 
« to; and, not long ſince, a great Cauſe of Sir George Wynne's was loſt, ſolely by 
« not being able to come at the Books, then in Confuſion, and the Cuſtody of 
« Executors, from whom they could not be obtained, even by a ſpecial and pe- 
« remptory Order from the Lords of the Treaſury. 


« The very great Importance of them, both to the Crown and the Subject, is 
ce ſufficiently apparent, as well as the Danger they are now liable to from Acci- 
« dents (being depoſited in Two or Three different Places) particularly Fire, 
c to which but a few Months ago they were expoſed, by One happening very 
« near them. | | | | 


« ] therefore, with great Deference, ſubmit to your Lordſhips' Conſideration 
« the Neceflity there is for ſame Place of Safety to be fixed on, where they may 
© be depoſited, not to be removed :” And it appears to have been at different 
Times in the Contemplation of the Treaſury, that an Office for the Surveyor 
General of the Crown Lands ſhould be built,

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The Commiſſioners of the Land Revenue have recommended, that, “ in the 5th Report, 
% Office for the Management of the Eſtates of the Crown ſhould be kept and 7818. 
arranged, not only the Entries, Counterparts, and Aſſignments of all Leaſes, but 
&« all Surveys and other written Documents tending to ſhew the Rights of the 
e Crown in any of its Eſtates, or Copies of them, where any Objection ariſes to the 
Removal of the Originals from the Places where they are depoſited. Diſtinct 
© Calendars ſhould be made of thoſe Documents, and Regiſters of all Grants, 
containing any Remainder or Limitation in favour of the Crown. The Writ- 
ee ings relative to the Eſtates of the Crown are, at preſent, difperſed through 
ee many different Offices of Record, and Repoſitories of public Papers, and much 
ec of our Time has been taken up, and a conſiderable Expence incurred, in 
ee ſearching for them.“

If it is your Lordſhips' Intention that what has thus been recommended ſhould | | 
be carried into effect, the Neceſſity of an Office, in which all thoſe Records and |

Upon the whole I muſt beg leave, with great Deference, to repreſent to your Eablihment 
Lordſhips, that if it be your Deſire that, until the State of public Affairs ſhall give gf O's md 
Time to conſider whether Commiſſioners ſhouid be appointed for managing the fary for trant- 
whole landed Eſtates of the Crown, I ſhould, in the mean Time, under your Au- sg Bub- 
thority, attempt to carry into effect the Plan of Management of the demiſable office.

Under the former Syſtem of Management, where Leaſes were renewed as 
often as the Lefſces deſired, with little Alteration in the Terms and Conditions 
of ſucceſſive Leaſes, and without any View to the Improvement of the Eſtate ; 
when Surveys were not always taken, and never upon Oath, as they are now 
required to be; and when the Leaſes were granted without Schedules annexed, 
or even neceſſary. Covenants inſerted, leaving the Property almoſt wholly at the 
Diſeretion of the Occupier, it is obvious that the Execution could not be at- 
tended with very great Labour or Difficulty; but, if Surveys are to be made, and 
Means to be uſed in all Caſes to obtain the fulleſt Information of the State and 
Value of the Property; if, for Eſtates in Houſes, Contracts are to be made firſt, 
and Leaſes granted afterwards, with Schedules annexed to them; and if, for 
Land Eſtates, Covenants are to be inſerted for their Improvement, and Care is 
to be taken that the Engagements of the Leſſees ſhall be. fulfilled ; and if. com- 
plete Regiſters are to be kept, both of the Property and the Documents con- 
cerning it, in the Manner which has been propoſed, there muſt obviouſly be a 
great deal of Buſineſs to be done in this Office, and uniform Attention beſtowed. 
The Number of Officers which, 1 apprehend, muſt be required for the Buſineſs 
deſcribed, and for the Sale of Fee Farm Rents, cannot be leſs than, 


A Secretary, or Deputy, to the Surveyor General. 
A Regiſter of the Crown Lands; and, 
Four Clerks; beſides, 1 


A Porter or Meſſenger, and an Office Keeper. 


1 would, therefore, humbly propoſe, that ſuch of the Officers employed under 
the Commiſſioners of the Land Revenue, as have, by the Authority of your 
Lordſhips, been continued fince the Expiration of their Commiſſion, and em- 
ployed in this Office, ſhould receive the Salaries allowed to them to Midſummer 

Jaſt; and that the Appointments now propoſed ſhould, from that Time, take 
place,

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place, of the ſame Perſons, for the Execution of the Buſineſs of this Office, al- 
lowing ſuch Salaries to them as your Lordſhips ſhall be pleaſed to appoint: And 
if your Lord ſhips ſhould think proper to direct, that an Office ſhould be built for 
the ſafe Cuſtody of the Books and Papers already in the Office, and thoſe to be 
compiled, and for carrying on the future Buſineſs of the Land Revenue, I 
ſubmit to your Lordſhips whether ſuch a Building may not be properly erected 
on the Scite of the Houſe in Scotland Yard, where the Buſineſs is, at preſent, 
carried on, and which is now in a ruinous Condition, and cannot have been in- 
tended for any particular Uſe, having been one of thoſe intended for Sale by a 
late Act of Parliament, which has been ſince repealed. The Situation of that 
Building for the Purpoſe propoſed is preferable to any other, as well on Account 
of its Vicinity to the Treaſury, and the Offices of the Auditors, with which this 
Office has a conſtant Intercourſe, as from its being alſo very near to the moſt 
valuable Part of the Crown's Eſtate, and very central and convenient for the 
reſort of thoſe who have Buſineſs there; and beſides theſe Advantages, and the very 
important one of Security for the Documents and Evidences of the Crown's 
Rights, it will occaſion a Saving of the Rent hitherto paid for-a private Houſe 
for the Office, which, with the Taxes and other incidental Expences, are upwards 
of J. 130 per Annum. . 
All which is ſubmitted, with great Deference, to your Lordſhips Wiſdom.

READ Memorial of John Fordyce, Eſq; Surveyor General of Crown” 
Lands, dated the 5th Auguſt laſt, relative to the general Principles to be eſta- 
bliſhed for regulating the Proceedings in his Department, with reſpe& to the 
granting of Leaſes of the Lands and Eſtates of the Crown, under the Authority 
of the Act paſſed in the laſt Seſſion of Parliament, wherein the Surveyor General 
requeſts the Directions of this Board on the ſeveral Points therein mentiened, 


and ſubmits his Obſervations upon the Subject to the Conſideration of their 
Lordſhips. | 


Read the Act of the laſt Seſſion of Parliament, for the better Management of 
the Land Revenue of the Crown. 


My Lords are of opinion, that the Leſſee of the Crown ſhould have, in all 
Caſes, a Preference over others in granting a new Leaſe; that no Retroſpect 
ſhould be had whether he has improved the Property or injured it; but that all 
Leffees of the Crown ſhould-be informed, in future, that the Preference to Re- 
newal will be forfeited on their Part, if the Property is not preſerved, or if it is 
injured. When more than a mere Preference over other Offers is propoſed, a 
ſpecial Report upon the Caſe, from the Surveyor General, will be expected. 


The Leſſee of the Crown will not be enabled to fulfil Engagements he may 
have entered into with his Sub-Tenants beyond his exiſting Term, unleſs upon 
the ſame Conditions, and at the ſame Rate, as would now be required under the 
Act, for the additional Term, if no ſuch Engagements had been entered into. 
Where Houſes have been built, or Improvements made, in Expectation of a 
Renewal, at.a Time when no adequate Term of the Leaſe remained, my Lords 
are of opinion, that a certain Number of Years ſhould be added to ſuch Leaſe, 
but reſerving the ſame Rent for the additional Term as would have been re- 
«quired, previous to the building, if the Regulations of the Act of laſt Seſſion 
had then been in force, my Lords being of opinion, that they cannot give up ſo 


much of the Crown Eſtate as they would relinquiſh in agreeing to more favour- 
«ble Terms of Renewal in this Caſe. 


My Lords agree with the Surveyor General, that the Crown ſhould be conſi- 
dered as a more deſirable Landlord than a private Individual; but they are af 
Opinion that the Deduction of One Twentieth of the Net Rent, aſcertained by 
;the Surveyors, in the Manner preſcribed by the Act of the laſt Seſſion of Parlia- 


ment, will be ſufficient; and they agree with the Surveyor General, that no De- 
duction ſhould he made in Leaſcs of Ground for building. 


My Lords coincide perfectly in Opinion with -the Surveyor General, that emi- 
nent Architects ſhould be deſired to offer Plans for the general Improvement of 
the Buildings on the Crown Eſtate ; and that no Leaſe ſhould be renewed which 
is inconſiſtent with the general Improvement. If, in adopting this Rule, any 
Caſes of Hardihip ariſe, they muſt be determined according to their reſpective 
Merits, on Application for Relief being made to this Board. 


A a My 
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My Lords approve of the Mode being adopted with reſpect to the Crown 
Eſtate, in granting Building Leaſes, which is ſtated by the Surveyor General to 
be adopted in the Management of private Eſtates; but where this is not prac- 
ticable, the new Leaſe ſhould contain Covenants for allowing Plans and Sche- 
dules to be taken, whenever any Difficulties which prevented it at the Time of 
making the Leaſe may be removed. 


My Lords approve of building an Office for the Surveyor General, and of the

My Lords, | 
EFORE the paſſing the late Act of Parliament for the Improvement and 
better Management of the Land Revenue of the Crown, the Mode of paying 
the Surveyors employed in this Department was, generally, to include the 
Charge for the Survey among the Expences of the Leaſe, and to deduct the 
Amount of both from the Fine. This Mode of Payment was not inconſiſtent 
with the Syſtem which was then purſued:: The Leaſes were renewed as they had 
been originally granted, with little Alteration, except in the Rent or Fine; and the 
Rule naturally, and very properly, followed, was, that each particular Eſtate 
. ſhould be charged with the Expences incident to it: Nor does there now ſeem any 
Reaſon for departing from that Rule-in.the Mode of paying for Surveys of any 
of the Eſtates of the Crown, which are not ſituated in the Metropolis, and 
which, lying diſperſed and at a Diſtance from one another, the Effect of the Ex- 
-pence laid out on any one Eſtate cannot be of advantage to another, nor could an 
very conſiderable Portion of them be conveniently inſpected by One Surveyor. 

But the moſt valuable Part of the Crown's Eſtate conſiſts of Houſes and Building 
Ground in and near London; and many Plans are projected, and ſome have al- 
ready been agreed to by your Lordſhips, for opening new Streets, or widening 

others, making Sewers, removing Markets, and other Alterations, by which, 
though the whole Diſtrict .adjoining will probably be very much improved, each 
Leaſe cannot. be charged with its juſt Proportion of the Expence incurred. 

Beſides the Buſineſs of making Surveys preparatory to the granting of new 
Leaſes, the Care and Attention which ſo valuable a Property requires furniſh va- 
rious Occaſions for employing Surveyors after Leaſes are granted, to ſee that 

Houſes are re-built or repaired in a ſubſtantial Manner, and that Covenants are 
duly performed. There are alſo frequent Occaſions of conſulting Surveyors on the 
laying out of Ground for building ; .and by continuing to employ the ſame Per- 
ſons, they become more completely informed. of all Circumſtarces reſpecting the 


Eſtate, 


* * 
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Eſtate, and better able to ſuggeſt uſeful Advice to thoſe entruſted with the Ma- 
nagement. 

Theſe Circumſtances ſeem to render it adviſable and neceſſary to have one or 
more Surveyors of Houſes conſtantly engaged. I have hitherto employed Two, 
namely, Mr. John Marquand, who has fora great Length of Time been in the Service 


of this Office, and Mr. Thomas Leverton; and I would humbly recommend to your, 


Lordſhips, that in this very important Part of the Buſineſs of this Department, 
there ſhould always be Two Surveyors employed, ſo as to form a Check on each 
other. | 

I have endeavoured to learn in what Manner the Surveyors employed by the 
Corporation of London, and other Proprietors of large Eſtates, are paid; and I am 
informed, that, in ſome Inſtances, the Payment is partly by a Salary, partly by a 
Poundage or Commiſſion on Monies expended, and partly by Bills of Charges 
for making Surveys, Plans, and Deſigns, ſuperintending Repairs or Re- buildings, 
and attending the Committees or Perſons. intruſted with the chief Management; 
and that ſome are paid by the Proprietors, and others by the Tenants. 

It is obvious, that, whatever the Mode of Payment may be, the Expence muſt 
fall ultimately on the Proprietor. It is, perhaps, more likely that the Surveyor 
will intereſt himſelf in his Service when paid directly by him, and become a more 
attentive Check on the Tenant, than when he is to receive his Payment from 
the latter; and, after an attentive Conſideration of the Subject, the following 
Arrangement appears to me the molt eligivle to be adopted in. paying the Sur- 
veyors employed upon this Part of the Crown's Eſtate : 


iſt. That the Charge for Surveys and Valuations made previouſly to the grant- 
ing of Leaſes ſhould ſtill be conſidered as Part of the Expence of the 
Leaſe, and be paid by the Leſſees, and an adequate Abatement made 
from the Fine and Rent on that Account; and that this Charge ſhould 
be proportioned to the Number and Value of the Houſes contained in 
each Survey, according to a Rate or Table of Charges previouſly eſta- 
bliſhed by the Surveyor General, and no other Payment whatever be 
received by the Surveyors from the Tenants: | 
2dly. That in lieu of a Poundage or Commiſſion for ſurveying new Build- 
ings or Repairs, and of Bills of Charges for their Attendance, when re- 
quired, to be conſulted by the Surveyor General on any Subject con- 
nected with their Appointment, they ſhould be allowed a moderate 
Salary ; which ſhould allo be conſidered as a Compenſation for their 
Trouble in giving their Opinion on any Subject referred to them, 
accompanied, if neceſſary, with Sketches or Ground Plans for the 
better explaining the Idea ſuggeſted in their Reports on ſuch Occa- 
ſions, as alſo for the periodical or occaſional Inſpection of Houſes, to 
ſee the State of the Repairs, and for taking Inventories, where it may 
be judged neceſſary, and be directed by the Surveyor General-; and 
that this Salary ſhould be One Hundred Pounds per Annum to each 
of the Surveyors : And, . 
34ly. That for taking Plans of any Part of theſe Eſtates, other than upon the 
granting of Leaſes, and for making Deſigns for Improvements thereon, 
accompanied with Plans and Elevations, or particular Eſtimates, under 
a ſpecial Order from your Lordſhips, or the Surveyor General, they 
ſhould be paid a moderate and reatonable Recompence, upon a Kill 
of Charges to be delivered to the Surveyor General, and ſubmitted to 
your Lordſhips, previouſly to the Payment thereof, 
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I have propoſed this Arrangement to Meſſieurs Marquand and Leverton, 
ſubject to your Lordſhips Approbation, and upon this Condition, that if, after a 
reaſonable Trial, their Emoluments ſhould be found either to exceed or to fall 
ſhoct of what may be deemed a ſuitable Recompence for their Trouble, it ſhall 
be ſubject to any Alteration that your Lordſhips may thiak proper; and if 
your Lordſhips ſhall be pleaſed to approve it on that Condition, I would humbly 
propoſe that Meſſieurs Marquand and Leverton ſhould be paid One Year's

My Lords, . 


ON examining the Schedule vf Plans, Surveys, Books and other Records, di- 
rected to be delivered to me by your Lordſhips' Warrant of the 8th of June, 
I find many Surveys, Rent-Rolls, and Returns to Commiſſions, loſt and miſſin 
On Enquiry I am informed that they were not delivered to my Predeceſſor, Mr. 
Herberr, by the Executrix of Lord Gallway, on which Account he never 
would ſign the Schedule, nor could they ever be recovered, though the moſt 
diligent Enquiry was made after them, and Advertiſements publiſhed with con- 
ſiderable Rewards. Many Inſtances of great Confuſion and Difficulty have 
ariſen on the Deaths of Surveyors General, for Want of a regular Office for the 
Cuſtody of the Records, and the Leſſees of the Crown to apply to; and, not long 
ſince, a great Cauſe of Sir George Wynne's was loſt, ſolely by not being able to 
come at the Books, then in Confuſion, and the Cuſtody of Executors, from whom 
they could not be obtained, even by a ſpecial and peremptory Order from the 


Lords of the Treaſury. 


The very great Importance of them, both to the Crown and the Subject, is 
ſufficiently apparent, as well as the Danger they are now liable ro from Acci- 
dents (being depoſited in Two or Three different Places) particularly Fire, to 
which but a few Months ago they were expoſed by one happening very near them. 
1, therefore, with grear Deference, ſubmit to your Lordſhips' Conſideration 


the 
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the Neceſſity there is for ſome Place of Safety to be fixed on, where they may 
be depoſited, not to be removed. | | 

I find that an Office was intended to be ſettled a few Years ago, and a Piece 
of Ground, now vacant, reſerved for this Purpoſe, the Lords of the Treaſury 
having it under contemplation ; but it was probably dropt on Account of thetr 
Attention being taken up by more preſſing Affairs, War breaking out at that 
Time. 

If your Lordſhips ſhould think proper to carry ſuch a Plan now into Exe- 
cution, and apply ſome Part of the Fines to that Purpoſe, there cannot be a 
more convenient Opportunity, as many Applications are now before your Lord- 
Mips for Renewals, 

But if your Lordſhips ſhould not think proper, I feel ſo great Anxiety for 
ſuch a Charge committed to my Care, that I will beg Leave to petition for a 
Piece of Ground to build one, with a Clauſe of Reſumption in the Power of the

To the Right Honourable the Lord Commiſſioners of His Majeſty's Treaſury, 


My Lords, | 

RECEIVED your Lordſhips* Commands by Mr. Long's Letter of the 23d of 
=* February laſt, tranſmitting to me the Opinion of the Attorney and Solicitor 
General upon the Doubts ſtated in my Memorial of the 5th of November pre- 
ceding, to have ariſen, in certain Inſtances, upon ſome of the Clauſes in the Act 
for the better Management of the Land Revenue of the Crown; and directin 
me to report my Opinion what Alterations in the ſaid Act it may be adviſable 
to ſubmit to the Conſideration of Parliament. 

According to the Conſtruction which the Attorney and Solicitor General have 
put on the Clauſes of the Act referred to their Confideration, it appears, that if 
a ſubliſting Leaſe comprizes more than one Houſe, and an Application is made 
for a Renewal, in conſideration of a Contract to re-build One or more of thoſe 


Houſes, or to erect new Buildings on any Part of the Ground comprized in 


ſuch Leaſe, a new Leaſe cannot be granted, while more than 20 Years of the 
ſubſiſting Leaſe remain unexpired, of any other of the Houſes than ſuch as are 
contracted to be re- built, nor of any other Part of the Ground than that on 
which new Buildings art to be erected. : 

The Inconvenience and Embarraſſment ariſing from ſuch a Reſtriction, from the 
Tendency it has to occaſion the multiplying of Leaſes, and the ſplitting and dividing 
of Eſtates Jet to the ſame Tenants, would be very great, even in the Management 
of private Property, but are much greater in that of the Land Revenue of the 
Crown, on Account of the Expence ot Fees for Crown Leaſes, which are in every 
Inſtance a Charge on the Property, and occaſion a Diminution of tue Rent or 
Fine to be paid to the Crown; and the Attorney and Solicitor General have 
very juſtly obſerved, © that great Inconvenience may ariſe, both to the Leſſees of 
e the Crown, and to the Public, if the Reſtriction is left to operate in irs full 
<< Extent, without any Exception except that which is contained in the 7rh 

On Section 
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& Section of the Act, according to their Conſtruction of that Exception; that 
te thercſore it may be adviiable to apply to the Legiſlature for ſome Regulation 
« in ſpecified Caſes; and that perhaps it will be found neceſſary to extend the 
« Relaxation to Caſes which cannot be ſpecified, by giving ſome diſcretionary 
« Power, and applying certain Terms to the Exerciſe of the Diſcretion which may 
« be fo given.“ 

To obviate the Inconveniencies ariſing from that Reſtriction, as well as 
from the Want of explicit Directions in the Act, with reſpect to the Con- 
ſideration to be paid for Houſes not requiring to be 1e-built, if any ſuch 
Houſes ſhould be comprized in a Leaſe renewed while more than 20 Years 
remain unexpired, I humbly apprehend that an Amendment of the Act is wanting 
to the following Effect : 

1. That where any new Edifice or Building ſhall be erected, or agreed to 
be erected, on Ground granted by any Leaſe from the Crown, and which 
ſhall be of greater Yearly Value than the Ground on which the ſame ſhall be 
built, it ſhall be lawful to grant a new Leaſe, for any Term not exceeding 99 
Years, of the Ground on which ſuch new Building ſhall be erected, or agreed to 
be erected, and alſo of all or any Part of any other Tencments or Hereditaments 
comprized in ſuch former Leaſe, and whereof the greater Part of the Yearly 
Value ſhall conſiſt of the Edifices or Buildings thereon, or of Ground ſet apart 
and appropriated for the erecting of Dwelling Houſes or other Edifices, or for 
neceſſary Gardens, Yards, Curtilages, or other Appurtenances to be uſed and en- 
joyed with the Houſes comprized in ſuch Leaſe, | 

2. That where any new Edifice or Building ſhall be erected, or agreed to be 
ere&ed, on Ground belonging to, or held under any Leaſe from the Crown, for 
the Enlargement of, and to be united to and occupied with any Houſe or other 
Building held under any tber Leaſe from the Crown, it ſhall be lawful to grant 
a new Leaſe or Leaſes for any Term not exceeding 99 Years, as well of the 
Ground on which ſuch new Edifice or Building ſhall be erected, as of all or any 
Part of any other Tenements or Hereditaments comprized in ſuch Leaſes, pro- 
vided that the greater Part of the Yearly Value of the Tenements or Heredita- 
ments ſo to be granted ſhall conſiſt of the Buildings thereon, or of Ground ſer 
apart and appropriated for building, or for neceſſary Gardens, Yards, Curti- 
lages, or other Appurtenances as aforeſaid : And, | 

3. That where any Ground belonging to His Majeſty ſhall be deemed by 
the Lords of the Treaſury fit and proper for Gardens, Yards, Curtilages, or 
other Appurtenances to be uſed and enjoyed with any Houſes or Buildings 
erected or to be erected upon Ground belonging either to His Majeſty, or to 
any other Proprietor, it ſhall be lawful to grant a Leaſe or Leaſes of ſuch 
Ground for any Term not exceeding 99 Years, provided that no Ground be 
granted for Gardens, &c. to Houſes held under any Leaſe from the Crown for 
any Term exceeding the Terms for which ſuch Houſes ſhall have been granted 
or agreed to be granted, | | | 

In all theſe Caſes I would humbly recommend, that the Conſideration to be 

aid to the Crown, whether in Rent or Fine, ſhould be regulated, as nearly as 
poſſible, according to the Principles on which the former Act was framed ; that 
is to ſay: 

T hat for Houſes which are ſubſtantial, or waich do not require, or are not in- 
tended to be re-built, the Rent ſhould be not leſs than Two Third Parts of the Net 
Annual Value ; and that a Fine ſhould be paid for the remaining Part, not to be 
Nag er at a higher Rate than the higheſt legal Intereſt at the Time of granting 
the Leaſe. 

For Gound on which new Houſes are to be erected, and for old and ruinous 
Houſes meant to be re- built, ſuch Rent ſhould be reſerved as ſhall be deemed a 
reaſonable Conſideration for the ſame, without taking any Fine.

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But for Houſes or other Buildings which ſhall be certified by Surveyors not to 
require rebuilding, and which ſhall be of greater Yearly Value than the Ground 


on which they are built, but which a Leſſee may deſire to pull down, in order to 


erect other Houſes or Buildings of greater Value, for his own Accommodation or 

Advantage; for Houles or other Buildings which may have been damaged or 
: deſtroyed by Fire, or Ground on which ſuch Buildings have been erected; and alſo 
for Houſes or other Buildings which ſhall be only in part rebuilt, or to which 
new Buildings ſhall be added; and for Ground to be granted as Gardens, Yards, 
or Curtilages to Houſes already erected or to be erected, whether on Ground be- 
Jonging to His Majeſty or to any other Proprietor, I humbly conceive that a diſ- 
cretionary Power ſhould be veſted in the Treaſury to admit of the Conſideration 
being paid either in Rent only, or in Rent and Fine, provided that where 2 Fine 
ſhall be taken it ſhall not exceed the Proportion of One Third Part of the Net 
Annual Value of the Premiſſes in reſpe& of which the ſame ſhall be paid, nor be 
computed at a higher Rate than the higheſt legal Intereſt. 

I am alſo inclined to think that it may be adviſable to relax, in ſome Degree, 
the Strictneſs of the Prohibition againſt taking Fines for Leaſes of Lands, and 
to veſt in the Treaſury a Power to admit of Fines being taken for ſuch Eſtates, 
not to exceed, in any Caſe, the Proportion of One Third | Part of the Net Annual 
Value, and not to be computed at a higher Rate than the higheſt legal Intereſt, 

J his would, undoubtedly, render the reſerved Rents more ſccure than they would 
be if the whole Conſideration ſhould be taken in Rent; and it is of the greater Im- 
portance to attend to the Security of the Rents, as the landed Eſtates of the 
Crown lie widely diſperſed, and the Rents of large Diſtricts, comprizing ſeveral 
Counties, are collected by one Receiver, without the Aſſiſtance of reſident or local 
Agents. The taking of Fines will, in general, I apprehend, be more agreeable to 
thoſe Leſſees who do not occupy the Lands themſelves, of which there are many 
Examples among the Tenants of the Crown ; and if the Proportion to be taken 
in Fine, and the Rate of Computation, be limited, ſo that the firſt ſhall not 
exceed a Third Part of the Net Annual Value, nor the other be higher than the 
legal Intereſt, and if the Prohibition againſt too frequent Renewals of Leaſes be 
continued, this Alteration will be ſtrictly conſiſtent with the Principles of the 
former Act, and, in my Opinion, cannot be prejudicial, to the Intereſt of the 
Crown, 

It. is apprehended that the Reſtrictions of the Act, as it now ſtands, may be found 
inconvenient in reſpect to the granting of Leaſes of ſome Kinds of Property now 
held under Leaſe from the Crown, and which are of a fluctuating and uncertain 
Value; ſuch as the Profits of Agiſtment of Foreſts diſafforeſted, the Profits of 
Piæ and Poſt Fines ariſing within the Principality of Wales, and County Pa- 
latine of Cheſter, thoſe of Light Houſes or Beacons, and of the Chains for mooring 
Ships in the River T hames, Tolls of Markets and Fairs, Tythes, Fiſheries; 
Ferries, and other Articles of uncertain Produce. The Want of any ſufficient Se- 
curity in Property of this Nature, for the Payment of a fixed Annual Rent 
approaching near to the Value, ſeems to render it eligible for the Crowa to grant 
Leaſes at low Rents, and to take the principal Part of the Conſideration in Fine; 
and as the caſual and precarious Nature of the Income may, in ſome Caſes, render 
the taking of a Leaſe a Speculation of ſome Hazard, it may, perhaps, not be 
pradticable to find Perſons willing to take Leaſes at fixed Annual Rents, or to pay 
Fines in proportion to the Average Yearly Produce, without having ſome farther 
Allowance than the bare Diſcount of 5 per Cent. In Caſes of this Nature, the 
Officers of the Crown may, perhaps, find it neceſſary to have recourſe to the Mode 
of letting by Public Auction, and may be obliged to accept the beſt Offers. they 
Can obtain: It ſeems, therefore, to be adviſable to veſt a Power in the Lords of 

the 
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the Treaſury to grant and renew Leaſes of Property of this Deſcription, for fach 
Terms of Years, not exceeding 31 Years, and for ſuch Fine or Fines, and under 
ſuch Rent, or other Reſervations, and Conditions as they ſhall, from Time to 
Time, think reaſonable and expedient. hs 

The molt uſual Mode of Reſervation in Leaſes of Mines, Collieries, Quar- 
ries, and other mineral and foſſil Subſtances, and that which is beſt adapted to 
this Kind of Property, is a certain Share of the Ore or other Produce in Kind, or 
a Rent or Duty in M oney,payable on the Quantity raiſed. The Act, as it now 
ſtands, requires that the Conſideration for every Leaſe from the Crown, except 
of Houſes, ſhall be an Annual Rent; fome Explanation ſeems, therefore, to be 
wanting, to admit of Leaſes of Mines, Collieries, and other Matters of this 
Nature, being granted for ſuch a Share of the Produce, or ſuch Rent or 
Duty upon the Quantity or Value of it, as the Lords of the Treaſury ſhall think 
proper. 
: Theſe diſcretionary Powers ſeem neceſſary to be confided to thoſe who have 
the chief Controul on the Management of the Croun's Eſtate, on Account of 
the Difficulty of enacting ſpecific Regulations adapted to ſo great a Variety of 
Caſee, and applicable to Circumſtances which cannot be foreſeen, or minutely 
defined, and to enable the Officers of the Crown, in every Cale, to do that which 
may be meoit advantageous to the Property; and there is the leis Danger of any 
improper Uſe being made of thoſe Powers, the whole Proceedings relative to 
the Management and Diſpoſal of every Part of the Land Revenue being required 
to be periodically reported to Parliament. | 

cannot omit this Occaſion of bringing under your Lordfhips' Attention the 
Inconveniencies which have ariſen, with reſpect to Crown Leaſes, and Sales of 
Fee Farm Rents, from the Acts of the laſt Seſſion of Parliament for impoling 
additional Stamp Duties. By one of thoſe Acts (37 Geo. III. c. go.) an addi- 
tional Duty of £.6 per Skin is charged on Crown Leaſes, which were before 
ſubject to a Duty of . 4. By Cap. 111. of the ſame Seſſion, a farther Duty of 
105. is charged on all Deeds whatſoever, without any Exception of Crown 
Leaſes ; and Doubts have ariſen whether, in conſequence of the Proviſions of 
the Act for the more effectually ſecuring the Stamp Duties on Indentures, Leaſes, 
Bonds, and other Deeds (37 Geo. III. c. 19,) and of thoſe of cap. 90. ſec. 6, 
Leaſes from the Crown are not liable to the ſame Dutics for every 15 Common 
Law Sheets of the Quantity contained in ſuch Leaſes. Should it be fo, the 
Duties would, in ſome Inſtances, amount to an enormous Expence ; but in no 
| Caſe can Stamps on Crown Leaſes produce the leaſt Advantage to the Public 
Revenue; for the Stamp Duty being conſidered as Part of the Charges of a 
Crown Leaſe, an additional Allowance muſt be made to the Leſſees for every 
Addition to that Duty, by an Abatement from the Fine or Rent payable to the 
Crown. On this Subject a Caſe has been laid before the Attorney and Solicitor 
General, who, after giving their Opinion on the Points of Law referred to their 
Conſideration, have added, © But although theſe are the Opinions which we 
© have formed upon the different Points ſubmitted to us, after much Conſidera- 
tion of the Subject, it ſeems to us that the ſeveral Acts are ſo looſely penned, 
and with ſo little Attention to the Proviſions of prior Acts, that we cannot 
venture to ſay that the Conſtruction which we have given to the ſeveral Acts 
is clear. The Subject ſeems to require the Interference of Parliament to give 
clear Conſtruction to the ſeveral Acts; and we are unable to diſcover any Ad- 
vantage which can ariſe to the Public frem the Impofition of Duties on Crown 
& Leaſes, where the Amount of the Stamp Duty is neceſſarily conſidered in charging 
« the Fine to be paid.” | 

On the Subject of the Stamp Duties chargeable on Certificates for Sales of 
Fee Farm Rents belonging to the Crown, the Solicitor General has given 


his 
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his Opinion, not only that thoſe Inſtruments may be liable to an increaſed Duty, 
in conſequence of the Act, c. go. of the laſt Seſſion, but that under the Words 
Common Conveyances of Land,” in the Acts of 26 Geo. III. c. 87, and 
34 Geo. III. c. 75, they were before liable to the Duties on Conveyances by 
Bargain and Sale inrolled, which, prior to the Act of the laſt Seſſion, were 105. 
per Skin, and were then raiſed to 2056. The Stamp actually uſed for ſuch Cer- 
tificates from the Commencement of the Sale was that which was chargeable on 
common Conveyances by Leaſe and Releate, &c. which at the Time the Sale 
began was 6s. afterwards increaſed to 75. and by the Act of laſt Seſſion to 
10s, per Skin. Queſtions may, therefore, perhaps, ariſe reſpecting the Validity 
of thoſe Sales, and a Confirmation of them by Parliament ſeems neceſſary for 
the Security of the Purchaſers. 

In conſequence of the Doubts which have ariſen on theſe Subjects, the Clerk. 
of the Pipe has not ventured to complete any one of the Leaſes from the Crown, 
which your Lord:hips have ordered to be granted; and no Sale of any Fee Farm 
Rent belonging to the Crown has taken place ſince the paſſing of the Act re- 
ferred to; nor can any Purchaſes be expected to be made while thoſe Duties re- 
main chargeable on the Certificates, as they would in ſome Cafes make an 
Addition of near Four Years Purchaſe to the Price of the Rents, 

As it is evident that no Advantage can ariſe to the Public from the Stamp 
Duties on Crown Leaſes, ard that thoſe on Purchaſes of Fee Farm Rents 
muſt, in a great Meaſure, operate as a Prohibition to the Sale, and defeat the 
Intention of Parliament in authorizing that Meaſure, I ſubmit, with great De- 
ference, to your Lordſhips Conſideration, whether it may not be adviſable to re- 
peal, if not the Whole of the Duties on Crown Leaſes, ar leaft the new Duty of 
L. 6 impoſed by the Act of the laſt Seſſion, and to exempt thoſe Leaſes from any 
Reſtriction on the Quantity to be inſerted; and whether the Certificates on fu- 
ture Sales of Rents ſhould not be either wholly exempted from Stamp Duties 
{the better to promote the Sale) or that the Amount ſhould be limited to 7 5. 
and no farther Increaſe be made on thoſe Inſtruments ; and I am allo to 
ſubmit to your Lordſhips the Propriety of ordering a Bill to be prepared, to be 
preſented to Parliament, for making ſuch Amendments to the different Acts 
relating to theſe Subjects as your Lordſhips may be pleaſed to approve.

TAE SECOND REPORT of the Surveyor General of 

His MajzsTY's Land Revenue, in obedience to the 

Directions of an Act of Parliament, paſſed in the Thirty- 

fourth Year of His Majeſty's Reign, intituled, © An 

ce Act for the better Management of the Land Revenue 

cc of the Crown, and for the Sale of Fee Farm and other 
«© Unimproveable Rents.” 


T7 the Firſt Report which was preſented by me to this Honourable 
Houle, after he paſſing of the Act of Parliament for the better 
Management of the Land Revenue of the Crown, and for the Sale of 
Fee Farm and other unimproveable Rents, I thought it my Duty to lay 
before this Houſe ſome Account of the Defects and Errors in the ancient 
Mode of Management, under which little Benefit had ariſen from that 
Revenue to the Crown or the Public ; and to give the Particulars, and 
explain the Principles, of the Syſtem which had been recommended for 
the Remedy of thoſe Evils, by the Commiſſioners who were appointed to 
enquire into the State and Condition of the Woods and Foreſts, and Land 


Revenues, belonging to the Crown, and which was afterwards eſtabliſhed 
by the Act of Parliament referred to. 


I alſo deemed it to be incumbent on me to ſtate, not only what my 
own Proceedings had been, in carrying the new Syſtem of Management 
into Effect, but what general Regulations I had propoſed to the Treaſury 
to be adopted, for the Guidance of my Conduct, and that of my ie e 
in Office, with the Determinations of the Treaſury thereon, in order 
that a Judgment might, the more eaſily, be formed whether the Princi- 
ples of chat Syſtem were uniformly kept in View, and whether tlie 
Meaſures which had been ſo recommended were well calculated to pro- 
duce in the End that Improvement in the Land Revenue of the Crown, 
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which the Public had been led to expect; and after giving ſome very 
general Deſcription of the different Kinds of Property of which that 
Revenue is compoſed, I proceeded to ſtate, agreeably to the Requiſitions 
of the Act of Parliament, an Account of ſuch Leaſes as had been agreed 
for on the Part of the Leſſees, and confirmed by Order of the Board 
of Treaſury, ſpecifying the reſpective Meſſuages, Lands, and Tene- 
ments agreed to be demiſed, to whom, for what Terms of Years, 
the Annual Value of the Premiſes to be compriſed in ſuch Leaſes, as 
reported by Surveyors upon Oath, the Rents to be reſerved, the Fines 
to be paid, and upon what other Conſiderations ſuch Leaſes were to be 
granted. | 


To that Account of the Leaſes which had been agreed to be granted, 
was added a Statement of the Fee Farm and other unimproveable Rents 
which had been diſpoſed of, diſtinguiſhing the Produce of the Rents fold 
by. the Commiſſioners of the Land Revenue, from the Produce of thoſe 
ſold by me, as Surveyor General; and, with theſe Particulars, I gave allo, 
in obedience to the Act, a general Account of ſuch other Matters and 
Things touching or concerning the Land Revenue, as ſeemed to me to 
be proper and neceſſary to be detailed in that Report. 


It is my Duty, now, to preſent to this Honourable Houſe, an Account 
of the further Progreſs which has fince been made towards attaining the 
Objects of the Act before referred to; and, in order to convey that 
Information in the ſimpleſt and cleareſt Manner, the ſame Order will be 
attended to here, as was obſerved in the Firſt Report, and ſimilar Sche- 
dules will be given in the Appendix. 


Purſuing that Order, I am, in the Firſt Place, to lay before this 
Honourable Houſe, an Account of the Leaſes which have been actually 
granted ſince the making of my Firſt Report. The Particulars of thoſe 
Leaſes, which are divided into Two Claſles, are given in a Schedule in 
the Appendix: The Firſt Claſs compriſing Tenements or Heredita- 
ments, of which Leaſes had been granted at former Periods ; and 
the other Claſs compriſing Tenements or Hereditaments, which had not 
been before in Leaſe. 


From this Schedule it appears that the Leaſes of the Firſt Claſs 
compriſe Lands and Tenements of the Yearly Value of J. 5,859. 11. 9. 
according to the Eſtimates of Surveyors acting on Oath; that the Rents 
reſerved in ſuch Leaſes are of the Amount of . 2,733. 9. 3. per 
Annum, clear of all Deductions; and that the Fines paid for them 
amount to LF. 7,128. ; that the Value of the ſame Premites by the lateſt 
Surveys, or other Accounts, previouſly exiſting in the Surveyor Gene- 
ral's Office, was no more than /.2,771. 15. 24.; that the Rents 

reſerved 
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reſerved by the former Leaſes were only L. 478. 4. 81. per Annum, 
and were reduced by Allowances for Land Tax to about J. 383. per 
Annum ; and that the Fines paid for them were only T. 2,089. 17. 10. 
The Premiſes compriſed in the Leaſes of the Secc..d Claſs are of the 
Annual Value of £.1,471. 10.; and the Rents reſerved thereon amount 
to £.913. 12. 6. per Annum. For Two only of the Leaſes in this 
Claſs Fines were payable, which amounted to £.1,014. Some of the 
Premiſes compriſed in the Leaſes of this Claſs had before been held by 
Warrants under the Royal Sign Manual, during Pleaſure, at ſeveral 
ſmall Rents, amounting together to J. 9. 6. 8. per Annum. The 
Addition made to the Rents by the Leaſes of the Firſt Clais is about 
L. 2,350. per Annum; and by the Leaſes of both Claſſes about .. 3,253. 
per Annum; and the Increaſe of the Fines is J. 5,952. 2. 2. 


There is alſo given in the Appendix a Schedule of Grants in Perpe- 
tuity under the Great Seal, made ſince the paſſing of the Act for the 
better Management of the Land Revenue: Theſe are only Two in 
Number, and for each of them a ſpecial Act of Parliament was obtained. 
By one of theſe Grants the Inheritance of ſome Lands at Painſhill, in 
the County of Surrey, was veſted in the Truſtees named in the Will of 
Benjamin Bond Hopkins, Eſquire, for a full Conſideration in Money, 
as particularly mentioned in my Firſt Report. The Annual Value of 
this Eſtate, as eſtimated by a Surveyor upon Oath, was J. 102. 18. 3.; 
and the Purchaſe Money paid for the ſame into the Bank of England 
L. 3,193. 17. 1. which was inveſted in the Purchaſe of J. 5, 334. 4. 1. 
Three per Centum Conſolidated Bank Annuities, yielding a Dividend of 
L. 160. o. 6. per Annum. The Value of the fame Premiſes, on 
granting the laſt Leaſe thereof, was rated at C. 50. per Annum; the Fine 
paid for that Leaſe was . 200.; and the Rent reſerved J. 6. 16. 4.; 


Increaſe in Rents 
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and by the other Grant the Manor of Ambell, and divers Lands and 


other e ee thereto belonging, were veſted ; in the preſent Earl 
of Newburgh, reſerving the old Rent of . 16. 9. per Annum. 
This Eſtate had been forfeited by one of the As of the Grantee, 
and was reſtored by the Favour of His Majeſty, under the Authority of 
an Act of Parliament, paſſed for that Purpoſe in the 34th Year of His 
Majeſty's Reign.

By that Act an Opportunity was afforded of diſpoſing of thoſe Parts 
of the Property of the Crown which were found to be leaſt productive,

By the Sale of ſuch Property it appeared to me to be probable, that 
a Fund ſufficien fer the Redemption of a conſiderable Portion of the 
Land Tax charged on the Eſtates not propoſed for Sale, might be raiſed 
from Subjects kitherto, comparatively, unproductive, but convertible 
into a Source of conſiderable Increaſe to the Land Revenue; and the 
Lords of the Treaſury having ſignified their Approbation of what was 
ſubmitted in that Memorial, I was authorized to diſpoſe of the Pro- 
perty compriſed under thoſe Heads. Sundry Sales have accordingly 
been made under the Authority of the Act before-mentioned, and of the 
Act of the laſt Seſſion of Parliament (for conſolidating the Proviſions 
of the ſeveral Acts paſſed for the Redemption and Sale of the Land Tax) 
which determined the Act of 1798, but gave the ſame Powers of Sale 
to the Surveyor General as were contained in that Act. The Monies 
ariſing from thoſe Sales amount to . 74, 158. 18. 7. which have been 
inveſted in the Purchaſe of £.111,666. 16. 9. Three per Centum 
Stock, the Dividend on which amounts to . 3,350. o. 1. per An- 
num. The Rents reſerved in the laſt Leaſes of the Premiſes thus 
diſpoſed of were only £.250. 2. 5. per Annum, reduced by the Al- 
lowance of Land Tax to about J. 201. per Annum; and the Fines

But though tha Means were provided by the Sales of which an Account 
has been given, for the Redemption of a very conſiderable Part of the 
Land Tax charged on the Land Revenue, it was not thought adviſable 
to apply, immediately, the whole Sum arifing from thoſe Sales to that 
Purpote. One Part of the public Object in paſſing the Land Tax Act 
was, indeed, attained, by inveſting the Price of the Eſtates fold in the

Tax purchaſed, which was to be conſidered, and collected, as addi- 
tional Rent; and it was therefore determined to take all the neceſſary 
Steps for aſcertaining what Land Tax was really chargeable on each 
Eſtate of the Crown, thoſe Eſtates being in many Inſtances blended in 
One Aſſeſſment with mixed or adjoining Property of the Leſſees; but 
to poſtpone the actual Redemption of the Land Tax on each particular 
Eſtate, until near to the End of the exiſting Leaſe, or until a new 
Leaſe, or a Sale ſhould be agreed for, when the Tax might be con- 
| ſidered as an Addition to the Annual Value of the Eſtate, in computing 
the new. Rent, or Purchaſe Money. 


Proper Meaſures for aſcertaining the Land Tax chargeable on each 
Eſtate of the Crown, ſo circumſtanced, have accordingly been taken, 
and the Land Tax which has actually been redeemed amounts by the 
Statement given in the Appendix to L- 439. 13. 11+. per Annum, and 
the Stock transferred as the Price of it to £.16,122. 5. 7.; the Annual 
Dividend of which is J. 483. 13. 5. A Part of the Land Tax ſo re- 
deemed, amounting to J. 174. 11. 44. per Annum, has been already 
added to the Value of the Property upon which it was charged, in 
aſcertaining the Rents for new Leaſes, and the Purchaſe Money on 
Sales; and, therefore, forms Part of the Conſideration for. tuch Leaſes 
and Sales, as is ſtated in the Schedules annexed to this Report; and the 
Reſidue thereof, amounting to J. 265. 2. 7. per Annum, is payable, as 
Rent, to the Crown, for the Remainder of the. exiſting Leaſes, but will, 


in like Manner, be conſidered in the Valuations of the Property on 
future Leaſes or Sales. 


The Mooring Chains, which were ameng the Objects recommended 
for Sale in the Memorial beforementioned, were lately held by Lord 
_ Gwydir, by virtue of a Leaſe from the Crown, for a Term which 
would expire on the 26th Day of March 1813, under the Yearly Rents 
of 55. and One-Eighth of the clear Profits. In that Leaſe the Eſtate was 
. deſcribed to conſiſt of.the Chains for mooring Ships in the River Thames, 
below London Bridge, between a Place called Bugby's Hole and the 
{aid Bridge, with all Fees, Duties, and Profits thereto belonging. By 
an Act paſſed in the 39th and 40th Year of His Majeſty's Reign, in- 
.tituled, © An Act for making Wet Docks, Baſons, Cuts, and other 
Works for the greater Accommodation and Security of Shipping, 
* Commerce, and Revenue, within the Port of London, the Moorine 
Chains compriſed in the ſaid Leaſe were appropriated to the Uſe of the 
Public; and Powers for managing and maintaining the ſame were veſted 
in the Corporation of London. That Act alſo made Proviſion for aſcer- 
taining, by Referees therein named, what Compenſation ſhould be paid 
to His Majeſty, and to the Patentee, for the Loſs of their reſpective 
Intereſts in this Eftate ; and the Sum of J. 70,832. 11. 4. was awarded 
to His Majeſty, in full Satisfaction for his reverſionary Right to ſuch of 
' thoſe Chains as were in the actual Poſſeſſion of the Patentee; which Sum

From this Abſtract it appears that the actual Increaſe of the Land Re- 
venue, ariſing from that Part of the Property of the Crown which has 
been let or diſpoſed of, under the new Syſtem of Management, is, in Rents 
and Dividends of Stock, J. 24,4 38. 2. 9. per Annum, and /. 12,637. 3. 5. 
in Fines; beſides what may be derived from Leaſes of Mines, and other 


Property of uncertain Produce, of which a Proportion 1s reſerved to the 
Crown. 


The moſt important of the Improvements ſtated in the Schedules 
annexed .to this Report, has arifen from an Embankment on an Eſtate 
belonging to the Crown, called The Sunk Ifland, in the River Humber. 
That Iſland has been gradually formed by the Accretion of the Warp or 
Soil depoſited by that River. It was firſt granted on Leaſe, in 1669, to 
Anthony Gylby, Eſquire, for 31 Years, under a Rent of C. 5. to com- 


mence from the Embankment of the firſt 100 Acres.—About Seven 
| Years afterwards Colonel Gylby, who had made little Progreſs in the 


Embankment, obtained a new Leaſe, on Surrender of the former, for 
99 Years, at the ſame Rent of L. 5. At his Death the Eſtate devolved to 
his Grandſon, William Gylby, Eſquire, by whoſe Exertions 1560 Acres 


had been embanked and divided into Farms, prior to the Year 1744.— 


In 1755 a third Leaſe was granted to Mrs. Margaret Gylby, at the old Rent 
of J. 5. and for a Fine of J. 1, o50.; and, in 1771, another Leaſe was 
obtained by the fame Mrs. Gylby, for a Term which expired 1 5th March 


laſt, under a Rent of J. 100. per Annum, and for a Fine of . 1, 550. 


On the Application made by the Leſſees for the Renewal of the Leaſe, 


fince the Act for the better Management of the Land Revenue was 
paſſed, I directed the Surveyor employed by me to ſurvey and value 


the Eſtate, to report particularly, not only what was the "end State 


and Value of thoſe Parts of the Iſland which had been embanked, but 


alſo what Improvement could be made upon it by farther Embankment, 


or otherwiſe, and at what Expence. From his Survey and Report, 


made in 1797, it appears that the Quantity of incloſed Land in the 
Iſland was 1561 A. OR. 14P. no Addition to the Embankment having 
been made ſince 1744; that the Outmarſhes contained 3208 A. O R. 21 . 


which together with the embanked Lands were let to ſeveral Perſons for 


Rents amounting to /. 1, 820. per Annum; beſides which there were 
Lands overflowed at the Time of Neap-Tides, and of no Value, contain- 
ing 4663A. OR. 23P. making the Total Contents of the Iſland, at Low- 
Water-Mark, 9432A. 1R. 18P. or nearly 15 Square Miles. 


Of the Outmarſhes containing 3208 Acres, the Surveyor reported 
that 2714 A. 2R. 27P. might be embanked, and that the propoſed 
Embankment, with proper " Drains and Sluices would not only ſerve 
to drain thoſe Lands, and prepare them for Cultivation, but to improve

| the State of the Land before incloſed. The Expence of the new Em- 
bankments, and of the Buildings, Subdiviſion Fences, and other Works, 
neceſſary for coinpleating this Improvement, was eſtimated to amount to 
{-8,949. 18. and when theſe ſhould be executed it was computed that 
the Iſland would be of the Yearly Value of J 3,441. 14. 8. 


A Propoſal having been made to the Leſſees of this Eſtate (the Repre- 
ſentatives of the Family of Gylby) to grant a new Leaſe to them, on the 
Condition of their executing the Improvements ſuggeſted by the Sur- 
veyor, they very readily engaged in the Work, and undertook to expend 
not less than J. 10,000. thereon within Three Years, and to pay a Rent 
of C. 704. 2.8. for the Firſt Year; . 2,090. for the Second Year; and 
L. 3,190. per Annum for the Reſidue of a Leaſe for Thirty-one Years ; 
and I have the Satisfaction to add, that the Scheme has been executed 
with a Spirit of Enterprize and Liberality highly creditable to the Leſſees, 
aud beneficial to the Eſtate; that 2835 A. 2R. 37P., of the Outmarthes 
have been embanked and brought into Cultivation ; and Six new Farm 
Houſes erected, beſides ſeveral other Houſes and Cottages for Artificers 
and Labourers, and a Chapel for divine Service; in all which Works, and 
in the making and repairing of Roads within the Iſland, and communicat- 
ing with the Continent of Yorkſhire, the Leſſees have expended not leſs 
than . 20,000. ; and there is every Reaſon to expect that the Undertaking 
will prove very beneficial to them, and that the Eſtate will revert to the 
Crown at the End of the Leaſe, in a very high State of Improvement. 


I ſtated in my Firſt Report that ſeveral Acts for Incloſures, and other 
Purpoſes affecting the Property of the Crown, and likely to be produc- 
tive of much Benefit to the Country, and Improvement to the Land 
Revenue, had paſſed fince my Appointment ; and I particularly men- 
tioned the Act for the Incloſure of the Commons in the Ifle of Axholme, 
in the County of Lincoln, where the Crown is poſſeſſed of the extenſive 
Manor of Epworth, and a conſiderable Eſtate in Land belonging to it. 
That Incloſure has fince been compleated, and has added to the Value 
of the Eſtate of the Crown there upwards of L. 400. per Annum. Several 
other Acts of the fame Deſcription have alto been carried into Effect, 
with conſiderable Advantage to the Property of the Crown, and more 
are in Progreſs, by which the Value of that Property will be greatly 
increaſed, A Schedule of the Acts paſſed for fimilar Purpoſes, ſince the 
making of my former Report, and on which any Reference has been 
made to me from the Treaſury, is added in the Appendix. | 


In addition to the Account which I have given of the Progreſs actu- 
ally made in the Management and Improvement of the Land Revenue 
of the Crown, I think it incumbent on me humbly to ſtate to' this 
Honourable Houſe What nw Meaſures or Regulations have, ſince the

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SECOND REPORT on rue 
making of my Firſt Report, been ſuggeſted by me to the Treaſury, as 


likely to promote its farther or more ſpeedy Improvement. 


The Plans adopted, with the Approbation, and under the Authority 


of that Board, for the Management of thoſe Parts of the Crown's Eſtates 


which confiſt of Houſes, were pretty fully explained in my former 


Report: but as few of the Leaſes of Land Eſtatcs had then come within 


the Period of Renewal, and as there are not many Subjects on which a 
greater Diverſity of Opinion prevails, or on which it is more difficult to 
determine, than on the Nature and Extent of the Reſtrictions which it 
1s for the Advantage of the Owner of a Landed Eſtate, and of the Public, 
to put on the Occupier, I deemed it adviſable to take as much Time for 
the Conſideration of a Matter of fo much Importance, as the Circum- 


ſtances would allow, before I ventured to ſubmit to the Treaſury the 


particular Covenants which ought to be inferted henceforward in the 


Leaſes of the Land Eſtates of the Crown. 


The Memorial which I preſented on that Subject to the Treaſury is 
given in the Appendix to this Report, and as I have therein pretty fully 
ſhewn the Grounds of the Advice I have preſumed to offer, I think it 
better to refer to that Memorial, than to ſwell this Report by a Re- 
petition of its Contents. I ſhall here only mention, generally, that the 
Principles on which that Advice is founded are, that' the Leaſes 
granted by the Crown being commonly for ſo long a Term as Thirty 
one Years, the Leſſee may be conſidered as having a common Intereſt 
with the Proprietor and the Public during the firſt Twenty-one Years, 
but that during the laſt Ten Years of the Term the Occupier's Intereft 
becomes different from that of the Two other Parties: He may gain by 
exhauſting the Soil, and. therefore it becomes neceſſary for the Sake of 
the Public, as well as the Proprietor, to reſtrain him, during the latter 
Period, by Covenants that will ſecure and preſerve the Improvements 
before made, for the permanent Benefit of the Property. 


The Lords of the Treaſury having determined that a Deduction of 
Five per Cent. ſhould be made in favour of the Tenants of the Crown, 
from the Value put upon Eſtates by Surveyors acting on Oath, in com- 
puting the Rent to be reſerved on granting new "Looks. and ſome 
Doubts having been -entertained whether it was not intended that, 
where Lands were fublet, the Expence of collecting the Rents from the 
Undertenants, which was conſidered alto to — to about Five per 
Cent. ſhould be allowed to the Leſſee, a Memorial was preſented by 
me to the Treaſury on that Subject, and in Anſwer I was directed to make 
no further Allowance on Account of the Expence of Collection, and 


the Deduction to be made was in all Caſes limited to Five Per 
Cent.

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In conſequence of the Authority given to the Surveyor General by the Plans for „ 
Lords of the Treaſury, as mentioned in my Firſt Report, to employ 9 
Architects to furniſh Plans of ſuch Alterations in the different Parts of London. 
London in which the Crown's Eſtate 1s ſituated, as might tend to the 
Improvement of the Property, the Ornament of the Capital, and the 
Accommodation of the Public, various Alterations have been projected; 

but great Difficulties have occurred in the Attempts to carry them into 

Effect, ariſing, chiefly, from the length of the remaining Terms in 

ſome of the exiſting Leaſes. In all the Inſtances in which Improve- 

ments of this Nature have been propoſed, the Ground Rents expected 

from letting the Areas for building, according to the Plans formed, far 

exceed the preſent Rents paid to the Crown for the Houſes, and in ſome 

of them even thoſe which the Leſſees receive from Subtenants; but the 

remaining Terms in the exiſting Leaſes, and other Circumſtances, are 

ſuch, as to prevent the Improvements from being carried into immediate 


Effect; and the Intereſts of all concerned ſuffer by the Delay. 
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Theſe Circumſtances I repreſented in a Memorial to the Treaſury, Appendix, 
ſubmitting whether it might not be adviſable that the Surveyor General N' 18. (A.) 
ſhould be authorized to make Propoſals to the preſent Leſſees of thoſe 
Parts of the Crown's Eſtate which are ſuſceptible of ſuch Improve- 

ments, to allow to thoſe Leſſees the Whole or any Part of the Advantage 
to be derived from them, during the remaining Terms in their reſpective 
Leaſes, provided they ſhall permit the propoſed Improvements to be 


carried into Effect, with the Approbation of the Treaſury, and under 
the Direction of this Office. | 


Such an Arrangement, it was obvious, muſt be for the Advantage of 
all the Parties intereſted. The Leſſee would derive a Profit from the 
Improvement, which he could not by any other Means obtain, during 
the Term of his Leaſe, and the Difficulties ariſing from the Termina- 
tion of Leaſes at different Periods, by which Improvements, ſo much for 
the Benefit of the Crown, and the Accommodation of the Public, are 
obſtructed, would be removed, without depriving the Leſſees of the 
ſame Preference for new Leaſes of any Parts of the Eſtates, to which 
they might be thought to have a reaſonable Claim, as they would have 
had if -no ſuch Alteration had taken place, and under new Rents to 
commence from the End of their former Terms.

quence of more extenſive Works being carried on in that Department, 
Fines for Crown Leaſes began alſo to be paid to the ſame Surveyors 
General; and, on an Average, Sums exceeding . 2, ooo. per Annum 
have been paid to them out of the Fines, in Addition to the Payments 
from the Rents. Finding, however, that the Increaſe of the Rents, 


and other Improvements of the Land Revenue, ſince the Commence- 


ment of the new Syſtem of Management, afforded ample Means of 
ſupplying as large an Amount of Payments to the Surveyors General of 
the Woods as had been drawn by them both from Rents and Fines, I 


thought it my Duty to propoſe that the Fines for Leaſes ſhould in future 


be paid into the Bank of England, and inveſted in the Purchaſe of Three 


per Centum Conſolidated Annuities, and the Dividends be applicable to 


the ſame Purpoſes as the Annual Rents of the Land Revenue, in the like 
Manner as the Dividends of the Stock purchaſed with the Produce of 
the Sales of Fee Farm Rents, and of other Parts of the Land Revenue,

I had Reaſon to know that the Commiſſioners of the Land Revenue 
would have recommended that the whole Conſideration for Leaſes of 
Houſes, for which alone Fines can be now taken, as well as that for 
Leaſes of Lands, ſhould be reſerved in Rent, if it had not ſeemed to them 
to be neceſſary to ſtrengthen the Security for Rents of Houſes, by 
taking a Part of the Value in Fine; and the Neceſſity for paying thoſe 
Fines to the Surveyor General of the Woods no longer exiſting, it 
appeared to me to be adviſable that they ſhould be applied in the Manner 


moſt conducive to the Object of increaſing the per manent Income to be 
derived from the Land Revenue. 


The Lords of the Treaſury have approved of that Suggeſtion; and the 
Authority of Parliament being neceſſary for carrying it into Effect, 
Directions have been given to prepare a Clauſe for that Purpoſe, to be 
laid before Parliament in the preſent Seſſion. 


Though the Statements annexed to this Report ſhew that a very great 
Increaſe of the Land Revenue has been obtained, in conſequence of the 
Change which has been made in the Syſtem of Management, it is 
proper to remark that, in every Caſe, in which it has been ſhewn that 
Houſes have been built, or large Sums expended on Improvements, by 
Leſſees, at a Time when no adequate Term remained of the exiſting 


| Leaſes for their Reimburſement; the Board of Treaſury has aQted 


on the moſt liberal Principles, by granting ſuch additional Term, 
at Ground Rents only, as the Circumſtances ſeemed to entitle the 
Leſſee to expect; and in no Inſtance, that has come to my Knowledge, 
has any Party ſuffered, in conſequence of Expences incurred in the 
Confidence of obtaining a new Leaſe.

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The further Progreſs made in the Improvement of the Crown's Rate ef [ncreals . 
Eſtates, ſince the making of my Firſt Report, tends to confirm the m_ naar 50 
Expectation held out to the Public by the Commiſſioners of the Land greater than ex- 
Revenue, of an important Increaſe in the Income to be derived from * — 

this Source. The Rate or Proportion of Increate of Income obtained, 

on the Parts already granted, or diſpoſed of, is, indeed, greater than 


thoſe Commiſſioners themſelves expected. 
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There would ſeem, therefore, to be Reaſon to hope that, by a ſteady Proſpect of further 
Perſeverance in the ſame Syſtem of Management, not only may the I=provement. 
Crown's Eſtates in Houſes and in Lands, be brought to a high State of 
Improvement, to the great Advantage of the Country, but that the 
Purpoſe ſo well expreſſed in the Civil Liſt Act of Queen Anne, and for 
which the Crown was reſtrained by that Act from alienating its Eſtates 
in Perpetuity, may be attained ; viz. that * the Land Revenues of the 
„Crown may be increaſed, and conſequently the Burthen upon the 
%% Eſtates of the Subjects of this Realm may be eaſed and leſſened in all 
future Proviſions to be made for the Expences of the Civil Govern- 
ment.“ 
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Objections to this Syſtem have, however, been ſtrongly urged in a Obje&ions made to 
Memorial to the Treaſury, ſubſcribed by many Perſons of the higheſt the New Syſtem by 
Reſpectability, all of them Leſſees of Houſes in London, belonging to 3 wy 
the Crown; in which Memorial they ſtate the Grounds on which they 
think themſelves, and other Leſſees of the Crown, entitled “ to have 
« Renewals of their Leaſes upon the Payment of a moderate Fine, or 
« a\mall and reaſonable Rent, in the like Manner as Renewals of Leaſes 


had from Time immemorial been granted.“

My Lorvps, 


N order to carry into Effect the Proviſiens of the Act of the laſt Seſſion of 
Parliament, Cap. 60, relative to the Redemption of the Land Tax charged on 
the Eſtates belonging to the Crown, i: becomes neceffary for me to ſubmit to 
your Lordſhips Conſideration what Parts of thoſe Eſtates may be moſt eligible 
and proper to be ſold for raiſing a Fund for this Purpoſe ; and likewiſe to ſolicit 
your Lordſhips Inſtructions with reſpect to the Mode to be adopted for aſcer- 
taining the Value thereof, and acquiring, according to the Directions of the Act, 
the beſt Price which can be obtained for the ſame. 


In the Arrangements to be made for this Purpoſe, it is undoubtedly proper that 
tie general Advantage and Improvement of the Landed Eſtate of the Crown 
ſhould be kept in View; and it is deſirable that ſuch Parts of the Property ſhouid 
be ſelected for Sale as are leaſt productive in proportion to their Value, and ſuch 
as are likely to be of more Value to the Individuals who may be the Purchaſers 
than they can be to the Crown, if retained. 


The Articles of this Deſcription may, I apprehend, be compriſed generally 
under the following Heads : 


1. Such Manors or Lordſhips belonging to the Crown as conſiſt of Manerial

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There is a Ninth Kind of Property from which perhaps a conſiderable Sum 
might be drawn, and which it is extremely deſirable to be avle to diſpoſe of with- 
out ſpecial Acts of Parliament; namely, thoſe Parts of the Waſtes belonging to 
the Crown in Wales, the Poſſeſſion of which has been uſurped, or encroached 
upon, and the Soil improved by Individuals; who, though they would oppoſe 
any Attempt of the Crown to recover the Lands, would probably conſent to pay a 
good Price for a Confirmation of their Titles, 


From the Sale of Articles of the above Deſcription, it is probabl= that a Fund 
may be raiſed ſufficient for the Redemption of a conſiderable Portion of the Land 
Tax charged on the other Parts of the Land Revenue, withour any material Dimi- 
nution of the preſent Annual Income ariſing therefrom. 


In aſcertaining the Value of the Property to be diſpoſed of, I apprehend that 
the Rule preſcribed by the Act for the better Management of the Land Revenue, 
relative to Eſtates to be granted by Leaſe, muſt be adhered to in all Caſes where 
tt will be found to apply ; namely, that an actual Survey ſhould be made by 
practical and competent Surveyors upon Oath, where the Value of the Premiſes 
is capable of being aſcertained by Survey. This, thongh not expreſsly directed 
by the Act for the Sale of the Land Tax, ſeems clearly to be intended by that 
Clauſe of the Act which empowers your Lordſhips to order any Expences that 
may be neceſſarily incurred“ for making Surveys of the Eſtates, or otherwiſe, in

Bur in the caſe of Manors, and more eſpecially of fech as conſiſt principally of 
Manerial Rights extending over the private Property of Individuals, and which 
have little or no Land belonging to them, and the Value of which to the actual 
Poſſeſſor depends more on the degree of perſonal Convenience ariſing from the 
Privileges annexed to the Manor, than the pecuniary Profit which ir yields, it 
ſeems to me, that the belt Price is moſt likely to be obtained by means of the 


Competition which would probably be occaſioned by advertiſing the Sale of 
ſuch Manors, and deſiring that Perſons inclined to treat for the Purchaſe thereof 


would deliver Propoſals in Writing to the Surveyor General, ſtating the higheſt 
Price they are willing to give for the ſame ; and therefore I ſubmit to your Lord- 
ſhips whether that Mode ſhould not be adopted in the Sale of Articles of this 
Deſcription, unleſs in any particular Inſtance a Sale hy private Contract ſhall be 
deemed by your Lordſhips more likely to be for the Advantage of the Public. 


It will however be neceſſary, in theſe Caſes, that Rentals ſhould be previouſly 
obtained of the Quit Rents of ſuch Manors, and exact Returns of Courts held, 
and of Fines, Heriots, and other caſual Profits, with Accounts of Commons and 
Waſtes belonging -thereto, and ſuch other Particulars as may be neceſſary for 
forming a Judgment of their Value; and therefore I humbly ſubmit that it may

be proper that I ſhould be authorized by your Lordſhips to require Accounts of 
thoſe Particulars from the reſpective Stewards, to be verified on Oath if required. 
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The Price to be paid for Articles of che Ninth Claſs I apprehend can only be 


ſettled by Treaty with the Poſſeſſors of the different Encroachments, in which the 
length of Poſſeſſion, and other relative Circumſtances of each Caſe, may be taken 


into Conſideration; for which Purpoſe it may be neceſſary to employ ſume active 


and intelligent Agent to inveſtigate the Facts, and to treat with rhe reſpective 


Parties on the Spot, under the Direction of the Surveyor General, and ſubject to 


your Lordſhips Approbation. 


The Act authorizes the Surveyor General to contract with any Perſon or Per- 
ſons, Bodies Politic or Corporate, for the Sale of any Manors, Meſſuages, Lands, 
&c. belonging to the Crown, for the beſt Prices or Conſiderations in Money, which 


he ſhall be able to procure for the ſame; but directs that no ſuch Contract ſhall 


be made without a ſpecial Warrant to be iſſued for that Purpoſe from the Trea- 
ſury. It will therefore be neceſſary for the Surveyor General, on every Treaty for 


a Sale, and previouſly to the entering into any Contract, to report to your Lord- 
ſhips the Particulars of every ſuch Treaty, and of the Property which is the Subject 


of it; the Means employed for aſcertaining the Value; - the Expences neceſſarily 


incurred in relation to the Sale; - and the Net Sum to be paid into the Bank, to 


be inveſted in the Purchaſe of Three-Per- Cent. Annuities. Your Lordſhips will 
therefore have the fulleſt Information, and moſt complete Control on every Pro- 


ceeding relative to this Subject; and it would ſeem therefore only to be neceſſary

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Y the Civil Lift Act of Queen Anne, which was intended not only to reſtrain the 

Crown from alienating its Lands in Perpetuity, but to citabliſh a better Courſe 

of leaſing the Eſtates of the Crown than was before in Practice, the granting of 

Leaſes of the Land Eſtates for a longer Term than 31 Years was prohibited; nor 

could a lower Rent be reſerved for any Eſtate than had before been paid for it, nor 
leſs than One-Third of the Value in Cafes where no Rent had before been reſerved : 


The reſt of the Value might be taken in Fine, but no Regulations were preſcribed 


relative cither to the Rate of Diſcount to be allowed in computing the Fines, or to 
the Periods of renewing the Leaſes; nor was any Proviſion made that the Value 
Mould be aſcertained by rhe Oath of a Surveyor, The Practice of renewing Leaſes, 
whenever Applications were made by the Leſſees, was continued aſter that Act was 


paſſed ; and no Covenants were inſerted in the Leaſes reſpecting the Management 


ot the Land. 


Under a Mode of Proceeding ſo looſe and unguarded, few Improvements 
could be expected; nor if Improvements were made could the Preſervation of 
them be ſecured ; and the Income ariſing from the Rents and Fines was very in- 
adequate to the Value of the Eſtates granted. 


To prevent the Continuance of thoſe Evils, the Act of 1794 was pailed, for the 
better Management and Improvement of the Land Revenue of the Crown. By 
that Act a very different Syſtem has been eſtabliſned; and though it 1s ſtill allowed 
to grant Leaſes of Lands for 31 Year:, no Renewal of ſuch Leaſes is permitted 
till within Five Years of the End of the preceding Term; the Value of the Eſtates 
muſt be aſcertained by Surveyors acting upon Oath; and by an Order of the 
Trealury, nor more than g per Cent. is deducted from the Yearly Value fo aſcer- 
tained, in fixing; the Rent to be paid by the Leſſee for the Term of the new Leaſe. 


The new Syſtein of Management eſtabliſned under this Act of Parliament has 
already produced a very conſiderable Increafe of the Land Revenue of the Crown ; 


and is likely, if ſteadily perſiſted in, to be attended with all the Advantages and 


Improvements which were expected from it. It is obvious, however, that, as the 


Rents are now brought ſo much nearer than formerly to the actual Value of the 


Land, as to leſſen the L. xpectation of Advantage from a Renewal, ſome Covenants 
are neceſſary to be inſerted in the new Leaſes, to protect the Property from Waſtes 
and to tender thoſe Improvements laſting. 


Shortly after the paſting of the Act referred to, a Memorial was iaid before the 
Lords of the Treaſury by me, propoſing that ſome general Principles ſhould be 
eſtabliſhed for regulating the Procee:lings in this Department; but, as few of the 
Leaſes of Land Eſtates were at that Time fo near expiring as to be very ſoon re- 
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- newable, I thought it right to poſtpone, for further Conſideration, the ſuggeſting of 
ſuch Covenants or Reſtrictions on the Management of the Leſſees as it might be ad- 

viſable to inſert : But many Leafes of Eſtates of conſiderable Value having lately 

come within the Period of Renewal, and ſome new Leaſes having been agreed for, 
it becomes now my Duty to ſuggeſt what occurs to me on this important Subject, 
and to call for your Lordſhips Attention to it, that ſuch Rules may he laid down 
for the Direction of thoſe who may hold this Office, re ſpecting the Covenants which 
ſhould be inſerted in the Leaſes of Lands, as may be beſt ſuited to the Circum- 
| ſtances. 


In the Inſtructions given to the Surveyors employed by this Ofice to ſurvey 
Land Eſtates, they are directed to ſet forth what Covenants they would recommend 
to be inſerted in the new Leaſes, and to put ſuch Rents on the Eſtates as they think 
them worth under thoſe Covenants. From the Value ſo eſtimated, a Deduction of 
5 per Cent, is directed by the Treaſury to be allowed to the Leſſee in Poſſeſſion, in 
. aſcertaining the Rent to be paid on a Renewal; and a Term of 31 Years has been 
generally g granted. No Doubr, therefore, can exiſt, as to the Underſtanding between 
the Parties; and the Leſſees can have no Right to complain. of the Inſertion of 
. reaſonable Covenants, or of their being obliged to fulfil them; but it is deſirable to 
give as much Liberty as can with Safety be given to the Leſſees; and the Object 
of Conſideration is rather how little Reſtraint it is neceſſary to require, than how 
much may with Juſtice be inſiſted on. 


That Syſtem of Huſbandry is 1n all Reſpects the beſt by which, without ex- 
hauſting the Soil, and with the greatelt Profit to the Occupier, the moſt Food or 
Nouriſhment can be produced; or, in other Words, the greateſt Number of People 
can be maintained. Theſe Conſiderations undoubtedly demand Attention in this 
Country, in which, in the actual State of its Population and Agriculture, a ſufficient 
Quantity of Food is not raiſed, from all the Land now in Cultivation, for the Suſ- 
. tenance of the Inhabitants ; and perhaps, where ſo great a public Object is added to 
the Inducement ariſing from private Intereſt, this Subject calls more particularly 
for the Attention of thoſe who are entruſted with the Management of the Eſtates 
of the Crown, than that of any other Perſons. 


But though it may not be very difficult to point out what Plan of Management 
hitherto known or practiſed is, with this View, to ve preferred, ſtill it is to be con- 
ſidered that Agriculture, as a Science, is yet in a Manner in its Infancy, and that 

much greater Attention has, within theſe few tears, been given to it by Men likely 

to make uſeful and important Diſcoverics in the Methods of improving the dif- 
 &rent Kinds of Soil, than at any former Period: Care ſhould therefore be taken 
not to inſert in Leaſes, for ſo long a Term as 31 Years, any Covenants which may 
prevent the Leſſce from adopting. ſuch improved Syſtem. _ 


Where Leaſes are granted only for ſhort Terms, the Owner and the Occupier 
have obvioully oppoſite intereits. As it is for the Advantage of the one to take 
all that he can from the Land, without regard to the State to which it may be 
reduced by exhauſting or impoveriſning Crops, it muſt be the Care and Endea- 
vour of the other to prevent any Crops from being taken which may tend to 
diminiſh the Value of the Soul; and 224 Care will ſometimes lead the Owners, 
from 
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from over-caution, to inſiſt on Covenants which may prevent the Land from being 11 
turned to its molt profitable Uſe. iN 
| 


But the Term of 31 Years granted by the Crown avoids that Danger: Tt 9 
leaves to the Occupier ſufficient Time to repay himſelf for any Advance of . 
Money on the Improvement of the Land in the early Part of his Leaſe; and, for Fg 
much the greater Part of it, he has a common Intereſt with the Crown, it being WM. 
for the Advantage of both that the Management ſhould be ſuch as to make the . 

Land as productive as poſſible. 


During that early Part of the Term, therefore, few Reſtrictions, I apprehend, | 
can be neceſſary; and I would humbly recommend to your Lordſhips, under all 11 
the Circumſtances which have been ſtated, that, beſides the uſual Covenants for Kr 
Payment of the Rent and Taxes, and repairing the Buildings and Fences, Cove- 
nants to the following Effect be inſerted generally in Leaſes of Lands belonging to 
the Crown : |

10 per Acre for every Acre of 
the reſt of the Land not cropped and managed according to the Conditions 
agreed on. | 


If theſe Covenants ſhould meet with your Lordſhips Approbation, I would 
further recommend that a Minute of the Treaſury ſhou!d be ſent to this Office, 
directing that the Surveyor General ſhall henceforwards inſert them in all Leaſes 
of Lands belonging to the Crown, except in ſuch Caſes as may from the Nature of 
the Soil, or other Circumſtances, require a different Courſe of Aanagement; and 
that in all ſuch Caſes the Surveyor General ſhould be required to inſert ſuch Co- 
venants as ſhall appear to him to be moſt proper, for the particular Caſe in which 
ſuch a Deviation ſtall be neceſſary. 


By the Means now propoſed, I humbly apprehend that ſufficient Liberty will be 
allowed to the Leſſees to enable them to cultivate their Lands to the beſt Ad- 
vantage, profiting by any Diſcoveries which may be made in the Management of 
Land; and that the Eſtates will revert to the Crown, at the End of the Leaſcs 
granted on thoſe Conditions, in an improved State, from which a further Increaſe 
of the Land Revenue may be expected. 


It may not perhaps be too ſanguine to expect that the Advantages which muſt 
ariſe from a ſteady Perſeverance in the ſame Pian of Management of the Eſtates of 
the Crown, and a continued Attention to the Performance of Covenants, will not 
be confined to thoſe Eſtates only ; there are few Parts of England in which the 
Land in Tillage is brought to the higheſt State cf Cultivation, Great Improve- 
ments require an Advance of Money not to be expected from Tenants, without 
Leaſes of ſuch Duration as to afford a reaſonuble Froſpect of getting back that 
Money with Profit; and perhaps no Caule has more contributed to retard the 
Progreſs of Agriculture. than that unwillingneſs to grant ſuch Leaſes which too 
commonly prevails, | 


Some great Plans of Improvement have already been undertaken and executed on 
the Property of the Crown, ſince the Introduction of the new Syſtem of Manage- 
ment; and it is notsimpoſſible that, on ceing their Succeſs, the Example may be 
followed by private Proprietors, and a ſimilar Syſtem adopted by them. Leaſes, 
which it is apprehended need not in mcſt Caſes be for more than 20 Years, may 
be more readily granted, and better Cultivation, and the general Improvement of 
the Country, may by theſe Means be promoted and accelerated. 


Jam aware that there are Parts of the Landed Property of the Crown, which it 


it will not be an eaſy Matter to bring under ſuch Regulations as are here pro- 
poſcd. 
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Leſſees, by whoſe Families Eſtates have been long held without any Reſtriction, 
who have let thoſe Eſtates on what Conditions they pleaſed, and been accuſtomed 
to no Control, will not like to ſubmit to Covenants, however neceſſary, for the Im- 
provement of the Land, or to Penalties for the Prevention of exhauſting Crops ; 
but as there can be no Security, except by Means of ſuch Covenants, that Im- 
provements will be made, it is certain that no prudent Individual would grant his 
Land for ſo long a Term as 31 Years without them; and they are ſtill more ne- 
ceſſary in the Management of the Eſtates of the Crown, which cannot have the Ad- 
vantage of being under the immediate Inſpection of the Proprietor. 


Taking the Matter in a very general Point of View, it is undoubtecly of Im- 
portance to the whole Kingdom, that every Part of it ſhould be brought to the 
higheſt State of Cultivation of which it is capable; and no Obſtacle to its Im- 
provement ſhould remain which it is in the Power of Government to remove. 
Upon the Whole, therefore, if there do exiſt Circumſtances which prevent the 
Crown from taking thoſe Means that are neceflary ro make the Improvement of 
any of its landed Property as certain as it may be made in the Hands of Indivi- 
duals, the Public Intereſt would ſeem to require that Eſtates of that IDeſcription 


ſhould be ſold, and the Price inveſted in the Purchaſe of Three per Cent. Con- 
ſolidated Annuines, like the Fee Farm Rents, and other unimproveable Subjects. 


If the general Principle here recommended of ſclling all ſuch Eſtates as would 
more probably be brought into the higheſt State of Cultivation it they belonged 
to private Proprietors, than if they ſhould remain the Property of the Crown, 
ſhall be adopted by your Lordſhips, it will be neceſſary to have Powers for that 
Purpoſe from Parliament, which perhaps may be molt eaſily obtained by having a 
Clauſe inſerted in the propoſed amended Act for the Sale of Land Tax, to enable 
the Lords of the Treaſury to ſell ſuch Eſtates as it might appear to them that ir 
would be moſt advantageous to the Crown to diſpoſe of, though the Amount of the 
Sums ariſing from ſuch Sales, in Addition to thoſe already authorized to be made, 
ſhould exceed the Price of the Land Tax to be purchaſed. It will alſo be neceſſary 


to determine what Mode of Sale is to be taken, whether by public Auction or by 


making known the Intention to ſell, and receiving ſealed Offers, in the Manner 
that has, in ſeveral Inſtances, been purſued, or by private Contract. 


Little Doubt can, I think, be entertained that the firſt is the moſt likely to excite 
Competition; bur if, from Attention to the Leſſees, the laſt ſhould be thougit to 
be a more proper Mode of proceeding, your Lordſhips will be pleaſed to fix the 
loweſt Price that the Surveyor General may accept of; and I ſubmir to your 
Lordſhips Coniideration, whether it may not be advilable that this ſhould be re- 
gulated by a Reference to the Price of Stock at the Time of Sale. 


If it ſhall be determined not to ſell Land Eſtates, unleſs Six Years Purchaſe at leaſt 
of the Rent put upon them by a Surveyor, acting upon Oath, can be obtained beyond 


the Price which the Three per Cent. Conſolidated Annuities thall bear at the Time 


of Sale, the Increaſe of Income ariſing from the Dividends, when compared with the 
Net Rent that would be received from the Leiſ-e, will (as appears from the ſub- 
joined Calculation) be no leſs than 37 per Cent. on that Rent, when the Price of 
Stock is 75 per Cent., varying a little as the Price way rife or fall. But as by the 


Sale of Land, and the Purchaſe of Stock, the Kind of Income will be changed from 
1 One 
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one that may be improved to one that cannot increaſe, I ſubmit, with great Deſerence 
to your Lordſhips, whether, in ſtrift Conformity with the Intention of the Civil Lit 
Act before referred to, © for the Increaſe of the Land Revenue of the Crown, io 
« that the Burthen upon the Eſtates of the Subject may be eaſed and leſſened, in all 
6. future Proviſions to be made for the Expences of the Civil Government,” it 
might not be proper to inveſt regularly, i in the ſame Stock, the Difference between 
the Rents of the Eſtates ſold and the Dividends arifing from ſuch Sales. This 
would occaſion an annual, and not inconſiderable, Increaſe of Income, during the 
Whole of the Term of the Leaſe; and which, at the End of the 31 Years, would 
amount to L. 162. 35. 2. of Dividends, inſtead of C. go. of Rent from Land; and 
perhaps this is all that ſhuuld be done by Parliament, leaving the whole Dividends 
of Stock, like the reſt of the Land Revenue, under the Management of the Trea- 
ſury, and applicable to the ſame Purpoſes. 


But, in order to judge of the comparative Advantages of felling, or of retaining, 
Eſtates of the Kind which has been deſcribed, it is neceſſary to conſider what would 
be the Reſult of a regular Inveſtment, in the ſame Manner, of the Dividends which 
will ariſe on the Stock produced by the annual Application of 37 per Cent., as 
before mentioned, during 31 Years, which is the Length of Term propoſed to be 
granted, if the Lands ſhould be let on Leaſe. For this Purpoſe a Calculation, 
including that additional Inveſtment, is alſo ſubjoined, which ſhews that the Advan- 
tage to be derived from the Sale of ſuch Eſtates, even by private Contract, at only 
Six Years Purchaſe higher than the Price of the Funds at the Time of Sale (being 
a Net Produce in Dividends of £.204. 135. 9d. per Annum, inſtead of a Net 
Rent of FC. go. for every £.100. a Year in Land) is much greater than can be ex- 
pected from keeping the Eſtates, without Conditions in the Leaſes enforcing the 
Improvement of the Land, more eſpecially as at the End of the Term, if granted, 
the. ſame Difficulty would probably remain from the Objections to Covenants for 
Improvement, ſtrengthened by ſtill longer Poſſeſſion, and by the Precedent of a 
Leaſe granted without ſuch Covenants after the Eſtabliſhment of the new Syſtem of 
Management. If the Mode of public Sale ſhould be preferred, and if any Judg- 
ment can be formed from the Price obtained in ho Inſtances where there has 
been Competition, the Advantage by the Sale will be {till much greater in Propor- 
tion to the advanced Price which that Mode of Sale ſhall produce. 


A farther Advantage will accrue, from adopting the Meaſure of Sale, in the 
faving of the Expence of the Fees and Stamp Duties for Crown Leaſes, which are 
in no Inſtance leſs than /. 70, and in ſome much more, and for which an Abate- 

ment is, in every Inſtance, made from the Rent or Fine; and likewiſe in regard to 

the Charge, and occaſional Loſs, attending the Collection of the Rents, as the Divi- 

dends will be received without Loſs, and with little or no Expence,

BY the Regulations eſtabliſhed by the Minute of the Treaſury of the 4th of No- 

vember 1794, relative to the granting and renewing of Leaſes from the Crown, 
the Rate of Advantage to be allowed to the Tenants of the Crown was limited to 
a Deduction of Five per Cent., or One-T wentieth Part of the Net Rent aſcertained 
by Surveyors acting on Oath, in the Manner preſcribed by the Act paſſed in 17 94, 
for che better Management of the Lard Revenue of the Crown, ® 


And, by the ſame Regulations, it was eſtabliſhed that the Leſſee of the Crown 
ſhould, in all Caſes, have a Preference over others in granting a new Leaſe. 


On a general View of the Land Eſtates of the Crown, it appears that very few of 
them are actually occupied by the Leſſees: The greater Number, and moſt con- 
ſiderable of thoſe Eſtates, have been granted by the Crown to Perſons of Rank and 
Fortune, by whom they are let out to Undertenants ; and thoſe Leſſees are con- 
ſequently Middle Tenants between the Crown and the Occupiers. 


In almoſt all the Inſtances of this Nature, but more eſpecially in thoſe where the 
Property is extenſive, or the Undertenants numerous, and the Leſſees reſiding at a 
Diſtance, Agents are employed to collect the Rents, and manage the Eſtates on the 
Part of the Leſſces; and it is conſtantly urged by Perſons treating for Renewals of 
Leaſes, that the Deduction of Five per Cent. allowed to the Leſſees, is barely ſuffi- 
cient to defray the Expence of collecting the Rents and other Charges incident to 
the Management cf the Property; and that, unleſs a Deduction is made to anſwer 
that Expence, the Intention of Government to allow the Leſſces a Profit of Five per 
Cent. cannot take Effect. 


The Surveyors employed by me to value the Eſtates, have, in no Inſtance, been 
directed to make any Allowance or Deduction on that Account, in aſcertaining the 
Net Rent or Value of the Property; nor do 1 conceive that they are authorized to 
do ſo, being required by the Act of Parliament “ to eſtimate the true and fair annual 
* Worth or Value of the reſpective Eſtates, clear of all Taxes, Aſſeſſments, and 
« Reprizes whatſoever,” (among which, the Expence of collecting the Rents is not 
neceſſarily included) and to verify their Surveys upon Oath. 


Tt is incumbent on me, therefare, to ſubmit this Point to your Lordſhips Con- 
fideration, and to crave your Directions upon it, not conſidering myſelf at Liberty 
to make any Allowance on that Account, without your Lordſhips Authority. 


Should your Lordſhips be of Opinion that ſuch an Allowance ſhould be made to 
the Leſſees of Land Eſtates, I humbly ſubmit that the Proportion of Five per Cent. 
vill not be more than a reaſonable Deduction on that Account; for though it may, 
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in ſome Inſtances, exceed what is actually paid for the bare Collection of the Rents, 


there are other Expences to which the Leſſees are liable for occaſional Journies of 


Agents, and other Incidents, which, on the Whole, are probably not under that 
Rate. I beg Leave, however, to obſerve to your Lordſhips, that this Allowance 
ſhould be confined to ſuch Eſtates, or Parts of Eſtates, as are actually ſublet; for 
where the Leſſee is himſelf the Occupier, he is not only in ſo far exempt from Ex- 
pence or Trouble for collecting Rents, but poſſeſſes the Advantages ariſing from 
the Occupancy, in Addition to the Five per Cent. allowed to him as Leflte.

IN two Memorials to the Treaſury, dated the 12th July 1793, and 5th Auguſt 1 
1794, I repreſented that the Crown was poſſeſſed of an Eſtate in London of . 
very great Value, and comprehending many entire Streets; that in ſeveral Parts 
of it Alterations might be made, when the exiſting Leaſes ſhould terminate, which i 
would contribute to the Improvement of the 'Property, the Ornament of the Ca- | 
pital, and the Accommodation of the Public; but that the Leaſes of different 
Portions of that Eſtate, expiring at different Periods, created Obſtacles to thoſe de- 
firable Alterations ; and I recommended to their Lordſhips that in all ſuch Caſes the 
Renewal of Leaſes ſhould be poitponed, till Plans, to the Satisfaction of their Lord- 
ſhips, ſhould be obtained from the moſt eminent Architects, for the projected Im- 
provements, fo that no future Leaſe might be granted inconſiſtent with the Plan that 
might be adopted: And, in Anſwer to what I fo ſtated, a Minute of the Treaſury was 
tranſmitted ro me, dated 4th November 1794, in the following Terms; © My 
Lords coincide perfectly in Opinion with the Surveyor General, that eminent 
« Architects ſhould be deſired to offer Plans for the-general Improvement of the 
e Buildings on the Crown's Eſtate ; and that no Leaſe ſhould be renewed which is 
ec inconſiſtent with the general Improvement.” 


In conſequence of this Determination, Architects were applied to, and ſeveral Plans 
were obtained, ſome of which were approved of; but from the Difficulties which oc- 
curred in ſome Inſtances, on Account of the Length of the remaining Terms in the 
exiſting Leaſes, and from the Expectation that there would be an increaſed Compe- 
tition, for Ground in eligible Situations for building, on the Return of Peace, it was 
decmed expedient rather to wait for that more favourable Time, than to attempt 
to carry them into immediate Effect. 


It becomes my Duty now to bring thoſe Objects again under the Attention of 
the Board. 


: — - — —— 


In all the Inſtances in which Alterations of this Nature have been projected, the 
Ground Rents expected from the Areas for building, according to the Plans pro- 
poſed, far exceed the preſent Rents paid to the Crown; and, in ſome of them, even 
thoſe which the Leſſees receive from Subtenants; but the remaining Terms in 
their Leaſes, and other Circumſtances, are not ſuch as, in any Inſtance, to enable 
the Leſſees to carry on the Improvement with Advantage, and the Intereſts of all 
concerned ſuffer by the Delay. 
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This being the State of Matters, I ſubmit to your Lordſhips whether it might | 
not be advilable, that the Surveyor General ſhould be authorized to make Propo- | 
fals to the preſent Leſſees of ſuch Parts of the Crown's Eſtate, in which Alterations g 
of this Delcription can be made with Advanczge, to allow to thule Leſſees the al 
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Whole of the Advantage during the remaining Terms in their reſpective Leaſes, | 
provided they ſhall permit the propoſed Improvements to be carried into immediate 


Effect, under the Direction of this Office, and with the Approbation of tlie 
Treaſury. 


Such an Arrangement would be of Advantage to all the Parties intereſted. The 
Leſſee would derive a Profit from the Improvement, which he could not by any 
other Means obtain during the Term of his Leaſe ; and the Diſſiculties ariſing from 
the Termination of the Leaſes at different Times, by which Improvements ſo much 
for the Benefit of the Eſtate of the Crown, and the Accommodation of the Pub- 
lic, are obſtructed and retarded, would be removed, without depriving the Leſſees 
of the ſame Preference, for new Leaſes of any Parts of the Eſtates to which your 
Lordſhips may be of Opinion that they have a reaſonable Claim, as they would 
have had if no ſuch Alteration had taken place ; and under new Rents, to com- 
mence, in the ſame Manner, from the End of their former Terms. |

32 RE the Change in the Management of the Land Revenue took place, 

under the Act of 1794, Fines were conſtantly taken on granting Leaſes from the 
Crown both of Lands and Houſes. The reſerved Reats were, in general, not more 
than an Eighth Part of the eſtimated Yearly Value of the Eſtates; and the Pro- 
portion taken in Fine was, conſequently, about 7-8ths of the eſtimated Yearly 
Value: Yet it appears, from the Reports of the late Commiſſioners of the Land 
Revenue, that the Net Produce ariſing from the 1-8th in Rent, exceeded that 
which, according to the ſtrange Syſtem then purſued, aroſe from the 7-Sth Parts 
for which Fines were taken. 


From the Rents, (as appears by the ſame Reports) from the Acceſſion of His 
preſent Majeſty to the Year 1786, when the Enquiries of thoſe Commiſſioners 
began, various Sums were paid to the Surveyor General of the Woods and Foreſts, 
amounting, one Year with another, to . 3,8 96 per Annum. 


The Fines were uniformly paid into the Exchequer from the earlieſt Periods 
until the Year 1772, when a larger Supply of Money being wanted for defraying 
the Expence of Works, in the Department of the Weods and Foreſts, than could 
be drawn from the Rents ariſing from the Land Revenue, the Fines were, for the 
firſt Time, diverted from the Exchequer, and a Part of them paid to the Surveyor 
General of the Woods. The average Amount of the Fines ſo paid was 
L. 2,657. 165. per Annum. 


The Commiſſioners of the Land Revenue, on whoſe Suggeſtions and Advice 
the new Courſe of Management was founded, recommended an entire Change of 
Syſtem with regard to Fines for Leaſes. The Purpoſe they had in View was, to 
render the Land Revenue productive of a reſpectable and permanent Income, 
proportionate to the real Value of the Property: Inſtead therefore of taking Fines 
both for Lands and Houſes equal to 7-8th Parts of the Yearly Value, they re- 
commended that no Fine whatever ſhould be taken for any Leaſe of Zaids, but 
that the whole Conſideration for /uch Leaſes ſhould be reſerved in Rent; and that 
only One-third Part of the Conſideration for Leaſes of Houſes ſhould be paid in 
Fine, and the remaining Two-thirds taken in Rent. Thole Commiſſioners con- 
ſidered that Eſtates in Land, improved as they probably would be, under proper 
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Covenants in Leaſes for Terms of 31 Years certain, would afford ample Security 40 
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for the Rents which might be reſerved for them; but that Houſes being of a 71 
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periſhable Nature, and not affording equal Security for the permanent Payment Ge 
of Rents approaching to their full Value, it was adviſable, in order to ſtrengthen 
the Security for Rents of Houſes, that a Part of the Conſideration for Eſtates of li 
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that Deſcription ſhould be paid in Fine. Had the Rents of ſuch Eſtates however 
been conſidered by the Commiſſioners as ſecure as thoſe of Lands, it is within my 
own Knowledge that the Commiſſioners would have adviſed that the Conſideration 
for Leaſes of Houſ?s ſhould, hkewiſe, have been taken wholly in Rent. 


From the Commencement of the Enquify under thoſe Commiſſioners, until the 
paſſing of the Act of 1794 in conſequence of their Reports, the granting or renew- 
ing of Crown Leaſes was ſuſpended, and as, during that Time, no Money could be 
received from Fines by the Office of the Surveyor of the Woods, there aroſe, as 


might be expected, a more than ordinary Occaſion for thoſe Supplies which that 
Office had been accuſtomed to receive. 


Though the new Syſtem of leaſing the Eſtates of the Crown was well calculated 
to improve the Annual Produce of thoſe Eſtates, the Increaſe in the Beginning was 
neceſſarily ſiow and gradual, depending, as it did, on the falling in of Leaſes, few of 
. which were then expired, or very near expiring; and it would have been attended 
with -Inconvenience to have withdrawn at once the Whole of the Fines from that 
Channel, however deſirable it might have been to employ them in any other Way. 
Upon the Revival therefore of the Proceedings for granting Leaſes of the Eſtates 
of the Crown, after the paſſing of the Act of 1794, Orders were iſſued from the 
Treaſury for paying the Fines for Leaſes of Houſes to the Surveyor General of the 
Woods, and theſe Orders have been continued to the preſent Time. The Amount 
of the Fines for ſuch Leaſes granted, and directed to be granted, within that Period, is 
L. 18,498 ; the Whole of which, excepting a Sum of L. 2,015, applied towards 
building , an Office for the Surveyor General of the Crown Lands, has been 
directed to be paid to the Surveyor General of the Woods. 


But 1 neceſſary it might have been to continue the Payment of Fines to 
the Surveyor General of the Woods, for ſome Time after the Commencement of 
the new Courſe of Management, and before any conſiderable Progreſs had been 
made in the Increaſe of the Annual Income of the Land Revenue, the Caſe is now 
very different. It has been ſhewn that the average Amount of Fines received by the 
Surveyors General of the Woods, in the 15 Years next preceding the Diſcontinuance 
of the old Syſtem, was only J. 2,657. 165. per Annum, and the yearly Average 
ſince 1794 has been under that Sum; but the Amount of the Increaſe of the Rents 
reſerved on new Leaſes granted, and ordered to be granted, and by Dividends of 
Stock ariſing from the Sale of Fee Farm Rents, and other Parts of the Land 
Revenue ſold, (the Dividends of which Stock are applicable to the ſame Purpoſes 
as the Rents of the Land Revenue) is, beſides the Fines, £.14,752. 155. per 
Annum, being more than Five Times the average Amount of the Sums paid to the 
aha Gencral of the Woods from Fines. 


„This Increaſe in the annual 88 of the Land Revenue affording a more than 
We Subſtitute for the Supply hicherto derived from the Fines of Leaſes, and the 
Neceſſity for paying them to the Surveyor General of the Woods no longer exiſting, 
it ſeems proper that they ſhould be employed in the Manner moſt conſiſtent with 
the Principle of the preſent Courſe of Management of this Branch of Revenuc, 
and moſt conducive to the Object of increaling the permanent Income of it. 


On 
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On this Ground, I think it my Duty to ſuggeſt to your Lordſhips the Expediency 
of paying the Fines of Leaſes henceforwards into the Bank of England, for the 
Purpoſe of inveſting them in the Purchaſe of Three per Cent. Conſolidated An- 
nuities, not to be transferrable without the Authority of Parliament, and the Divi- 
dends thereof to be applicable to the ſame Purpoſes as the annual Proceeds of the 
Land Revenue, in like Manner as the Dividends of the Stock purchaſed with the 
Produce of the Sales of Fee Farm Rents, and of other Articles formerly Part of the 
Land Revenue, now are.

I HAVE received Mr. Vanſittart's Letter of Yeſterdgy's Date, tranſmitting the 
"Opinion of the Attorney and Solicitor General, that the Produce of Fines, taken on the 
Renewal of Leaſes, cannot be inveſted in the Purchaſe of 3 per Cent.

The humble MEMORIAL of the feveral Perfons whoſe Names are 
hereunto ſubſcribed, being Tenants of certain Eſtates held under the 
Crown whereon Meſſuages or other Buildings have been erected. 


SHEWETH, 


HAT your Memorialiſts are Tenants of divers Premiſes whereon certain 
Buildings are now ſtanding, held by your Memorialifts under and by 

virtue of Leaſes from the Crown, and that thoſe Leaſes were heretofore taken 
or purchaſed by your Memorialiſts, or their Anceſtors, under an Expecta- 
tion and a Confidence that the ſame would be renewed by the Crown upon the 
Payment of a moderate Fine, or a ſmall and reaſonable Increate of Rent, in the 


like Manner as Renewals of Leaſes under the Crown had from Time Immemonal | 


been granted. 


That the Expectation and Confidence which ſuch immemorial Utage had excited, 
induced the Tenants of the Crown to expend large Sums of Money in i the ſubſtantial 
Improvement of their reſpective Premiſes, with a View to permanent Advantage 
to themſelves and Families, and a concurrent Benefit to the Crown; but that thoſe 
Improvements could not have been expected (at leaſt to the ſame Extent) if the 
Proſpect of Renewal had not been relied upon by the Parties making them; tore 

eſpecially as the Crown was reſtricted, until the Act of the 34th of His Majeſty, by the 
Statute of the Firſt Year of Queen Anne, intitulel, © An Act for the better Sup- 
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« port of Her Majeſty's Houſehold, and for the Honour and Dignity of the 
« Crown,” from granting Leaſes for a longer Term than Fifty Years, or Three 
Lives; that this Period would have been much too ſhort to have induced the 
Tenants of the Crown to have expended the large Sums which have been laid out 
by them in building; that they were induced to incur thoſe great and heavy Ex- 
pences by the Uniformity and Moderation with which the Crown Renewals had 
been granted; that if they could, by Poſſibility, have had in Contemplation a Syſtem 
of Renewal on Terms ſuch as are now propoſed, or a certain Rejection of their 
Offer to renew as heretotore, they would have been wanting in Fuſtice to themſelves 
and their Families, and deſtitute of common Prudence, to have laid out ſuch Sums 
upon their reſpective Leaſcholds. 


That by an Act, paſſed in the 34th Year of the Reign of His preſent Majeſty, 
intituled, An Act for the better Management of the Land Revenue of the Crown; 
ce and for the Sale of Fee Farm and other unimproveable Rents,” it was (inter 
alia) enacted, That His Majeſty may grant Land for building for Ninety-nine 
Years, or Three Lives, where the Leſſees agree to make Erections of 
greater Value than the Land, or where the greateſt Part of the yearly Value of 
the Premiſes conſiſts of Buildings ; © fo as the reſpective Rents, hereinafter ſpeci- 
e fied, be reſerved for the ſame ; that is to ſay, where there ſhall happen to be any 
ce ſubſtantial Building or Buildings upon the Ground to be demiſed, or that the 
te Building or Buildings thereupon ſhall not require, or not be intended and agreed 
te to be rebuilt, there ſhall be reſerved to His Majeſty, His Heirs and Succeſſors, 
te an annual Rent or Rents, not being leſs than Two Third Parts of ſuch annual 
« Sum as ſhall be deemed by the Lord High Treaſurer, or the Commiſſioners of 
the Treaſury for the Time being, a reaſonable Rent or Conſideration for ſuch 
te Building or Buildings and Ground reſpectively, for the Term and Eſtate intended 
e to be granted of and in the ſame; and fo as there be paid to the Uſe of His 
« Majeſty, His Heirs and Succeflors, a Fine or Fines to the Amount of the re- 
« maining Part of ſuch annual Sum as aforeſaid, ſubject to a Diſcount, which ſhall 
© not be computed at a higher Rate than the higheſt legal Rate of [Intereſt at the 
« Time of making any ſuch Grant or Leaſe.” 


That your Memorialiſts, and, as your Memorialiſts verily believe, very few (if 
any) of the Crown Tenants were appriſed of the Intention and Object of the 
Legiſlature in paſſing the ſaid Act of His preſent Majeſty's Reign, whereby the 
Intereſts of the Crown Tenants were fo materially affected, otherwiſe the Memo- 
rialiſts would have judged it a Duty they owed to themſelves and to their Families, 
to have repreſented with ail Humility to the Legiſlature, that the Proviſions of that 
Act would deſtroy the confidential Compact which had ſubſiſted for Ages between 
the Crown and its Tenants, and by which the Property of the Crown had atcained 
its preſent unexampled Proſperity ; that the Terms of Renewal, there enacted, 
would be equal to a Confiſcation of all Tenant Right, and an actual Prohibition on 
Renewals ; whereby whole Families of Fortune and Reſpectability would ſuffer 
moſt ſeverely in their Property, and the inferior Tenants would be entirely ouſted of 
their Tenures ; that it never could be the Wiſh of a mild and beneficent Legiſla- 
ture, that the Tenants of the Church, of the City of London, of all the other public 
Bodies in His Majeſty's Dominions, ſhould be treated with more Liberality and more 
Attention to their Tenant Right, than the Tenarts of the Crown ; and, finally, that if 


they were to be fo treated, your Memorialiſts would with due Deterence have re- 
; preſented, 
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preſented, that no Compact that had not for its Baſis mutual Intereſts and reci- 


procal Advantages, could be ultimately beneficial to the Crown, or permanent in 
its Duration. 


That your Memorialiſts were equally concerned and ſurpriſed to find, upon ap- 
plying for the Terms upon which they might renew their Leaſes, that the Act of 
Parliament of His preſent Majeſty, before referred to, had paſſed; and that by a 
Minute of the Board of Treaſury, bearing Date the 4th of November 1794, in 
Anſwer to a Memorial of His Majeſty's Surveyor General, dated the 5th Day of 
Auguſt 1794, it was re{olved « That the Deduction of One-Twentieth of the Net 
© Rent, aſcertained by the Surveyors in the Manner prefcribed by the Act of the 
< laſt Seftion of Parliament, will be ſufficient ;”” more eſpecially as it was previouſly 
ſtated, that the Crown ſhould be conſidered as a more deſirable Landlord than a 
private Individual; whereas your Memorialiſts, with great Submiſſion aver, that 


few private Individuals, and no public Bodies, require Terms fimilar to thoſe pre- 
ſcribed in that Minute. 


That your Memorialiſts take Leave to recal to your Lordſhips Recollection, 
the Obſervations ct the Surveyor General of His Majeſty's Land Revenue, as 
ſer forth in his Memorial to the Lords of the Treaſury, dated 5th Day of Auguſt 
1794, and more eſpecially to that Part where he ſtates, that “ It would ſeem to 

© he defirable that the Rent, though near to the Value, ſhould be fo reaſonable, 
« as that the obtaining a Crown Leaſe may ſtill be reckoned a Favour ; that 
© Government may not, after a Leaſe has been granted, be diſturbed with Appli- 
ce cations for new Allowances or Deductions, or, if ſuch Applications ſhould be 
made, may deem it unneceſſary to attend to them; that the regular Payment 
of Rent, and the Performance of Covenants, may be enforced without any juſt 
Ground of Complaint ; and that, notwithſtanding that uniform Regularity, the 
« King may ſtill be reckoned a more deſirable Landlord, than a Subject atten- 
« tive to the Management of his Property.” And further, © Ir is with great 
« Diffidence I ſubmit to your Lordſhips Conſideration, whether the Deduction 


«© of One-Eighth Part of the Net Rent of Land Eſtates, and Eſtates in Houſes, 
« would be ſufficient.” |

That your Memorialiſts, in Confirmation of the Opinion there expreſſed, alſo 
take Leave to call your Lordſhips Attention to the Advantage which the Crown 
would derive from Renewals of their Leaſes at a moderate Fine. The Appli- 
cation for Renewal muſt be made withm Twenty Years of the Expiration of 
the Leaſe ; when the Renewal is made at the Diſtance of Twenty Years, as it ge- 
nerally would be, if a moderate Fine were required, Government would receive 
that Fine by Anticipation, and Nineteen Tenants out of Twenty would imme- 
diately begin Repairs and Improvements, and lay out a conſiderable Sum on the 
Premiſes, to add to their own Convenience and Property; and which would 
conſequently add to the Value of the Property of the Crown. If therefore the 
Sum impoſed by the Crown as a Fine were really moderate, the Crown, by re- 
ceiving it Twenty Years before the Expiration of the Leaſe, would, at that Pe- 
riod, in fact, have received by Compound Intereſt nearly treble the Amount of 
the Fine paid. On the contrary, in caſe the Renewal did not take place, and 
the Fine was not paid at an early Period, ſo as to allow the Accumulation of 
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Intereſt in Favour of the Crown, the Fine, however high, exacted from a new 
Tenant, could bear no Proportion to the Increaſe of the moderate Fine in the 
Cale before exemplified, more eſpecially as your Memorialiſts ſubmit, that Nine- 
teen Tenants out of Twenty would do no more during the Remainder of their Term 
than keep the Premiſes in decent Repair; that their real Value would be diminiſh- 
ing yearly, and would probably dwindle trom one Deſcription of Tenant to ano- 
ther and inferior one, until at length the laſt Tenant might bear upon the State 
of a Pauper, and be totally unable (or might find it againſt his Intereſt) to renew 
upon any Terms. The Buildings thus materially injured would fall to the Crown 
in a State of Ruin, whereby the Neighbourhood would be diſgraced, the neigh - 
bouring Property much leſſened in Value, and the Leafes of the Crown would 
in Time fink into Diſrepute, and its Revenue would in conſequence be greatly 
deteriorated. 


That your Memorialiſts feel themſelves bound in Honour and Juſtice to their 
Families to ſtate to your Lordſhips, in the moſt pointed and preſſing Terms, the 
extreme Hardſhip which the ſaid Act of His preſent Majeſty will inflict upon the 
Relatives and Deſcendants of Crown Tenants, who have made Proviſions for their 
Widows and Children out of the Property held under the Crown, upon a Con- 
viction, and, as your Memorialiſts humbly ſubmit, a juſt Expectation of a Re- 
newal of their Leaſes upon a moderate Fine, and the uſual Rent. If under ſuch 
Conviction, the Widow of a Crown Tenant ſhould have her Dowry allotted out 
of a Leaſehold of the Crown, ſhe would find it impoſſible to pay the Expence of 
the Leaſe, and the Fine and Rent exacted by the Act of His preſent Majeſty ; 
and again, where a Crown Tenant has poſſefſed various Kinds of Property, and, 
in the Diviſion of it amongſt his Family, he has allotted, under the Conviction 
before expreſſed, that Portion of it which he held under the Crown to one Child, 
and his remaining Property amongſt his other Children, it will happen, in Czſe 
the Act complained of ſhall be enforced in the Manner propoſed, that the Diſ- 
poſition of the Property of the Tenant, which he meant to be juſt and equal 
amongſt his Family, will be moſt unjuſt and unequal ; and it may, and frequently 
will occur, that the Child who had the Misfortune to have the Crown Property 
allotted to him, would not be able to renew upon the preſent Terms, and would, 
conſequently, be entirely deprived of his Patrimony. Theſe are Caſes of Ca- 
lamity which come within the painful Knowledge of ſome of your Memorialiſts: 
There are many other Caſes, which, although not ſo prominent, are ti]! deeply 
injurious to the Tenants of the Crown and their Families. And it is to be ob- 
ſerved, that theſe Conſequences accrue withour any Blame being imputable to the 
Tenants of the Crown, who, from ancient and invariable Uſage, were entitled to 
reckon upon their Leaſes as a ſolid Ground of Family Settlement and Proviſion; 
which the Execution of the Act of the 34th Year of the King, in the Manner 
propoſed, will annul, without any Warning having been given to them, or any 
Time having been allotted, in which they might have made Proviſion to avert 
the ruinous Conſequences of this new Syſtem. | 


That your Memorialiſts are aware of an Objection which may be ſuggeſted to 
the Reviſion of the ſaid Act, in regard that the Reaſonableneſs of the Rent is in 
ſome Degree placed at the Diſcretion of your Lordſhips. But your Memorialiſts, 


with all due Reſpect, ſubmit, that the Board of Treafury having agreed, as ſtated 
18 
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in the Minutes before referred to, that a Deduction of One-Twentieth Part of the 
Net Rent is ſufficient, that general Determination being likely to be acted upon, 
vour Miemorialiſts are compelled to repreſent, that they will be greatly aggrieved by 
your Loruthips adhering to that Ratio, 


That your Memorialiſts are alſo aware of the Diſcretion with which your Lord- 
ſhips are inveſted to grant Relief in particular Caſes; and are fully ſenſible that 
ſuch Diſcretion would be employed in the moſt liberal and equitabie Manner; 
but your Memorialiſts are at the ſame Time appriſed, that the Meaſure of ſucn 
Diſcretion may be guided by the Ratio which has been laid down, whereas your 
Memorialiſts lay no Claim to particular Favour, but reſt their Rights to Redreſs 

upon the Severity of the Rule before preſcribed, | 


That your Memorialiſts beg Leave to refer to the State of rhe Renewals ol 
Crown Leaſes ſince the paſſing of the ſaid Act of His preſent Majeſty, whereby it 
will be found that few Renewals have taken place, and that thoſe few have been 
obtained principally by Perſons of Fortune; and your Memorialiſts are in conſe- 
quence compelled to obſerve, that the Terms now preſcribed, although they may 


come within the Reach of ſome Perſons of Property, will entirely annihilare the 
inferior Claſs of Crown Tenants. 


That your Memorialiſts alſo obſerve, that great Difference of Opinion has fre- 
quently prevailed between the Valuation of the Crown Surveyor, and that of the 
Tenants Surveyor; and there being no Appeal from the Valuation of the former, 
the Grievance before complained of is greatly increaſed; more particularly as the 
Report which the Surveyors of the Crown are directed, by the ſaid Act, to rnake to 
your Lordſhips. is of © the true and fair improved annual Worth or Value of the 
« reſpective Eſtates,” whereby, as your Memorialiſts ſubmit, the Situation of the 
Property and of the Tenant were intended to be conſidered; but your Memo- 
rialiſts apprehend, that the Surveyors have miſconſtrued the Intention of the Legiſ- 
lature, and the Words of the Act, and have reported the “ full” inſtead of the 
« fair“ improved annual Worth or Value of the reſpective Premiſes, 


That your Memorialiſts would be doing Injuſtice to themſelves to renew their 
Leafes upon the Terms required, when ſo many other and more beneficial Chan- 
nels of inveiling their Property preſent themſelves ; but that your Memorialiſts, 
and many others within their Knowledg ge, would inſtantly renew their Leaſes if mo- 
derate Terms were allowed; and your Memorlaliſts are convinced, without being 
3nfluenced by their Wiſhes or their Intereſts, that the Reviſal of the ſaid Act of 
is preient Majeſty {in caſe it ſhoukl be deemed to deprive your Lordſhips of a 
Diſcretion as to the Rent or Fines to be impoſed, which however your Me- 
morialifts humbly ſubmit it does not deprive you of) and the adopting of a more 
i:veral Mode of Renewal for the Crown Tenants, would immediately produce a 
vait Influx of Money into the Treaſury, and would attach the Tenants to the 
Crown, and make their Intereſts conjoint and permanent. 


That your Memorialiſts, with great Submiſſion, take the Liberty to add, that 
aon the moſt mature and impartial Conſideration which tte are enabled to give 
his Sunzect, and v thout withing their Tenure to continue at the pretent Rent, or 
in any Manner to inttench upon the fair Claims of the Crown, they are impreſled 
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with a Conviction, that, if your Lordſhips inforce the Proviſions of the Act of His 
preſent Majeſty, according to the Rule laid down in the Minutes before referred 
to, a Violation will be offe :red to the reaſanable and equitable Rights of your Me- 
morialiſts, and of many others of His Majeſty's Subjects. Rights which, alchiough 
they do not poſſeſs the Solemnity of Jegal Obligation, as between the Crown and 
the Leſite, have been uniformly recognized by Courts of Juſtice; and the Tenart 
Right of Renewal, in Queſtions between Individuals, have been invariably con- 
firmed ; by which an equitable ILffect has been given to the Expectation of che 
Tenant, in conformity to the original Engagement, conſidering it as founded on 
immemorial and eſtabliſhed Uſage. 


Your Memorialiſts therefore moſt humbly pray, That your Lordſhips will be 
pleaſed to take the Proviſions of the ſaid Act of Parliament of His pre- 
' ſent Majeſty: into Conſideration, and to adopt ſuch Meaſures as to your 
Lordſhips may. ſeem expedient, for the Purpoſe of relieving. your Memo- 
rialiſts from the Hardſhips of the ſame ; or, in caſe your Powers ſhould 
be found not to be diſcretionary, to ſanction, with your Lordſhips Approba- 
tion, ſuch Application as your Memorialiſts may be adviſed to make to Par- 
liament, for modifying the Terms of the Renewal of that Deſcription of 


| Crown Leaſes referred to in this Memorial, in ſuch Manner as to the Legiſ- 
tature ſhall ſeem fit.

Myr Lorps, 


IN obedience to your Lordſhips Commands, fignified to me by Mr. Hiley 
Addington's Letter of the 7th of June Jaſt, tranſmitting to me a Memorial of 
ſundry Leſſees under the Crows, praying Relief in regard to the Renewal of their 
Leaſes under the Act cf the 24th Geo, III. for the better Management of the 
Land Revenue of the Crown, and defiring me to inform your Lordſhips, whether I 
ſee any Ground whatever to recommend to your Lordſhips to alter any of the Pro- 
viſions of the Act aliuded to; I have conſidered, with very great Attention, the 
Memorial tranſmitted to me, which has been ſigned by many Perſons of the higheſt 
Reſpectability; and I report as follows: _ 


The Memorialiſts, who deſcribe themſelves as being Tenants of certain Eſtates 
held under the Crown whereon Meſſuages or other Buildings have been erected, 
repre ſent that their Leaſes were taken or purchaſed, by themſelves or their An- 
ceſtors, under an Expectation and a Confidence that the fame would be renewed 
upon Payment of a moderate Fine, or a ſmall and reaſonable Increaſe of Rent, in 
the like Manner as Renewals of Leaſes from the Crown had, from Time imme— 
morial, been granted: That the Tenants of the Crown had been induced, by the 
Expectation and Confidence which ſuch immemorial Uſage had excited, to expend 
large Sums of Money in the ſubſtantial Improvement of their reſpective Premiſes, 
with a View to permanent Advantage to themſelves and Families, and à concurrent 
Penefit ts the Crown ; that theſe Improvements could not have been expected, if the 

Proſpect 
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Proſpect of Renewal had not been relied upon by the Parties making them, the 
Term of Fifty Years, to which the Crown was reſtricted in granting Leaſes of 
Houſes, being much too ſhort to have induced the Tenants of the Crown to expend 
the large Sums which have been laid out by them in building ; and that they were not 
appriſed of the Intention and Object of the Legiſlature in paſting the ſaid Act, 
otherwiſe they would have repreſented againſt it, as being deſtructive of the cor- 
Jidential Compact which had ſubſiſted for Ages between the Crown and its Tenants, 
and by which the Property of the Crown had attained its preſent unexampled Prof- 
perity:—The Memorialiſts alſo ſtate their Conception of the Advantages which the 
Crown itſelf would derive from Renewals of their Leaſes at moderate Fines, and 
the uſual Rents; and after putting ſeveral poſſible Caſes of extreme Hardſhip 
and Calamity, which may reſult to the Tenants of the Crown and their Familics 
from a Perſeverance in the Syſtem now in Practice; and referring to the preſent 
State of Renewals, few of which they ſuppoſe to have taken place, ard thoſe few 
obtained principally by Perſons of Fortune; and declaring their Conviction that the 
adopting a more liberal Mode of Renewal for the Crown Tenants would, from the 
numerous Applications which would be immediately made for Leaſes, producea vaſt 
Influx of Money into the Treaſury ; they moſt humbly pray that your Lordſhips will 


be pleaſed to take the Proviſions of the ſaid Act into Conſideration, and to adopt 
ſuch Meaſures as may ſeem expedient for the Purpoſe of relieving them from the 


Hardſhips of the ſame ; or, in caſe your Lordſhips Powers ſhould be found not to 
be diſcretionary, (as to the Rents or Fines to be impoſed) that your Lordſhips 
would ſanction with your Approbation an Application to Parliament, for modifying 


the Terms of Renewal of that Deſcription of Crown Leaſes referred to in the 


Memorial. 


But though the Prayer of the Memorial is expreſſed in thoſe general Terms, the 
Kind of Relief fought for is explained in the preceding Parts of it; in which the 
long Continuance of the ancient Syſtem 1s ſtated to have formed a confidential 
Compact between the Crown and its Tenants, under which they claim, * That 
« Leaſes may be renewed upon the Payment of a moderate Fine, or a ſmall! and 
cc reaſonable Increaſe of Rent, in the lite Manner as Renewals of Leaſes under the 


« Crown had jrom Time immemorial been granted.” 


In order to bring before your Lordſhips, in the cleareſt Manner, the Effect 
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which would be produced by complying with this Requeſt, of returning again to that 
Syſtem of Management which had ſo long prevailed, it may be proper briefly to 
ſtate to your Lordſhips ſome of the Meaſures reſorted to by the Legiſlature on this 
Subject, which has been ſo often under Conſideration. 


At the Beginning of the laſt Century, an Attempt was made, after long Diſcuſſion 
in Parliament, to prevent, by the Civil Liſt Act of Queen Anne, the Waſte and 
Abuſes in the Management of the Crown's Eſtates, which had been in al moſt every 
Age complained of. The avowed Object cf that Act was © to increaſe the Land 
« Revenues of the Crown, and conſequently to eaſe and leſſen the Burthen upon 
tc the Eſtates of the Subjects of this Realm in all future Proviſions to be made for 
« the Expences of the Civil Government ;” but it was found by the Experience of 
nearly a Century, that the Proviſions of that Act were inadequate to the Purpoſe 
for which they were intended; Means had artfully been contrived for evading them, 
and defeating the propoſed Effect; and little Revenue was derived to the Crown 
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from a Property of great Value. An Examination into the Cauſes cf this Evil was 
called for; and, for that Purpoſe, Commiſſioners were appointed by Parliament 
© to enquire into the State of the Woods, Foreſts, and Land Revenues of the 
« Crown, and to ſuggeſt ſuch Plans for the future Management and Improvement 
© of thoſe Eſtates, as they ſhould think beſt calculated to render them moſt pro- 
« ductive and advantageous to His Majeſty and the Public.” The Performance 
of that Duty occupied the ſedulous Attention of thoſe Commiſſioners for nearly 
Seven Years ; in the Courſe of which they made Seventeen Reports to Parlia- 
ment, the Accuracy or Fairneſs of which has not been called in Queſtion. 


In thoſe Reports, the Errors and Defects of that Syſtem of Management, which 
had been the Suhje& complained of, were fully diſplayed : Surveys had not always 
been made before new Leaſes were granted; and, when made, had not been veri- 
Hed by the Oaths of the Surveyors :—Renewals had been granted when- 
ever applied for: —Covenants were not obſerved :—One-Eighth Part only 
of the eſtimated Value of Houſes was taken in Rent; and for the remaining 
Seven-Eighth Parts a Fine was profeſſed to be taken : but, as the Fines for 
new Leaſes were generally paid at a Time when a great Part of the Terms of 
former Leaſes remained unexpired, and a Diſcount was allowed thereon, computed 
at the Rate of 8, 9, or 10 per Cent. Compound Intereſt, thoſe Fines were 
very unproductive, indeed little better than nominal. It appears from the ſame 
Reports, that of the Total Value ariſing from Houſes and 15 ſtales, the Seven- 
Eighth Parts taken in Fine amounted annually, on an Average, to little more than 
the One-Eighth Part taken in Rent, even after making Allowance of Intereſt, on 
the Sum actually paid as Fine, for the whole Time of the Anticipation ; or, in other 
Words, for the whole Term remaining of the former Leaſe at the Time of its 
Payment; but if the Computation had been made on Houſes and Land Eſtates ſe- 
parately, the Leaſes of Houſes being for Fifty Years, and the Leaſes of Lands only 
tor 31 Years, and a much higher Rate of Intereſt allowed on the firſt than on the 
laſt, the Seven-Eighth Parts of Rent on Leaſes of Houſes profeſſed to be taken in 
Fine, would have been found not to have yielded near Half as much as the One- 
Eighth Part taken in Rent. 


In fact, Renewals ſeem to have been obtained as ſoon as the Fine, computed in 
the uſual Manner, would produce enough to pay the Fees on paſſing the Leaſes, 
however ſina]l the Pittance might be that was payable to the Crown in the Name 
of a Fine; and it is ſtated by thoſe Commiſſioners, in their 17th Report, that a Pro- 
perty belonging to the Crown, which, according to their Eſtimation, might, under 
a proper Syſtem of Management, be brought to yield an Income of £. 400,000. a 
Year, had, under the ſtrange Syſtem which had been purſued, and after deducting 
what had bzen expended on the Foreſts, Parks, and Chaces, yielded a clear Reve- 
nue of no more than LF. 6,133. 4s. 44. one Year with another, from the Com- 
mencement of the preſent Reign, to the Year 1793, when that Report was made. 


It appears, therefore, that if that Property under the former Syſtem of Manage- 
ment attained vnexampled Proſperity, as ſtated in the Memorial, a very ſmall Share of 
c:ncurrent Benefit had been enjoyed by the Crown. 


The Commiſſioners found in the Proceedings for Renewals, under this looſe and 
unguarded Syitem, ſome Forms which gave the Appearance of the real Value of the 
Property granted being paid to the Crown; but thoſe Forms were ineffectual, and 
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the Appearance deluſive. The Value was ſtated to the Treaſury either according 
to a Survey, or ſome other ſuppoſed ſufficient Means of Information; but the 
Valuation was not made on Oath, and the Fines for Seven-Eighth Parts thereof 


were computed in the Manner which has been deſcribed, ſo as to produce very 
little. 


The Commiſſioners imputed no Blame to the Leſſees on this Account; it was 
not to be ſuppoſed that they would not take Leaſes on the moſt favourable Terms 
on which they could be obtained; nor to the Officers of the Crown, who profited by 
the Frequency of Renewals, on Conditions ſo unfavourable to the Crown; they 
blamed the Syſtem of Management, and the Government by which it was fuffere.! 
fo long to continue, 


The Commiſſioners did not conceive that the long Endurance of a looſe Syſtem 
of Management, which admitted of ſuch Tranſactions, could be conſidered as having 
created a confidential Compact between the Crown and its Tenents, or that it could 
eſtabliſh any preſcriptive Right in thoſe who profited by them to have them con- 
tinued for ever. What they recommended therefore to the Legiſlature was, that 
every Thing which ſeemed to be objectionable ſhould, in the Proceedings for all 
future Leaſes, be prevented ; that Surveys ſhould in every Caſe be made, and 
certified by the Oath of the Surveyor that Leaſes ſhould not be renewed when 
more than Twenty Years of the exiſting Term remained. That in Leaſes of 
Houſes not leſs than Two-Third Parts of the annual Value of the Property ſhould 
be taken in Rent, and that in computing what was to be paid as Fine, for the Reſi- 
due thereof, no higher Rate of Intereſt than Five per Cent. ſhould be allowed; and 
that in Leaſes of Ground for building, the whole Conſideration ſhould be taken in 
Rent only. Thoſe Means of aſcertaining the Valve being taken, they recommended 
ce that the Rent demanded ſhould not be the utmoſt that the Property could enable 
ce the Leſſee to pay; that it ſhould be ſo moderate, as that the regular Payment 
© of the Rent might be relied on, and the Performance of Covenants enforced : 
© But, on the other Hand, that the Advantages enjoyed by the Leſſees ſhould be 
& open and avowed, and that an End ſhould be put to that Syſtem by which the 
te real Value ſeemed to be paid, but was afterwards brought down by Fees of 
“ Office, and Calculations made at extravagant Rates of Intereſt.” 


The Syſtem of Management propoſed in thoſe Reports having been approved 
of, a Bill was brought into Parliament, and the Act for the better Management of 
the Land Revenue was paſſed, enabling the Surveyor General, under the Control 
of the Treaſury, to carry that Syſtem into Effect. 


Soon after the paſſing of that Act, and in order that I might fulfil the Duty im- 
poſed upon me in the Manner the moſt conſiſtent with the Intention of the 


Legiſlature, I propoſed to the Treaſury, in a Memorial referred to by the pre- 


ſent Memorialiſts, that ſome general Principles ſhould be eſtabliſhed by which my 
Proceedings might be regulated, ſtating ſuch Caſes as I forelaw might be expected 
to occur in conſequence of the Alteration made in the Syſtem of Management. 


In Anſwer to that Memorial, a Minute of the Treaſury was ſent to me, in which, 
among other Regulations, there was that which follows; viz.— Where Houſes 
« have been built, or Improvements made, in Expectation of a Renewal, ar a Time 
* when no adequate Term of the Leaſe remained, my Lords are of Opinion, 

that 
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te that a certain Number of Years ſnould be added to ſuch Leaſe, but reſerving the 
© ſame Rent for the additional Terin as would have been required previous to the 
c Building, if the Regulations of the Act of laſt Seſſion had then been in force.“ 


This Regulation ſees to apply particularly to the ſtrongeſt Ground of Claim 
ſtated by thoſe Leſſees who now apply for Relief; and various Caſes of this kind 
have occurred, in every one of which great Liberality has been manifeſted on the 
Part of the Treaſury ; and fuch Addition has been made to the Term at a Ground 
Rent only, and without taking any Fine, as would make the whole Term «qual to 
what would now be granted for the Erection of a ſimilar Building. 


It is indeed true, that I did propoſe a more conſiderable general Deduction from 
the Value aſcertained by the Surveyors, than the Lords of the Treaſury thought it 
right to authorize. After giving the moſt deliberate Conſideration to all the 
Reaſons I adduced in ſupport of what I propoſed, the Determination was, that a 
leſs conſiderable general Abatement ſhould be made ; but which, with a Preference 
of Renewal in all Caſes to the Leſſee, was deemed a ſufficient Proof of Moderation 
and Kindneſs on the Part of the Crown ; and that a liberal Conſideration would 
be given to every juſt Claim, on Account of any Improvements which had 
been made in Expectation of a Renewal; and I have no Doubt, that if any Caſe, 
though not falling within the Deſcription given in that Minute of the Treaſury, 
ſhould be ſtated to that Board, of Money expended from a miſtaken Confidence in 
the Continuance of the ancient Syſtem of Management, that the Determination 


would be conſiſtent with the fame liberal Principles, and that proper Relief would 
be given, | 


It muſt indeed be admitted that, as there had been no Uniformity in the Conduct 
of the Tenants of the Crown, ſome having erected Buildings, and made great Im- 
provements, while others had neglected to fulfil their Covenants, or injured the Pro- 
perty intruſted to them, the Caſe was not of that Kind in which juſt or ſuitable Re- 
lief could be given by one equal and general Deduction; as what might be quite 
inadequate to the Expectation of a Tenant who had erected a Building in Contem- 
plation of a Renewal, would be much more than ought to be allowed to a Tenant 
who had not fulfilled his Engagements, and that each Caſe ought therefore to be 
judged of by its own Merits. 


In conformity with the Spirit of the Rules ſo eſtabliſned the Management of 
the Crown's Eſtate has ever ſince been conducted; and though it may be true, 
that, in ſome Inſtances, the Surveyor of the Leſſee has thought the Value put on 
Property, by the Surveyors of the Crown acting on Oath, too high, no Example 
can be given where, on Complaint thereof being made, and Circumſtances ſtated 
which were unknown to the Office Surveyors, but which were of a Nature that 
ought to be conſidered in eſtimating the true and fair annual Value of the Pre- 
miſes, the Crown's Surveyors have not been called upon to reconſider the Valua- 
tion they had before made; nor can it be ſaid that I have, on any Occaſion, refuſed 
to ſubmit to the Conſideration of your Lordſhips any juſt Claim for more than 
the general Abatement, or that the Treaſury. has failed to give to ſuch Claim 


a. due Attention, and to make in every ſuch Caſe a fair and adequate Al- 
lowance, 


It 
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It may not be improper to add that the Memorialiſts are completely miſin- 
formed, in ſuppoſing that few Leaſes have been applied for ſince the new Syſtem 
took place, or granted except to People of Fortune. The Applications are nu- 
merous; many Leaſes have been granted ;—in the few Inftances in which the 
Leflees have declined to renew on the Terms propoſed, other Perſons have, on 
the ſame Terms, readily accepted Leaſes. There are, indeed, Inſtances of more 
having been offered by others for Leaſes which the Leſſees had declined to renew, 
than had been required from them, and ſeveral Caſes have occurred of new Leaſes 
being brought to public Sale, and, on every one of them that has come within 
my Knowledge, a conſiderable Profit has been obtained by the Seller. 


Perhaps the Account I have given of the Proceedings of the Legiſlature, and 
of the Officers employed in the Management of the Crown's Eſtate, may be too 
minutely detailed; but 1 thought that, in a Matter of ſo much Importance, the 
ſtatiog the Caſe fully and diſtinctly would be of far more Utility than any Opinion 
of my own, in enabling your Lerdſhips to judge whether any Alterations ſhould 
be made in the Proviſions of the Act complained of by the Memorialiſts.
